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Before the Fall 

'SXSW Presents' kicks off a new season; plus, a few words 
on the Bush administration's suicidal tendencies

In independent-film circles, one of the 
great concerns is what happens to the vast 
majority of films after they play the film- 
festival circuit. Relatively speaking, only a 
miniscule percentage are picked up for the- 
atrical distribution, with a larger (though still 
relatively small) number having some kind of 
afterlife on cable, DVDs, or whatever. 

Last year, working closely with KLRU, 
South by Southwest and the Chronicle pro- 
duced six 60-minute episodes of the televi- 
sion series SXSW Presents, which features 
just such types of films: documentaries and 
short films that had been very well-received 
but had more or less become very difficult 
to see. 

Meanwhile, KLRU has really focused on 
creating original programming and, basically 
in the first year of a very ambitious campaign, 
has done a knockout job. Under the leader- 
ship of Mary Beth Rogers, the groundwork 
for what is going on now was laid. It has 
been the truly amazing Bill Stotesbery, the 
new (well, relatively - he’s held the position 
for 18 months or so) head of KLRU, who has 
brought it all home. Accomplishing what I 
wouldn’t believe could be accomplished and 
with a pleasantness I couldn’t even aspire to, 
Stotesbery is accomplishing what so many 
have talked about for so long. 

Now, of course, this is self-promotion, 
as I am a partner in both SXSW and the 
Chronicle, as well as being a former board 
member of KLRU. Please believe me, how- 
ever; this is not a moneymaker, but it makes 
sense in terms of the overall purpose of all 
three of these entities. 

In addition, Matt Dentler, who hosts the 
shows, also really does all the work - so any 



credit accrued to me is illegitimate. Dentler, 
who runs SXSW Film, works for me in the 
abstract. In more concrete terms, I work for 
him; in just a few years, he has managed to 
reenergize SXSW Film, bringing it to a new 
prominence and importance, which means 
that in terms of serving the purposes of the 
filmmakers, it is working. 

As the result of a generous anonymous 
donation, there is a new season of 12 90- 
minute installments of SXSW Presents. Two 
episodes of the show have already aired; 
the third will be broadcast this Friday, Sept. 
30, at 10pm. Episodes will continue to run 
every Friday through Dec. 2 on KLRU-TV 
Again, SXSW Film programmer (and occa- 
sional Chronicle contributor) Matt Dentler 
is host. 

The remaining shows: 

Sept. 30: Shorts Program (favorites from 
past festivals) 

Oct. 7: David Zellner’s Frontier 
Oct. 14: Sarah Price’s Caesar’s Park 
Oct. 2 1 : High School Shorts Program

Nov. 4: Dan Brown’s American Detective 
Nov. 11: Emily Morse’s See How They Run 
Nov. 18: East Austin Stories Program 
Nov. 25: Susan Kirr and Rusty Martin’s 
“Bike Like U Mean It” 

Dec. 2: Jenn Garrison’s PrizeWhores 
These 90-minute programs will showcase 
local, national, and international produc- 
tions, both shorts and features. Unlike the 
first season, which featured only films, this 
time there will be interviews and more with 
some of the artists responsible for making the 
films being shown.

Sadly, paying taxes has come to be regarded 
by almost all citizens as an outrageous tak- 
ing of our money by the government. In the 
most common right-wing take, the govern- 
ment takes the money from hard-working 
Americans to foolishly give away to others 
(read minorities, lazy people, and illegal 
immigrants). In the most common left-wing 
take, the government takes the money so 
it can waste it on the military and defense, 
squandering a fortune on useless and already 
outdated multi-billion-dollar projects. 

Certainly I lean toward the latter - no one 
has yet explained how the Star Wars defense 
system makes much sense or science - though 
I lack a certain fanaticism. My understanding 
of the way a constitutional republic operates 
is that I don’t get my way; rather, the govern- 
ment moves in some strange ballet of consen- 
sus, majority opinion, and minority concerns. 
I will always express my concerns, but I also 
always expect the government will be doing a 
lot I don’t approve of. 

Governments cost. Not only has the Bush 
administration run up record deficits, but, 
rather than even acknowledging them, they 
are simply assuming future generations will 
have to figure out how to pay them off. At least 
two Republican governors, elected on “no 
new tax” platforms, have tried to raise their 
states’ taxes. Not because the devil appeared 
to them in the middle of the night to suck 
their souls, as Grover Norquist and The Wall 
Street Journal’s editorial page would have it; 
rather, they realized there was not enough 
money coming into their states’ governments 
to do what they had to do. Figure out how 
difficult a decision it must have been for them 
to come out in support of taxes. Then figure 
just how screwed their state budgets must be 
to lead them to that desperate conclusion. 

In Texas, we are blessed with Rick Perry, 
who is terrific at politics but cares not a whit 
about either governing or government respon- 
sibility. You can be sure he won’t be trying to 



raise taxes, because you can be even surer 
that he just doesn’t care. 

The issue is not that government should 
be shrunk and cost so much less, as the 
Republicans and Libertarians frame it. This is 
an unworkable fantasy. 

Most of what the government spends 
money on are things demanded by the pub- 
lic. It’s just that once they get those things, 
they take them for granted. The question is: 
How is the government going to pay for its 
expenses, and who is going to be providing 
that money? 

The Bush administration has made it clear 
that as much of the current, dramatic budget- 
ary shortfall as possible will be paid for by 
future generations. The rest will be charged 
to working Americans, taxes becoming much 
more keyed to income than to wealth. 

There is no question that the lower and 
middle working classes are ridiculously over- 
taxed. The irony is that many of them support- 
ed these very policies. The black-comedic ele- 
ment is that Bush is planning on shifting still 
more of the tax burden from the very wealthi- 
est to the vast majority of working Americans. 
This unfair burden makes them anti-tax rather 
than anti-who-is-currently-taxed. 

I am not a bleeding heart. I am not 
even a hardcore liberal. I have no problem 
with work-for-welfare and think animal-rights 
extremists are indicative of the rotting, ideo- 
logically cancerous growths of a too-rich and 
too -comfortable society. I am not against 
wealth, and I am in favor of capitalism. I 
disagree with Michael Ventura’s recent assess- 
ment of world economics (“Letters @ 3am,” 
Oct. 16). I am in favor of neither a class war 
nor a society that vindictively limits wealth. 

Helping the most fantastically rich mem- 
bers of our community, however, at the 
expense of the vast majority makes no 
sense to me whatsoever. Overtaxing working 
people while undertaxing inherited wealth 
makes no sense.

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Most of all, gutting the social safety net, under- 
paying and undervaluing public servants, and tak- 
ing a laissez-faire approach to the welfare of the 
entire society seems suicidal. This speculation was 
not brought on by recent hurricanes. Instead, it 
was an NPR report on KUT-FM about the current 
police chief of Nuevo Laredo (the previous chief 
lasted about eight hours before being assassinated). 
Among other problems facing the chief, including 
an ongoing vicious and bloody war among drug 
gangs, is that about half his force was recently fired 
because they were on the take from the very same 
drug gangs. Police officers are currently paid less 
than $600 a month, but can make many times that 
through corruption. 

There is uncontrolled violence in Nuevo Laredo; 
throughout Mexico, not even the richest families are 
safe from kidnappings; throughout Central America, 
not even the richest of families are safe from vio- 
lence, both premeditated and capricious. 

Raising the salaries of the police to a level where 
they are good enough that most won’t be tempted 
to take graft is nearly impossible. It’s not that these 
cops are bad men. On one hand, they are grievously 
underpaid; on the other, the drug gangs make it clear 
that they can either accept a lot of money or they can 
be killed. 

Regardless of the high-flying ideological rhetoric 
and completely fictional fantasizing about an Ayn 
Rand-envisioned society of rugged individualists, 
the end results of the current administration’s 
policies are made all too apparent by some of our 
neighboring countries to the south. Mexico and 
the Central American countries run by oligarchies 



are an almost scientific experiment that makes 
what will be all too clear. If you have a very large, 
disenfranchised lower class that feels its opportu- 
nities are limited and does not participate in the 
ongoing advantages and discourses of its society, 
and a small, very wealthy upper class, there is 
one very logical consequence. Some segment of 
the lower class will decide that it lives outside 
the society anyway. The extent to which this ends 
up corrupting the whole society, moving it from 
law-abiding to lawless, depends on little more 
than how large this group is. This is not about 
having more cops and more prisons to control the 
“bad people.” This is not about tougher laws and 
sterner sentences. That is like scraping off measles 
to cure the disease. 

Integrating this group into a society in which it 
has never been integrated, or reintegrating after it 
has been purposefully disenfranchised, is astro- 
nomically more difficult, and unimaginably and 
prohibitively expensive. 

Do you wonder why no one in Mexico is safe from 
kidnapping, about the relative lawlessness in certain 
cities, and the out-of-all-proportion power of drug 
cartels in certain countries? Have you thought about 
what it would be like to live in a country where you 
are not safe and where driving to the beach requires 
armed guards and bulletproof glass? 

The end result of an economically fair and 
socially conscious and committed society is not 
communism. It isn’t a generation of welfare 
frauds. It is a relatively saner and safer world for 
our children and their grandchildren and even, 
ironically, those of the very, very rich who seem 
so perturbed they’ve been asked to contribute 
to anyone’s well-being, even that of their own 
families. ■

The author lends some authority to his views 
by citing Lao Tzu, author of the Tao Te Ching, who 
unfortunately died 1,200 years before the arrival 
of the phenomenon of sustained growth in liv- 
ing standards. But let’s ask ourselves what Tzu 
would think about capitalism in China if he were 
alive today? Wouldn’t he look at the experience 
of his country over the last 70 years and deter- 
mine that the reliance on sharing wealth rather 
than creating wealth does not work? Wouldn’t 
he conclude based on China’s experience and 
on the experience of their neighbors like India 
and North Korea that economic growth fueled 
by capitalism and free markets is obviously the 
best long-term answer to poverty, disease, and 
environmental damage? He might also point 
out how well-intentioned, anti-capitalists like 
our author do more real harm to impoverished 
people of the world than any injustice capitalism 
or free markets inflict. 

Before writing about economic matters it’s 
important to have a good understanding of 
the issues. I recommend reading Learning 
Economics by Arnold Kling or Naked Economics 
by Charles Wheelan.

Parallels 

Dear Editor, 

Thank you for the update on the environmen- 
tal abuses of Freeport McMoRan in Indonesia 
[“Written in Stone,” News, Sept. 23]. Thanks 
also for writing on AMD and Stratus Properties’ 
attempt to launch a new satellite downtown 
above Barton Springs - the same one that FM’s 
Jim Bob Moffett dreamed of in 1990. 

Are these two stories really one story? 

While local opponents to the corporate attack 
on our water and democratic institutions are 
not being murdered, the ties and parallels 
between FM’s activities overseas and those of 
its "independent” spin-off, Stratus, here at home 
deserve exploring. One point of departure: the 
common, official address the two share at 1615 
Poydras St., New Orleans, La., as stated in the 
two companies’ most recent quarterly reports to 
the SEC. (Go to www.sec.gov/edgar/searchedgar/ 
companysearch.html and enter FCX for Freeport 
and STRS for Stratus.) 

The parallels in disinformation, water pollu- 
tion, and disregard of local communities are dis- 
turbing. For more than 15 years there has been 
overwhelming public opposition to Stratus/FM’s 
efforts to build a new downtown above Barton 
Springs. Most recently, more than 12,000 peo- 
ple have signed the petition at www.moveamd.com 
asking AMD to build their new offices outside 
the Barton Springs watershed. 

Why the opposition? For the simple rea- 
son that building a new downtown above the 
Edwards Aquifer will ruin Barton Springs. 

Yet (as in 1990) our elected officials are 
frozen in fear. Large amounts of cash and 
free computer equipment are spread around 
in the political, nonprofit, media, music, and 
film communities in an attempt to buy silence. 
These divide-and-conquer tactics are straight 
from Freeport’s 1990 playbook. 



Is the soul of Austin now for sale? It’s up to 
you. FM/Stratus’ development plans depend on 
it, and now AMD is betting the same. 

As before, it takes a community to save a 
community spring.

world?” Therein, I believe, lies the reason the 
current administration has been able to perpe- 
trate the politics of nightmares.

Questions About Capital Metro 

Dear Editor, 

Regarding the impromptu one-day strike of the 
bus drivers (without any advisory or warning and 
on one of the hottest weather days of the year), 
there was spotted on the television news Thursday 
morning a couple of strike protesters’ signs sug- 
gesting Fred Gilliam, CM GM, jump ship.

Breaking News: As this issue went to press, a Travis 
Co. grand jury indicted U.S. House Majority Leader 
Tom DeLay on one count of criminal conspiracy in 
connection with D.A. Ronnie Earle’s probe into alleged 
campaign finance law violations by the Texans for a 
Republican Majority Political Action Committee. 

Hurricane Rita came and went, causing much trouble 
and consternation to Beaumont and parts north, but 
delivering hardly a breeze and no relief to parched and 
fried Austin. By the time you read this, perhaps the 
first real norther is on its way. 

A 16-year-old boy was charged in the shooting death of 
Austin High sophomore Christopher Briseno, killed in 
a drive-by as he walked home last week. See p.16. 

Questions about the use of Tasers rise again, as a 
man died in South Austin about an hour after being 
Tased by police on Monday afternoon. See “Austin

In yet another low-water mark for Austin’s institutional 
politics, Capital Metro threatened to fire any bus driv- 
ers who participate in additional strike action, follow- 
ing the one-day strike by the drivers’ union last week. 
On Tuesday, the union fired back with a lawsuit accus- 
ing Cap Metro of illegally interfering in negotiations 
between the workers and the contractor that employs 
them.

At press time, John Roberts was sailing toward 
Senate confirmation to install him as the nation’s 17th 
U.S. Supreme Court chief justice, despite lingering 
concerns about his commitment to civil rights, equal 
protection under law, reproductive freedom, and a gen- 
eral right to privacy.

A confrontation with police Monday afternoon in 
Southeast Austin ended in death for 33-year-old 
Michael Clark after he was stunned at least twice 
with a Taser, the APD reports. Police were dis- 



patched to the 6400 block of East William Cannon 
just after 1pm on Sept. 26, where they found Clark 
and a woman involved in a fight. Police officials say 
Clark was “displaying behavior that was violent and 
irrational,” and bit one officer before police resorted 
to using pepper spray and a 50,000-volt Taser jolt to 
subdue him. After police got Clark into custody he 
went into “medical distress,” according to the depart- 
ment, and was taken to South Austin Hospital by 
EMS where he died just before 4pm. The official 
cause of death has yet to be determined by the 
Travis Co. Medical Examiner’s Office; the incident is 
under investigation by both APD homicide and 
Internal Affairs investigators. - Jordan Smith 

The APD’s Northeast and Central East Area Commands 
are joining forces on Operation No Deal, which will 
target street-corner prostitution and drug dealing in 
East Austin by conducting undercover stings in the 
area. Interestingly, according to APD statistics, more 
than 50% of individuals popped for buying drugs and 
sex in the NEAC and CEAC came from another neigh- 
borhood or from out of town. - J.S. 

The Texas Commission on Environmental Quality direct- 
ed Austin-based KBDJ LP last Friday to cease quarry- 
ing and rock-crushing operations at its Buda-area facili- 
ty. The directive came in response to District Judge 
Margaret Cooper’s decision to reverse and remand the 
approval of KBDJ’s water pollution abatement plan 
back to the TCEQ, based on appeals by Anne Ashmun 
and Neighbors Organized to Protect the Environment, a 
group of nearby Ruby Ranch subdivision residents 
opposed to the crusher. The ruling upheld plaintiffs’ 
claims that KBDJ’s approval was not supported by sub- 
stantial evidence. Neighbors focused on concerns over 
the facility’s location atop the Edwards Aquifer recharge 
zone, and the court’s ruling cited the amount of sus- 
pended limestone solids contained in runoff that finds 
its way into groundwater during operations. “We’re going 
to comply with what the law and the judge requires,” 
said KBDJ spokeswoman Kirsten Voinis, also noting 
that KBDJ intends to stay in business at its Buda site 
and is still moving forward with other permit approvals 
required for long-term operations. - Daniel Mottola

Getting 

Bonded 

Making the wish list was the 
easy part ...

Now’s the time to get your two cents in 
about the city’s pending bond proposals, before 
you’re asked to put your three cents in - one 
penny per $100 property valuation each year, 
over the next three years. That’s the rate the 
accountants say will get us to $600 million, or 
three-fourths of the $800 million that city 
departments compiled in their “needs assess- 
ment” issued earlier this year. The next avail- 
able public opportunity is Saturday morning, 
Oct. 1, at the Asian-American Cultural Center, 
11713 Jollyville Road, from 10am to noon. I 
know, the UT-Missouri game kicks off at 1 1 - 
that’s ABC’s fault, not the city’s - but addi- 
tional hearings are scheduled for Thursday, 
Oct. 13 (Dove Springs Rec Center, 7pm), and 
Monday, Oct. 17 (Lady Bird Johnson Wildflower 
Center, 7pm). You or your neighborhood group 
or your activist organization can bundle your 
three-minute salvos to deliver your particular 
priorities to the citizens bond election advisory 
committee, which is gamely trying to decide 
how to juggle all those needs for roads, sewers, 
police stations, parks and rec centers, open 
space, etc., etc., etc. 

To judge from the first hearing, held at St. 
James Episcopal last week, the committee will 
understandably hear from folks with a regional 
axe to grind - that session, it was the Rosewood 
neighborhood on woebegone Boggy Creek, 
which is indeed slotted for long-needed 
improvements to both creekbed and related 
storm sewers. According to committee out- 
reach coordinator (and former Chronicle city 
editor) Mike Clark-Madison, some 90 pro- 
posed projects fall under the “drainage” head- 
ing currently under consideration for $198.6 
million of the $600-million proposed target. 
Which and how many of those projects are 
actually allotted funding depends a great deal 
on which neighborhood wheels squeak the 
most. So if every time it rains your neighbors 
bring out the rowboats, it behooves you to hie 
down to the public hearing and start running 
your mouth. 

The Breakdown 

If, like most of us, you can’t make it person- 
ally to one of the public hearings, the committee 
asks that you fill out one of the survey cards on 
the Web site (www.ci.austin.tx.us/budget/beac.htm), 
not yet quite interactive, but providing several 
ways to submit responses. You may find that 
$ 600-million figure intimidating (although 
word is that at least some committee members 
are suggesting it’s too low). What’s helpful 

continued on p. 16 
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about the survey form is that it breaks down 
the city’s seven-category needs assessment by 
percentages and asks simply, “If you had $100 
to spend, how would you allocate it among the 
following categories of projects being consid- 
ered for the 2006 bond program?” That makes 
it a good deal easier to consider the city’s pri- 
orities, as well as your own. Listed below is the 
city’s assessment breakdown, per $100. 

Under that microscope, the numbers have a 
scale a taxpayer can get her arms around. Trans- 
portation and drainage, for example - basic 
necessities under any analysis - eat up about 
half of your hundred bucks, and you may find 
yourself scrutinizing the needs assessment 
(available on the Web site) a little more closely 
to see if we really need every single one of the 
road upgrades city staff proposes. (For the rec- 
ord, because of recent cuts we’re way behind 
on maintenance.) On another front, I’ve heard 
people grousing that a new central library - 
something the city has desperately needed for 
about a decade - is just too expensive at 
$106.7 million. But at 14 bucks out of our 
$100, it hardly seems too much to ask. (And 
we can note as well that public safety facilities 
get two proposed bites of the $ 100 apple - ren- 
ovations and new - suggesting that the split 
proportions are just a trifle misleading.) 

A million here, a million there 

Looking at the $100 breakdown, a citizen 
can also see that two categories to which 
Austinites give a great deal of lip service - open 
space and affordable housing - come in right 
now at less than 10 bucks combined. One 
would think, from the editorial and commer- 
cial-developer howling that ensues every time 
these subjects are raised at council, we must be 
spending 90 out of every 100 public dollars on 



saving the aquifer and providing public hous- 
ing. It just ain’t so. 

What these numbers suggest, altogether, is 
that when the bond dust clears (final commit- 
tee recommendations, for a proposed May elec- 
tion, go to council in January) our minimum 
utilitarian public needs will be fulfilled once 
again. Meanwhile, the sort of amenities that 
make a great community as well as a great city 
- a solid and substantial library system, an 
open-space program that plans for growth 
instead of just submitting to it, and a housing 
safety net that leaves no family scrambling for 
food after the rent is paid every month - will be 
fighting for the crumbs from the public table. 

I don’t suggest the choices are easy, and I 
don’t envy the citizens on the committee who 
are already trying very hard to stretch your 
$100 in seven different ways. They need your 
help. An excellent exercise is to ask yourself, 
“All right, if you want $75 million instead of 
$25 million for affordable housing [as is being 
proposed by the new coalition, Housing Works, 
kicking off its campaign Tuesday at City Hall] , 
where’s the $50 million gonna come from?” 

Helpful hint: It says here it ain’t the new 
library or park land . . . 

So, if you find yourself sympathizing with 
those committee members beginning to grum- 
ble, “$600 million just ain’t gonna cut it,” 
welcome to the wonderful world of paying for 
home improvements. Just make sure you bring 
your whole toolbox. ■

ZONED OUT 

The City Council returns today (Thursday) 
after its brief post-budget hiatus, and the 
agenda is bristling with zoning cases, includ- 
ing several addressing South Austin neigh- 
borhood plans and related matters that may 
generate more than the usual public discus- 
sion. And there are a couple of legal (execu- 
tive) matters it would be interesting to over- 
hear: Barbara Shorts vs. the city over the 
APD shooting of her son; settlement of the 
Jeff White suit concerning APD whistle- 
blower retaliation; and the Warehouse Sal- 
oon & Billiards lawsuit against the smoking 
ban. There’s also that annoying matter of 
the increasingly unpleasant contract nego- 
tiations with the firefighters (Items 64-67). 

We do know one of the ramifications of the 
Owens lawsuit - it will be costing us at least 
$133,250 to hire Travis Williamson & Assoc- 



iates to defend the APD and Officer Scott 
Glasgow for alleged use of excessive force. 
The way things are going lately, maybe we 
should just put Williamson on retainer ... 

In additional to the usual reams of con- 
tracts, the newest billboard ordinance 
revision is on the consent agenda (Item 51) 
for second and third readings, although 
word is Council Member Lee Leffingwell is 
proposing some additional revisions to 
toughen the ordinance, which might cause 
further sparks. 

The African-American Quality of Life 

briefing, scheduled for Oct. 6, looks to be 
postponed until Oct. 27, on the motion of 
Danny Thomas and Mayor Will Wynn (Item 
53), in the continuing aftermath of the 
Midtown Live controversy - although it’s 
worth noting in this context that Item 13 on 
the consent agenda is a $75,000 loan to 
the Common Interest karoake bar, planned for 
8440 Burnet Rd. - don’t be surprised if that 
one takes more than a voice vote. - M.K. 



AUSTIN HIGH 
SOPHOMORE KILLED 
IN DRIVE-BY 

Austin police have charged a 16-year-old 
boy with murder in connection with the 
Sept. 23 fatal shooting of 16-year-old Austin 
High sophomore Christopher Briseno. 

According to police, Briseno and his 17-year- 
old cousin, Adam Cantu, were walking 
home along Chicon Street from their school 
bus stop on Friday afternoon when some- 
one riding in a passing Honda Accord 
opened fire on them. Cantu was treated for 
non-life-threatening injuries at Brackenridge 
Hospital; Briseno was reportedly struck four 
times, including shots to his head and neck, 
and died early Saturday morning. 

Police say that the drive-by shooting may 
be connected to a fight that broke out at 
Austin High on Sept. 22, and may be gang- 
related, but have thus far declined to elabo- 
rate. In an open letter addressed to the 
school community, AHS principal Barbara 
Spelman wrote that the Thursday fight was 
between “two other” students, that no one 
was injured during the altercation, and that 
the incident had not “compromised” cam- 
pus safety. On Monday, Spelman, joined by 



AISD Police Chief Pat Fuller, told reporters 
that an undisclosed number of students 
have been “removed” from school in con- 
nection with the case, and that AISD Police 
presence at the school, located near Town 
Lake and MoPac, has been increased. The 
school, she emphasized, is safe. “We 
worked with AISD and APD throughout the 
weekend, tirelessly, to make sure the school 
is safe,” she said. 

Citing privacy concerns and the ongoing 
criminal investigation, Spelman and Fuller 
declined to discuss details of the 
Thursday fight, the Friday shooting, or any 
possible gang connection. Fuller said that 
although there’s at least some “juvenile 
involvement in gangs” throughout the city, 
there’s not a “direct gang problem” at 
Austin High. If the fight, and/or Briseno’s 
murder, is gang-related, it is likely connected 
indirectly, Fuller suggested to reporters 
Monday afternoon. The fight may have 
involved “boys who were gang members, but 
that doesn’t mean it’s a gang fight,” he 
said. “It may have been a fight over a girl. 
It’s too soon in the investigation to make 
that direct connection.”

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A Travis Co. grand jury has indicted 21-year-old UT student Laura Ashley 
Hall on two felony counts of hindering apprehension for her alleged role in 
helping 22-year-old Colton Pitonyak flee to Mexico in the wake of the brutal 
murder of 21-year-old Jennifer Cave, who was found shot, stabbed, and dis- 
membered in Pitonyak’s bathtub on Aug. 18. Pitonyak, indicted for first- 
degree murder, is being held in the Travis Co. jail. Hindering apprehension is 
a third-degree felony; each count is punishable by between two and 10 years 
in prison and up to a $10,000 fine. - J.S. 

Sixteen-year-old Austin Wierup was killed last Thursday morning on his bicy- 
cle near the corner of South Congress and St. Elmo on his way to class at 
the Griffin School in Hyde Park. A preliminary APD statement says Wierup 
collided with a cement truck as it turned eastbound on St. Elmo. The truck 
driver, 33-year-old Sidney Henry, was not given a citation and no charges have 
been filed at press time. According to witnesses, Wierup was riding on the 
sidewalk and appeared to strike the front side of the truck, APD spokeswom- 
an Laura Albrecht said. It is unclear whether the truck struck Wierup as he 
was going through the intersection or if both were turning when they collid- 
ed. “It is still an open case and still under investigation,” Albrecht said. The 
Griffin School’s Adam Wilson said the small, tight-knit school community is 
grieving over the loss of Wierup, whom he called a gregarious, respected, 
and popular student. Wierup, a junior, normally arrived at school on his 
skateboard, having taken the bus from South Austin, Wilson said. “My percep- 
tion is that he was trying to get to a more central bus stop given the Capital 
Metro strike.” (For more on the bus drivers’ strike, see p.18) A memorial will 
be held at the Griffin School Saturday evening and the Yellow Bike Project 
has placed a symbolic white bicycle at the scene of the accident. - D.M. 

You’ll never guess what the one book contested at the Austin Public Library 
has been this year - an illustrated version of / Know an Old Lady Who 
Swallowed a Fly. According to librarians, a concerned parent objected to one 
of the illustrations in the Nadine Bernard Westcott version of the old chil- 
dren’s rhyme. The library’s material reconsideration committee, formed in 
1993 in response to outrage over APL’s acquisition of Madonna’s Sex, had 
the good sense not to ban the offending tale. So why are we rambling about 
this?

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 



A proposed statewide ban on same-sex marriages is “constitutional pol- 
lution at its worst,” Texas AFL-CIO President Emmett Sheppard declared 
Tuesday in announcing the state labor federation’s opposition to Prop. 2 on 
the Nov. 8 ballot. Sheppard said that the broad language of the proposal, 
which would also deny the creation or recognition of civil unions, puts work- 
ers in jeopardy of losing their health care benefits. Both Travis Co. and the 
city of Dallas, as well as dozens of private companies in Texas, extend 
employee benefits to domestic partners. “Passage of Proposition 2 would, 
at the very least, place political pressure, and maybe legal pressure, on pri- 
vate companies ... to withdraw those benefits,” Sheppard said. “In an age 
when companies are looking for an excuse to cut health care costs, Proposi- 
tion 2 provides too tempting a target of opportunity.” More than two-thirds of 
the federation’s executive board voted to reject the proposition. - Amy Smith 

Yee-haw, it’s the battle of the education policy reports! The liberal Center 
for Public Policy Priorities and the conservative Texas Public Policy Founda- 
tion (don’t get ’em mixed up) each released an educational policy paper this 
week. The TPPF tackled charter schools. While the group generally promotes 
charters as a market-style alternative to what it sees as a public education 
“monopoly,” its beefy analysis of student test scores does not gloss over 
the weaknesses of charters, including larger average classes and less-expe- 
rienced teachers, even as it argues that charters close the achievement gap 
between at-risk and other students faster than traditional schools. See the 
full report at www.texaspolicy.com. Meanwhile, the CPPP analyzed different 
states’ average educational expenditures and test scores, and found no evi- 
dence that the “65% rule” - Rick Perry’s executive order requiring 65% of 



school expenditures to be spent on instruction - was a silver bullet to better 
school performance. While CPPP admitted that “in education spending, what 
matters is spending enough money on the right things,” it found that some 
higher-performing states spent 65% of their budgets on instruction (which 
includes the arts and sports), while others spent significantly less. See the 
full report at www.cppp.org.

Texas Public Interest Research Group released a new analysis last week link- 
ing global warming with findings that show for the first time that the West’s 
major river basins are getting warmer at exactly the time of year water needs 
to be stored as snow to meet the region’s water needs. Three-fourths of the 
water used in the West starts as snow, according to the analysis, which found 
trends that go beyond occasional or seasonal drought, showing a steadily 
declining snowpack in four major river basins in the West over the past 110 
years, including the Rio Grande basin where much of the water used by El Paso 
and Laredo originates. “Warmer winters and less snow means that we’ll have 
even less water available. Global warming is affecting us today,” said TexPIRG’s 
Luke Metzger. The report, written by the Rocky Mountain Climate Organization 
and based on data from the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Association, 
identified a monthly pattern of increased temperatures from 1995 to 2004, 
showing that warming has been greatest during snowfall months, a so-called 
“fingerprint” of global warming. For more info, see www.texpirg.org. - D.M. 

It’s been a good week for District 21 congressional candidate John Courage. 
Not only did he beat out 60 Democratic contenders for the Democracy for 
America’s Grassroots All-Star endorsement, but District 21’s Republican 
incumbent, Lamar Smith, really stepped in it. Someone from Smith’s office 
“misdialed,” sending a fax meant for Karl Rove to the office of an unnamed 
Democratic congressman - and you know that can’t be good. The fax, avail- 
able in its entirety on RawStory.com, details Smith’s plans for dealing with 
immigration, which “needs to be considered in the context of (1) media bias, 
(2) animosity toward the president, and (3) feeling of the Republican base.” 
Then, after a little ass-kissing - “You read polls better than anyone” - Smith 
pulls out the very Rove-ian idea of smearing thine enemy: “Liberals can easily 
and accurately be painted as opposing enforcement.” When contacted for 
comment, Smith’s press secretary, Blair Jones, said “There is nothing new or 
surprising in that memo.” The Courage camp disagrees. “It exposes where 
Lamar Smith stands on this issue,” said Alyssa Burgin, “something that he 
hasn’t necessarily been up-front about recently.” - Diana Welch

Mexia native Anna Nicole Smith (nee Vickie Lynn Hogan) will have an audi- 
ence with the U.S. Supreme Court next spring when the justices take up her 
nearly decadelong legal battle to secure more than $400 million from the 
estate of her late husband, Texas tycoon J. Howard Marshall II. Marshall was 
89 and Smith was 26 when they married in 1994, a year before Marshall’s 
death. At issue for the justices is whether a federal court has jurisdiction to 
consider a claim that is already under consideration in state probate court. A 
federal court in California considered Smith’s claim for her alleged inheri- 
tance, awarding her an $89 million judgement that the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals ultimately overturned, ruling that the California federal courts 
never had jurisdiction, and letting stand a Texas state probate court decision 
that Marshall’s son, E. Pierce Marshall, was sole heir to the estate. - J.S. 

The mother of Jonathan Magbie, a quadriplegic man who died last year while 
in the custody of the Washington, D.C., Department of Corrections after refus- 
ing to stop using medical marijuana, filed suit on Sept. 20 against individu- 
als working for the jail and a local hospital for failing to provide adequate 
medical care in violation of federal laws - including the Eighth Amendment’s 
ban on cruel and unusual punishment. Still, medi-pot advocates argue that 
there’s at least one party - the U.S. Congress - notably absent from the law- 
suit, even though federal lawmakers share equal responsibility for the 27- 
year-old’s death because they blocked District of Columbia voters from imple- 
menting a medi-pot ordinance.

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THE BUS STOPS HERE: 
Cap Metro 

“We were able to show Capital Metro we’ll set it, we’ll call 
it, and there’s nothing they can do about it,” said Bob 
Johnson, vice-president of Amalgamated Transit Union 
1091, as he stood outside the transportation authority’s 
administrative offices last Thursday, dragging on an ever-pres- 
ent cigarette. Over a hundred rowdy union members stood far- 
ther down the block, urging drivers to honk their horns in sup- 
port and jeering buses passing in and out of the lot. ATU 
1091 had surprised Cap Metro and the city, beginning a one- 
day strike, in protest against what they say are unfair labor 
practices, at 3am that morning. 

Cap Metro said as many as 60 bus drivers broke ranks by 
crossing the picket line - a number Johnson dismissed - so 
about 18 routes out of 80 overall were able to run that day. 
Johnson said most of the drivers were from another, union-free 
contractor or were probationary employees - new drivers not 
yet eligible to join the union who could be fired for participat- 
ing. The strike was a result of Cap Metro’s refusal to bargain, 
Johnson said. “We handed them our proposal, and they threw 
it back across the table. ... All we’ve really been asking for is 
fair negotiations.” 

Since April, Local 1091 and its employer - officially subcon- 
tractor StarTran, increasingly overshadowed by Cap Metro - 
have been in negotiations, with little or no progress. The union 
originally wanted a one- to two-year contract extension, giving 
parties a cooling-off period, said Brian Heintzman, vice-presi- 
dent of the national ATU. Of all the contract changes proposed 
by the company in bargaining - including an increase in employ- 
ee and family health care costs, as well as a cut-off of bene- 
fits for retired employees - the creation of a two-tier salary 
system is the union’s poison pill. They consider it a union- 
breaker; paying new employees 16% less than current workers 
creates antipathy toward the union on the part of new hires, 
driving a wedge between generations of workers. After failing 
again to reach an agreement Sept. 14, union members say 
they had no other option than to send Capital Metro a message. 

“I think it went very well today,” said 1091 President Jay 
Wyatt. “We didn’t want to have a big negative impact on our

employees ... [or] on the citizens of Austin,” he said of restricting 
the strike to one day. Cap Metro charged that the action pre- 
vented them from providing buses for those evacuating in 
Hurricane Rita’s as-yet-uncharted path, a claim that infuriated 
Wyatt. “That’s bullshit,” he fumed. In a Friday Statesman arti- 
cle, Cap Metro spokesman Rick L’Amie backtracked: Had the 
transit authority been asked, it couldn’t have helped, he said. 

Wyatt says Cap Metro is behind the friction between the 
union and StarTran, CM’s largest contractor, created to resolve 
the discrepancy between federal law, which requires bargain- 
ing for Austin’s bus drivers, and labor-hostile state law, which 
prohibits state agencies from such bargaining. Cap Metro insists 
StarTran has had its hand on the negotiations wheel exclusive- 
ly. Yet Cap Metro and StarTran share the same attorney, 
Houstonian Jeff Londa; 1091 maintains he was hired specifi- 
cally to bust the union. (Londa’s Ogletree Deakins bio boasts 
of his experience in “union avoidance.”) Union Veep Johnson 
argues StarTran is simply “a puppet regime, strictly enforced 
and guided by [Cap Metro President and CEO] Fred Gilliam.” 
(And at press time, ATU filed a lawsuit based on that allegation.) 

While Austin bus drivers are among Texas’ best compensated, 
with only Dallas drivers making more than the top operator 
hourly wage of $18.56, the union maintains that factoring in 



Austin’s high cost of living, Cap Met employees are paid less 
than they’re worth. “When you compare Austin with other city 
transit systems of similar size and demographics,” reads a let- 
ter from ATU to the Cap Met board of directors, “you will dis- 
cover that StarTran Union employees make below the average 
wages paid.” 

Some suggest that Cap Metro board members, specifically 
council members Danny Thomas and Raul Alvarez, could be 
more prominent in trying to broker a compromise. Alvarez says 
he has suggested a “a one-year agreement that both parties 
could deal with ... common ground upon which you could 
build,” but that he isn’t really involved in the negotiations. “To 
a certain degree, we kind of view it as a third party ... 
because all we hear are reports on how the negotiations are 
going.” Asked if he thought Cap Metro was negotiating in bad 
faith, he said, “I personally don’t believe that is occurring. ... 
I’ve tried to make sure we respect the separation that exists 
... and that Cap Metro is doing the same.” At press time, 
Thomas was out of town and unavailable for comment. 

Richard Arellano, Mayor Will Wynn’s chief of staff, said, 
“The mayor wants Capital Metro’s leadership to know the union 
has a willingness to negotiate on all fronts except one - which 
they consider a union-breaker - which is the two-tier wage sys- 
tem.” Arellano described Wynn’s role as that of diplomat: “He 
wants to help assure that there is a mutual understanding on 
agreements and differences.” If Wynn’s diplomacy doesn’t 
work, he plans on creating a “center of gravity” amongst lead- 
ers in the Metro service area to “draw both sides to the mid- 
dle ground,” Arellano said. While stopping short of making any 
endorsements, Arellano said, “Given that the union views the 
two-tier system as a life-or-death struggle, we need to find a 
solution that does not involve a life-or-death struggle.” 

A two-tier pay scale could decimate more than Local 1091; 
skilled blue-collar labor that lets workers establish a hand-hold 
in the middle class is an increasingly endangered species. 

Cap Met’s L’Amie says StarTran employees already “work side 
by side with different wage structures because of longevity,” 
but 1091 even sees that very longevity as threatened. “The 
proof is in the pudding,” said Wyatt of Cap Metro’s threat of 
replacing workers if they keep striking, “that Fred Gilliam is try- 
ing to bust the union.” Asked what the next step is, Wyatt 
smiled. “Let’s put it this way,” he said, “I’m not calling them.”

RICK 'N' RITA 



Save for the surreal images of 100-mile traffic 
jams and the charred remains of a bus that caught fire, killing 24 elderly evacuees, Gov. 
Rick Perry appears to have weathered Hurricane Rita with only a few nicks and scratch- 
es, politically speaking. And he has the lessons of Katrina to thank in large part. 

But we’ll see what the next round of poll numbers shows. Clearly, for most of the nearly 
20,000 people who took shelter in Austin area schools and churches over the weekend, 
the experience was sheer hell. Whether their suffering will be reflected in the next poll 
remains to be seen. Just a few weeks before Rita struck the Gulf Coast, Perry’s approval 
rating had dropped 12 points to a sorry 39%, according to the results of a Scripps- 
Howard Texas Poll released the first week of September. The poll surveyed 1,000 adults 
between Aug. 22 and Sept. 3, and carried a margin of error of 3%. Perry scored somewhat 
more favorably among Republican voters, with 46% saying they would vote for him if the 
GOP primary were held today, while 28% said they would vote for Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn, the state comptroller and Perry’s chief Republican rival for governor. Overall, 
though, poll participants gave Strayhorn a 47% approval rating. 

Kelly Fero, a Democratic strategist and frequent Perry critic, summed up the GOP politi- 
cal standings this way: “Rick benefited from Katrina by learning what not to do [with Rita]. 
And it would have been hard to perform worse than the officials involved with the first 
storm, although [Louisiana Gov. Kathleen] Blanco appears to have given it a good try. 
Second,” he added, “the fact that Strayhorn’s campaign had already collapsed and Rick’s 
major fall [2006] opponent was out of the race gave him the flexibility to be more states- 
manlike and less political.” 

Fero was referring to his friend and former boss John Sharp, a Democrat who had con- 
sidered jumping into the governor’s race - until last week, when Perry put him in charge of 
a bipartisan effort to restructure the Texas tax system and find a new funding source for 
public schools (see right). Sharp said his new role effectively takes him out of the running, 
without ever stepping in. Then again, if Perry and Sharp disagree on which direction to 
take on taxes, Sharp can always rethink his options since the filing deadline for candi- 
dates isn’t until Jan. 2. In the same Scripps-Howard poll, 16% of Democratic voters said 
they would support Sharp for governor; 10% favored former U.S. Congressman Chris Bell 
of Houston, and 8% favored Felix Alvarado, an assistant Fort Worth school principal.

PERRY KEEPS HIS 
FRIENDS CLOSE AND 
HIS ENEMIES CLOSER 

When all else fails, turn to your political 
foes for help. Gov. Rick Perry did just that 
last week by naming college buddy and 
political rival John Sharp to lead a study on 
restructuring the Texas tax system (though 
Perry was quick to rule out a state income 
tax as an option). The challenge has thus 
far eluded Perry and other Republican lead- 
ers, who can’t agree on how to lower prop- 
erty taxes and tap into a new revenue 
source for schools. 

Until his new assignment, Sharp, the for- 
mer state comptroller, had considered jump- 
ing into the Democratic primary race for 
governor. He was largely viewed as the 
party favorite to challenge either Perry or 
GOP primary hopeful Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn in 2006. Sharp said his new 
role effectively takes him out of the political 
arena, at least for the time being. Sharp 
and Perry go way back, beginning with their 
cadet days at Texas A&M more than three 
decades ago. In 1998, Sharp lost to Perry 
in a grueling race for lieutenant governor. 
Perry’s choice of Sharp is interesting in that 
Sharp is a principal in an accounting firm - 
Ryan & Co., of Dallas - that happens to be 
Strayhorn’s largest campaign contributor.

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KATRINA AFTERMATH RADIO: 
A Brief, Dysfunctional Life 



“The first radio license I got from the FCC, for 
KOOP radio, took 11 years,” said Austin airwave 
activist (and former Chronicle writer) Jim 
Ellinger, whose interest in community media 
extends back to KOOP’s founding. “The next 
three licenses took two hours over the Labor 
Day weekend.” The atypical speed with which 
the feds moved on those three was in response 
to the proposal of a low-power FM radio station 
for the benefit of Hurricane Katrina evacuees 
in the Houston Astrodome, a short-term sta- 
tion with which Ellinger and Houston activists 
sought to disseminate “rudimentary, life-sav- 
ing information.” Thanks to professional legal 
assistance, the FCC moved quickly in granting 
the licenses for radio broadcast inside the 
Astrodome. “The FCC doesn’t do anything in 
two hours,” Ellinger said. “It’s unheard of.” 

Too bad the licenses were never put to use. 

Things seemed to be going smoothly at 
first. Due to a call for LPFM transmission at 
Cindy Sheehan’s Camp Casey - which was 
ultimately decided against because of licens- 
ing problems - all the equipment Ellinger 
needed was already assembled. Sony prom- 
ised thousands of personal radios, while the 
Pacifica Radio network program Democracy 
Now! made possibly the biggest dollar-store 
purchase in history, buying thousands of the 
tiny transmitters. It wasn’t long, however, 
before “political hacks from Harris County” 
began to interfere. Despite FCC approval and 
support from the governor’s office and mem- 
bers of the Houston City Council, county offi- 
cials made it their mission to tune out the 
LPFM station, Ellinger said. 

Not that there wasn’t a need for greater 
communication. Once thousands of evacuees 
began flooding into the Astrodome, it became 
apparent information was as valuable as shel- 
ter. Allies from Houston Pacifica station KPFT- 
FM and the Houston Independent Media 
Center, in interviewing evacuees, discovered 
that basic services and benefits were a mys- 
tery to most. “They don’t know how to get a 
new Social Security card,” said Ellinger. 

“‘What do I do if I have a warrant in Louisiana? 
Can my kids get into school without shots or 
IDs? Can I drive my car without a license?”’ 
FEMA and the Joint Information Center, a 
multi-agency task force overseeing evacuee 
services, communicated with the dome’s new 
residents via the arena’s PA system and a 
newsletter. “That worked for some things,” 
said Ellinger, “but it wouldn’t work if, say, you 
had to have a five-minute interview with the 
head of the school district.” 

Out of talks between Ellinger and media 
activists like Houston Independent Media 
Center’s Trish Stringer and KPFT’s Renee 
Feltz, came the proposal of an LPFM Astro- 
dome broadcast. He appointed himself “guy- 
on-the-ground” to run day-to-day operations 
and made his nonprofit group, Austin 
Airwaves, the station applicant. 

The subsequent wrangling with the newly 
minted masters of disaster overseeing Astro- 
dome services would’ve been a hilarious win- 
dow into bungling bureaucracy, if not for the 
troubles that could’ve been prevented. 
Pandemic confusion over the availability of 
FEMA debit cards, which nearly resulted in a 
riot, is the sort of sad instance Ellinger hoped 



the broadcast could avert. However, claiming 
public safety concerns, Harris Co. officials 
said radio would do more harm than good. 

“‘You have 25,000 radios to give these 
people? ... You have to have one for every- 
body, otherwise they’ll steal them from each 
other,”’ Ellinger recalled the fortuitously 
named Rita Obey, a “midlevel Harris Co. PR 
flak,” saying. “They’re virtually worthless,” 
Ellinger said. “The batteries are worth more.” 

“We had 27,000 residents,” Obey told the 
Chronicle. “He called me and said he could 
get 10,000 radios. We can’t do that; how 
could we determine who would get the radios 
and who wouldn’t?” Obey admitted she “didn’t 
see the practicality” for LPFM but nonetheless 
took the request “up through unified command.” 
Ellinger said Obey, an African-American, then 
“brought up the gangsta rap thing”: fear that 
the ghetto braggadocio of urban laureates 
would agitate evacuees into an animalistic 
frenzy of violence. “It was very difficult not to 
react to that. ... There’s some pretty strong 
racist overtones there,” Ellinger said. Obey 
denies confronting Ellinger with the spectre of 
50 Cent. “No. I did ask him if they would be 
able to access other stations,” trying to ascer- 
tain the viability of Ellinger’s project, she said. 

Despite FCC licensing, the station applica- 
tion was ultimately rejected Sept. 7 by the 
Joint Information Center. Ellinger returned the 
next day to reapply, flanked by two attorneys 
from the ACLU, requesting “one table, and a 
wire,” Despite his pared-down request, four 
hours later, the application was again denied 
sans explanation. As Ellinger left Houston 
defeated, however, the FCC issued a new, 
fourth license to Houston IMC to broadcast 
out of the press section of the Astrodome 
parking lot. The parking lot, apparently, is 
under the more sympathetic jurisdiction of the 
city, while Harris Co. controls the buildings. 
“This is so petty, it’s unbelievable. But they 
couldn’t block us from the parking lot,” said 
Ellinger, who by that time was back in Austin. 

Katrina Aftermath Media Project radio, 
KAMP 95.3 (official call sign KH5X-IM), began 
its mighty six-watt broadcast Sept. 13, from a 
shiny, half-size Airstream trailer filled with 
Houston IMC’s audio gear. The bare-bones 
studio - a miniature tower, LPFM transmitter, 
mixer, microphones, and not much more - pro- 
vided information to evacuees, and let them 
tell their own stories. “Real quickly,” said 
Ellinger of the human drama on display, “it 
gets kinda heavy.” Or rather, it did: On the 
17th, JIC asked that all those stationed in the 
parking area where KH5X-IM sat (mainly other 
media vans) move to a different lot. With the 
Astrodome’s population steadily dwindling, the 
station decided to clear out a couple days 
early, rather than break down, move, and set 
up again to serve far fewer evacuees. Ellinger 
was clearly upset that a bureaucratic crap- 
shoot kept 95.3 off the air when it could have 
been of most assistance. 

“I did not have Republican credentials,” 
Ellinger said of his brush with the Harris Co. 
arm of Bush’s security corps. “The very idea 
of allowing these scruffy poor people from 
Louisiana to speak to themselves, for them- 
selves, unabated and uncensored, was not a 
part of the FEMA PR plan.” - Wells Dunbar

New New Rock Alternative Alternatives? 



It may not be immediately noticeable to casual listeners, 
but all the local rock radio stations have been quietly tweaking 
their formats, trying to reposition themselves in the changing 
radio landscape. Each is targeting new territory and surrender- 
ing old ground, hoping to woo specific demographic groups. 

The corporate maneuvering is like an audible chess game - 
but instead of pawns and knights, they’re playing with 30-year- 
old Rolling Stones hits and whiny Coldplay singles. 

One of the most obvious shifts can be heard on KROX-FM 
(101X), Austin’s “new rock alternative.” Since taking over in 
January, new program director Lynn Barstow (on the air as 
“Lynn Lawless”) has been slowly dropping the harder, guitar- 
crunching thrash alternative and adding more mainstream 
alternative (you can’t tell the adjectives without a program). The 
station “had drifted away from its alternative base,” said Barstow, 
who in the early Nineties helped launch Austin’s first alterna- 
tive rock station, KNNC-FM. “It felt like a station that could be 
very successful in San Antonio, but not necessarily in Austin.” 

As a result, KROX is playing less Linkin Park and Drowning 
Pool, and more White Stripes, Franz Ferdinand, and Modest 
Mouse. It’s also playing more older hits from the alternative 
rock catalog, often coming across like an alternative oldies 
station. “Alternative isn’t different from other formats,” 

Barstow said, “in that there is a sizable chunk of the audience 
who wants to hear what they know.” Alternatively, of course. 

By diving into the oldies of artists like Red Hot Chili Peppers 
and U2, the alternative station is playing songs that (alternate- 
ly) can be heard on at least four other stations competing for 
the hearts and souls of Austin rockers - KLBJ-FM (“Austin’s 
Rock Classic”), KGSR-FM (“Radio Austin”), KBPA-FM (“Bob”) 
and KPEZ-FM (“Austin’s World Class Rock”) - not including 
public broadcasting outlet KUT-FM, which also has been 
known to slip a few White Stripes tunes into the lineup. 
Although there’s plenty of overlap, in theory each commercial 
station is trying to woo a specific segment of a key target 
audience for advertisers, the 25- to 54-year-old rock crowd. 

Clear Channel’s Austin unit started a domino effect last 
year, when it switched KPEZ from Z102 to “World Class 
Rock.” Although to many listeners it still may still sound like 
“classic rock,” the station dramatically shifted its playlist, 
dropping such classic-rock staples as Boston and Led 
Zeppelin in favor of a less hardcore, more eclectic lineup, 



ranging from Bob Dylan to Los Lonely Boys. “There was a 
huge hole” in the market, says Mac Daniels, operations man- 
ager for Clear Channel’s Austin stations. “There was a good 
portion of the music that wasn’t being exposed.” 

Internally at Clear Channel, the format is often called “rock 
without the mullets,” a thinly veiled shot at the perception 
that KLBJ’s classic rock listeners are nothing but low-rent 
beer-guzzlers. By abandoning the Seventies and Eighties clas- 
sic rock ground, Clear Channel is hoping to attract more 
advertisers with a swankier, slightly wealthier breed of hard 
rockin’ fans. A station can’t survive on strip club ads alone, 
the theory goes. 

In response, KLBJ has been redubbed “Austin’s Rock 
Classic,” and it’s been retrenching among its beloved mullet- 
heads, playing more Van Halen and Led Zeppelin than ever, as 
well as heavy doses of Edgar Winter and Pink Floyd. “We felt 
that [Clear Channel’s move] opened up some 
territory for KLBJ,” said Scott Gillmore, 
Emmis local market chief. “KLBJ has been 
around for 30 years, and we want to get 
some credit for breaking these artists and 
playing them” for all these years. 

With KLBJ focusing more on the Seventies 
and Eighties rock, Clear Channel’s “World Class Rock” is more 
directly competing with Emmis’ KGSR-FM, the much-beloved 
local icon, which, in the industry, is broadly labeled as an 
“Album Adult Alternative” (Triple-A) format. At Emmis, World 
Class Rock is often called “Triple-A lite” for its attempt to 
sprinkle such AAA staples as Van Morrison and Lyle Lovett 
into its playlist. 

But a competitor is no joke for KGSR. It may be an Austin 
institution, but it’s not necessarily a ratings powerhouse. In 
September, Emmis launched a TV campaign promoting KGSR, 
its first TV campaign for the station in years. Spots feature 
such artists as Lovett and Bob Schneider expressing their 
love for the station. “The basic message is that the station is 
a local station, unique to Austin,” Gillmore said. 

Plunked into the middle of all the competition is Emmis’ 
Bob, which bills itself as “playing anything.” Launched a year 
ago, Bob is the new ratings gorilla of the Austin market, attract- 
ing more listeners in the 25-54 age group than any other local 
commercial station, according to the spring Arbitron ratings. 




Bob is a pop hits station, more than a rock station, but it liber- 
ally sprinkles in the Beatles, Dylan, Rolling Stones, and ubiqui- 
tous Los Lonely Boys heard on the rock stations. 

If nothing else, Bob has “stirred the pot,” Daniels said. 
“They’ve kept the rock audience shuffling around and landing 
in different places.” Of course, Daniels and Clear Channel 
wish a few more of those listeners would be sampling World 
Class Rock, which continues to lag in the ratings. In the 
spring, the station’s 24-54 listenership actually went down in 
many day segments, according to Arbitron. “We haven’t effec- 
tively gone out and mass marketed the product,” said Daniels, 
who expects to launch a promotional campaign for the station 
in the next few months. 

Earlier this year, Clear Channel reintroduced live disc jock- 
eys to 102, but Daniels says the station is committed to less 
talk and a more diverse playlist, the new mantra of corporate 
radio. The success of Bob-style formats, satellite radio, and 
the proliferation of iPods is making programmers more 
focused on music, albeit the proven hits. KROX, which posted 
big gains in the spring book, has been offering “shuffle” week- 
ends, trying to create a whiff of the iPod experience. “We’ve 
made some nods to the fact that the Bob concept and iPods 
might be a good idea,” Barstow said. - Kevin Brass

ST. ANDREW'S DEFENDS THE COWBOY WAY 



’Tis a virtue to be patient, generous, tolerant, 
kind to animals and other living things. And, if 
the Web site VirtueOnline.org is any indica- 
tion, the list of approved virtues - in at least 
one wing of unofficial Episcopalianism - now 
also includes name-calling, threats of damna- 
tion, and foaming-at-th e-mouth homophobia. 

Other than its inherent religious or enter- 
tainment value, Austinites have reason to visit 
VirtueOnline.org, the “Global Voice for 
Conservative Anglicanism,” because of a 
posted article by “David W. Virtue,” dated 
Aug. 30, titled “Episcopal High School 
Promotes Gay Sex Book: Parents threaten to 
withhold $3 million if book not pulled.” That 
high school is St. Andrew’s Episcopal, the 
prestigious private high school on Southwest 
Parkway. The article lends considerable cre- 
dence to local rumors sputtering for weeks 
about the school standing up to a big contrib- 
utor with equally big - or at least imposing - 
ideas about the St. Andrew’s curriculum. 

The article quotes large sections of a let- 
ter that it says “irate contributor” Cary 
McNair (son of Houston Texans owner Bob 
McNair) sent the St. Andrew’s board of trust- 



ees in August. In the letter, McNair explained 
the events that led to St. Andrew’s rejecting 
a large contribution his family had pledged 
toward new classrooms. (The letter does not 
specifically refer to an amount, but in 
January the school announced the McNairs 
had committed $3 million toward a new 
McNair Hall at the Upper School.) At specific 
issue for McNair was “Brokeback 
Mountain,” the Annie Proulx story about 



Wyoming cowboys in love. For five years, 
“Brokeback Mountain” (recently made into an 
Ang Lee film) had been on the optional read- 
ing list for St. Andrew’s English students 
without incident. When the McNairs learned 
of its availability, however, they were baffled. 
“Why would SAS [St. Andrew’s school] pro- 
mote classroom discussion on pornographic 
material concerning deviant behavior?” the 
letter asked. When it became clear that the 
school wouldn’t axe the book, the family 
decided it didn’t feel comfortable having their 



name on a building that was home to such 
deviance, and told the board as much. “Then 
SAS, by its own action ... removed the 
McNair funds from the campaign effort, and 
accepted the potential risk for other support 
departures,” the letter said. 

McNair could not be reached for comment. 
However, St. Andrew’s spokesman Bill Miller 
confirmed that the board had received such a 
letter, and explained that the school has a 
longstanding policy against accepting contri- 
butions with any sort of strings attached. 

Many would con- 
sider it virtuous for 
a school not to 
allow its curriculum 
to be shaped by a battle of the fattest wal- 
lets. But such virtue didn’t fly at VirtueOnline, 
where headmistress Lucy Nazro is likened to 
Satan amidst a vigorous and wide-ranging - 
and occasionally scatological - e-mail debate. 

“I just have to ask,” wrote one “Essodalori,” 
“Where are the men at this school? Real men 
don’t stand around while homoanal sodomy is 
made a Value’ to be promoted to their sons 
and daughters.” Another writer kicked off a 
vigorous discussion under the title, “The 
McNairs are tax evading cheats” by posting 



“verbatim” an article detailing the McNairs’ 
use of banned tax shelters (the family insists 
they didn’t know the shelters were illegal at 
the time). That didn’t prove popular: “Was 
that quoted VERBATIM from the Sodomite 
Daily News or from the Sore Ass Chronicle ?” 
shot back “Damascus.” (The tax article was 
actually from The New York Times ; it was not 
quoted in full.) The vitriolic fun proceeds for 
several hundred posts, although many of the 
most eloquent were submitted by self- 
described St. Andrew’s students (online iden- 
tities can’t be verified), who explain where tol- 
erance fits into their religious values. “The 
school does not endorse homosexuality, but 
in true Christian faith, we do not reject homo- 
sexuals from the community,” wrote one. 
“Christ dined and washed the feet of the peo- 
ple no one would even touch or look at, and 
in this way, St. Andrew’s practices true keep- 
ing with the tolerance and love preached.” 
Eventually, the debate fizzled - online and 
in real life. According to Miller, the construc- 
tion of the Something-Other-Than-McNair Hall 
will go on as planned, and the school has 
moved on to more pressing matters. “Now it’s 
‘Who’s going to win the football game this 
week?”’ he said. - Rachel Proctor May

Why Has Austin's Solar Program Stalled? 




Neutrogena Corporation's 62,000-square-foot, 546-kilowatt solar system at their 
Los Angeles facility, installed under one of California's solar incentive programs. 
California is far and away the leader in U.S. solar energy production; Austin's solar 
advocates want Austin Energy to promote similar projects here. 



As the city’s budget is cut and dried, mem- 
bers of the environmental community continue 
to call for immediate funding increases to 
Austin Energy’s solar program, which got 
identical funding to last year’s budget cycle, 
despite strong local popularity, global energy 
crunches, and climate change realizations. 
Leading the charge is Solar Austin, a non- 
profit conglomeration of staffers from state- 
wide environmental groups, renewable energy 
industry folk, and area residents, initiated by 
Public Citizen’s Austin office. 

Clean energy advocates, who contend solar 
energy is the most globally capable of the 
renewable energy options, see AE’s failure to 
pony up more cash for solar as a missed 
opportunity to keep pace with places like 
Germany and Japan, who are subsidizing the 
massive installation of nearly all the world’s 
available solar panels as they pursue Kyoto 
Protocol emissions compliance and energy 
independence. Around ambitious installation 
efforts grow healthy solar industries, which 
would not only be consistent with Austin’s 
“clean energy capital of the world” mantra, 
but also with Austin’s existing high tech biz 
and talent pool. 

Most of all, critics assail the slow progress 
toward the city’s ambitious 15 megawatts by 
2007 goal for solar installations, set forth in 
AE’s 2003 10-year strategic plan. At the half- 
way point next month, the goal will be just 3% 
complete with roughly half a megawatt online. 
The strategic plan also calls for funding resi- 
dential and commercial rebate programs for 
at least 10 years; a public awareness pro- 
gram, including solar installations at schools, 
libraries, and community centers; and a zero- 
energy solar subdivision, now back on the 
drawing board after a failed attempt in the 
Montopolis neighborhood this year. 

Austin Energy maintains it has better and 
cheaper ways to be green. Asked why solar 
wasn’t shown more budgetary respect and 
how the utility expects to meet its installation 
goal, Roger Duncan, AE’s deputy general 
manager, said everything comes down to an 
ongoing value-of-solar study, designed to cal- 
culate what photovoltaic generation units are 
worth to the city - based on a number of cri- 
teria such as fuel savings, emissions reduc- 
tion, and economic development benefits - 



compared to other options. To meet the 2007 
installation goal, Duncan explained, would cost 
AE $56 million at a generously low estimated 
cost of $4 per watt, “a substantial amount” 
the utility can’t afford. “We want to make sure 
we’re paying what the value of solar is,” Dun- 
can said. “If the market is not able to produce 
solar at this value of solar, we need to consid- 
er if we want to meet the goal.” 

Critics believe the study presents a conve- 
nient way for the utility to circumvent the goal 
promised in its strategic plan, and with the 
study’s completion expected no earlier than 
next year, solar advocates feel AE may be 
unable to meet the first goal even if they want 
to. Solar Austin’s Mike Sloan, founder of 
local renewable energy consulting firm Virtus 
Energy, calls the study a double standard, 
asking “have they ever done a value of gas or 
coal study?” He pointed to the myriad of ancil- 
lary costs associated with conventional energy 
production, citing the higher-than-planned first- 
year operating expenses at AE’s Sandhill natu- 
ral gas plant, the scheduled $100 million in 
pollution control upgrades being made to AE’s 
Fayette coal facility in La Grange, and recent 
spikes in natural gas costs - evidenced 
recently by AE’s fuel charge rate hike. 

An annual presentation to Austin’s environ- 
mental community describing AE’s overall effi- 
ciency and renewables budget, made recently 
by Duncan, shed some light on why Austin’s 
progressive utility may appear a bit solar-shy. 

It began with a slide that read “Climate 
Change” in bold letters. “Climate change is 
certainly the environmental crisis facing Aus- 
tin and the planet today,” Duncan said. He 
then explained how AE’s limited resources 
were being directed toward bang-for-th e-buck 
options to cut global warming emissions. 

After reciting specifics of the $952 million 
budget, Duncan concluded with a table show- 
ing the dollar cost per ton of carbon dioxide 
reduction created by wind, biomass, or solar 
power, or existing energy efficiency methods. 
Energy efficiency topped the list at $22.52 
per offset megawatt hour; solar came in last 
at $119.05. 

During the presentation, Duncan announced 
AE would add a second solar inspector to 
alleviate the program’s current backlog of indi- 
viduals and businesses wanting to participate 



in the installation rebate program. A week 
later, AE announced it would budget an addi- 
tional $1 million supplement for the residen- 
tial rebate program from the outset, rather 
than the original plan of adding it in as need- 
ed, like last year. Still, the overall solar budget 
doesn’t exceed the 2004-2005 amount and 
is strategically no more aggressive. 

Not satisfied, Solar Austin demands a 
more solvent and sustainable solar program. 
The group says it’s no longer acceptable for 
95% of Austin’s electricity to come from “dirty 
sources of power” - such as coal, gas, and 
nukes - and argues in a position paper that 
“dependency on fossil fuels leads to more 
greenhouse gasses, soot, and smog-forming 
toxins in our air and lungs,” while “the South 
Texas Nuclear Project has produced over 
1,000 tons of dangerous nuclear waste since 
1989.” In Solar’s defense, Sloan noted that 
among the other C0 2 offsetting options, solar 
is the only renewable energy type that’s intrin- 
sically well suited to be a local resource, not 
simply because we can make our own energy 
by installing panels everywhere from parks to 
parking garages, but because Austin already 
has a home-grown Silicon and high tech 



industry to support solar manufacturing. Once 
solar is installed on roofs, Sloan says, it’s a 
safer, more reliable energy source that is no 
longer susceptible to the transportation-relat- 
ed uncertainties of fossil fuels - evidenced 
lately by hurricane-inspired spikes in oil and 
gas prices. More solar energy could be intro- 
duced into Austin’s utility mix by building free- 
standing solar plants in the West Texas desert, 
by following through with the large, city-owned 
public awareness installations, laid out in 
the strategic plan, or by developing a more 
aggressive installation rebate program for 
the public. 

Solar Austin’s Dave Foster, state program 
director for Clean Water Action, said, “It 
seems as if Austin Energy is hesitant to fund 
more residential and commercial solar instal- 
lations because they know they can’t create 
as much revenue.” It’s clear that the utility is 
concerned about its cash flow, and when you 
share your power plants, as in residential and 
commercial installations, you share your cash 
flow. But funding more local solar installations, 
said Foster, is “a way to put wealth back into 
the community.” More info at www.solaraustin.org 
and www.austinenergy.com.

CRYPTIC MESSAGES YIELD TREASURE, COMMUNITY 



Austin’s in for a lost weekend, but don’t 
load up on the Kentucky Deluxe just yet - it’s 
actually more of a found weekend. This Satur- 
day, Oct. 1, teams from across the city partici- 
pate in Austin Found, a race across the 
city’s central grid, which unearths education 
and community as the city’s true treasure. 

At 9am, teams of up to four individuals 
gather at Saltillo Plaza, where they receive the 
first of 12 clues. These cryptic messages 
point them to a clue at the next location, an 
Austin landmark within the boundaries of 
45th to Ben White, and from MoPac to an 
imaginary line running parallel to 1-35, 1.5 
miles east of the interstate. Clues may seem 
obtuse at first, using anagrams, analogies, 
and lists, but only by deciphering them can 
teams hope to win; if a group can’t crack the 
code within 45 minutes, its members must 



return to a central location and wait for their 
next clue. 

Once on the hunt, scavengers use Capital 
Metro and their feet, but no other forms of 
transportation. The first team to return to the 
Plaza with a timecard signed by witnesses at 
each landmark wins $1,000, along with hundreds 
more in gift certificates. Aside from the grand 
prize, treasure also awaits the top high school 
and college teams, and the second and third 
place teams in the open category. A post-race 
party at the plaza will feature music from 
Heybale! and New Orleans’ Mardi Gras Indians. 

Developed by neighbors in Travis Heights, 
Saturday is Austin Found’s inaugural chal- 
lenge. They created it after learning the 
nationwide Urban Challenge scavenger race 
wasn’t including River City this year. Instead 
of mourning its passing, the prevailing mood 



was “Hey, we can be creative about this, put 
it together, and give it as a gift to the city,” said 
AF volunteer Kapil Sabharwal. Assembling a 
gift of this magnitude hasn’t been easy, how- 
ever. “We had only four months to organize 
this,” said Sabharwal, noting the 89-plus vol- 
unteers the newly formed nonprofit coordinates. 

Proceeds from the race benefit charity, with 
70% going to the Austin Community Foun- 
dation, which is focused on education, and 
20% to Travis Heights Elementary School. 
The remaining 10% was to be set aside as 
seed money for future races, but will instead 
go to the educational needs of Hurricane 
Katrina evacuees. “Our main goal in this 
whole thing is education,” said Sabharwal, 
who also described the neighbor-building ben- 
efits of the race. “We have 280 communities 
in Austin, and we need them to communicate 




to each other. ... This event allows the com- 
munity to come really close together.” 
Registration is $75 per team. For more 
info, visit www.austinfound.info.

While President George W. Bush 
flew through sunny skies from Colorado 
to Texas “monitoring” local responses 
to Hurricane Rita, hundreds of thou- 
sands of people gathered at our 
nation’s capitol to call for an end to the 
occupation of Iraq. Bearing signs rang- 
ing from the usual, “Bush Lied, 

Thousands Died” to the original, “Bush 
is a giggling murderer. Heh ... heh ... 
heh,” they followed Cindy Sheehan, 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson, Jim 
Hightower, Al Sharpton, and others, 
as well as military families and veter- 
ans, down Pennsylvania Avenue and 
right up to the White House gate. 

“This is amazing,” Sheehan said gid- 
dily to the roaring crowd, “You guys are 
making history.” Sheehan, whom many 
credit with reigniting the anti-war move- 
ment, had spent the previous couple of 
days knocking on legislators’ doors, 
hoping for face-to-face discussions 
about the war. Though she managed to 
get meetings with senators Hillary 
Clinton and Harry Reid, two high-pro- 
file Dems who gave Bush the a-OK to 
invade Iraq way back in 2002, neither 
was willing to call for a troop withdrawal. (Clinton also 
made it known that she met with Bush’s favorite go-to gals, 
the American Gold Star Mothers - not be confused with 
Gold Star Families for Peace, of which Sheehan is a 
founding member.) 

Saturday, however, Sheehan was in good company, shar- 
ing the mic with Rep. Cynthia McKinney, D-Ga., Rep. 
Lynne Woolsey, D-Calif. , Former Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark, and others unafraid of opposing the administra- 
tion’s policies. Anne Roesler of Military Families Speak 
Out was also present to share a message from the battle- 
field. “My son says that every single time he goes back, 
the chaos is worse,” said Roesler, whose son is a staff 
sergeant in the 82nd Airborne Division in Iraq. “He fired 
more rounds and killed more Iraqis in the second deploy- 
ment than he did in the entire first year that he was there 
during the invasion, and he doesn’t want the job. He’d love 
to be able to give his two-week notice.” 

While it’s impossible to get a factual number for those in 
attendance - quotes range from thousands to 500,000 - 
most reports have the number at 300,000, and the D.C. 
police put the official number at 100,000, allowing room 
for more. Such numbers should have drawn at least some 
media attention, but in the days following the march, there 
was but one lone AP story that was picked up once or 
twice by the corporate media, and quickly lost in “Rita’s 
aftermath.” To be sure, the rally got ink on lesser-known 
progressive news sources (see DemocracyNow.org and 
TruthOut.org), but those who are tuned in to such outlets 
certainly aren’t the only ones who need to know that these 
people traveled hundreds of miles to stand together in the 
name of peace, or that there were similar, smaller gather- 
ings reported in San Francisco, London, Copenhagen, 
Damascus, Helsinki, Paris, Rome, and Seoul. They aren’t 
the only ones who have the right to know that there are 
soldiers speaking out, community leaders speaking out, 
and elected officials speaking out, or that these people 
were speaking out against this war long before any hurri- 
canes found us needing our National Guard here at home. 
And they are certainly not the only ones who need to be 
reminded that the Bush administration continues, to this 
day, to use 9/11 and the “War on Terror” as reasons for 
the U.S. invasion and occupation of Iraq, even though it 
has been proven, time and again, that Saddam Hussein 
had absolutely nothing to do with the events on that day. 



This was more than an anti-war protest. Above all, this 
was a massive gathering of Americans standing together, 
calling the president of the United States a criminal, a liar, 
or at best, a fool. On Monday, when Cindy Sheehan and 
others were arrested for refusing to move along from their 
seated positions on the ground in front of the White House, 
the crowd of 500 or so began to chant: “The whole world 
is watching.” If only this whole country was, too.

BLOOD-SPILLING ANTI-WAR 
PROTESTERS NOT GUILTY 

On Sept. 26, a federal jury in Binghamton, N.Y., found 
four Catholic peace activists not guilty on charges of con- 
spiracy to impede an officer of the United States during a 
March 17, 2003, protest inside a military recruiting office 
outside Ithaca. The so-called St. Patrick’s Four - Clare 
Grady, 46, Teresa Grady, 40, Peter J. DeMott, 58, and 
Daniel J. Burns, 45 - entered an Army-Marine recruiting 
center armed with vials containing several ounces of their 
own blood, which they poured on themselves, on the floor 
near the entrance, on the walls, and on a flag in a protest 
against the Iraq war, which officially began the next day. 

While the initial charges against them were state misde- 
meanors for criminal mischief and trespassing, once the 
U.S. attorney’s office got hold of the case the charges 
morphed into federal counts of impeding the duties of the 
recruiters and destruction of federal property. ( The New 
York Times reports that during closing arguments, 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Miroslav Lovric described the 
four as “religious zealots,” who had so far avoided any 
punishment for their destructive activism.) While the four 
beat the rap for the most serious charges against them - 
the impeding charge carried a possible term of six years 
in the federal pen - the jury did find them guilty of the 
lesser misdemeanor charges of damage to property (pun- 
ishable by up to one year in prison) and trespassing (pun- 
ishable by up to six months in the pen). “Regardless of 
the penalties, we will continue to call for justice for the 
Iraqi people and [for] our troops,” Burns said. “We know 
our principled dissent now represents the majority of the 
public, and we’re inspired by the jury’s decision to refuse 
the government’s attempt at intimidation.”

RADNOFSKY TAKES AIM AT HUTCHISON 

Barbara Radnofsky, Democratic candidate for the U.S. Senate, 
passed through town Monday night, visiting the Kuhn, Doyle & 
Kuhn law firm for a small fundraiser. Radnofsky said that she’s 
made 230 similar visits around Texas in the last year and a half, 
since she announced her campaign to take on GOP incumbent 
Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison, under the slogan “Tough name, 
smart dame.” Radnofsky, a lawyer at Houston megafirm Vinson & 
Elkins for 25 years, says she’s running for the senate because 
“we’re here on this earth due to the sacrifices of others,” and it’s 
time for her to give something back to the community. Among the 
two dozen or so in attendance were Austin state Rep. Elliott 
Naishtat and Jason Earle, Dem candidate for the Disrict 47 seat 
currently held by GOP Rep. Terry Keel. 

Radnofsky said her key issues will be veterans’ benefits, health 
care, and education, and she called Hutchison a “rubber stamp 
for the Bush administration.” Radnofsky says she’s found a lot of 
“angry Republican voters” around the state, open to her message 
of “problem-solving,” especially on health care and public education. 
Asked about the difficulty of taking on a well-known incumbent, 
Radnofsky said there are also disadvantages to incumbency: “I can 
tie Hutchison to Karl Rove - she was the only senator to endorse 
his comments attacking the Democrats for their reaction to 9/11.” 

Pressed by one audience member on the Iraq war, Radnofsky 
declined to call for immediate withdrawal, saying rather that 
Congress needs to “take back its role” and “set a timetable, pro- 
tect our troops, and prepare to get out.” She said most Texans 
were now shifting against the war “on economic grounds,” but that 
we can’t simply look backward and condemn administration mis- 
takes “because we’re there, and we’re stuck. ... We’re mired in a 
situation we need to get out of.” - Michael King 



SENATORS GO FOR BUSH'S MAN 

At press time, 50-year-old John Roberts was sailing toward the 
Senate confirmation needed to install him as the nation’s 17th 
U.S. Supreme Court chief justice, despite lingering concerns 
about his commitment to civil rights, equal protection under law, 
reproductive freedom, and a general right to privacy. After four 
seemingly endless days of hearings in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, dominated by long-winded, occasionally rambling, and 
sometimes embarrassingly fawning senatorial monologues, and 
during which Roberts successfully avoided revealing much of sub- 
stance about his legal thinking, the committee voted 13-5 in favor 
of passing Roberts’ confirmation to a vote by the full Senate. 
(Three of the eight Democratic senators on the committee voted 
in favor, including ranking minority member Patrick Leahy of 
Vermont.) According to The Washington Post, two-thirds of the 100 
senators - including 13 Democrats - had already pledged to vote 
in favor of Roberts’ confirmation before lawmakers began a floor 
debate on Sept. 26. 

Still, not everyone is comfortable with the specter of a Roberts- 
led court. “I have too many doubts about the direction a Roberts 
court will take us. Persistent, nagging doubts,” said Sen. Barbara 
Mikulski, D-Md. Mikulski’s wariness is shared most vocally by 
reproductive rights advocates, who are concerned that a Roberts 
court would be inclined to further restrict reproductive choice by 
chipping away at the landmark 1973 Roe v. Wade decision, which 
effectively legalized abortion. The court is set to consider two 
repro rights-related cases during the upcoming term, which begins 
on Oct. 3. And if the Bush administration has its way, the court 
will add a third by docketing its appeal of a Nebraska case, in 
which the government is seeking to reinstate a federal law ban- 
ning all late-term, or so-called partial-birth, abortions. Federal dis- 
trict and appellate judges in Nebraska ruled that the law is uncon- 
stitutional because it lacks an exception to protect the health of 
the mother. If the court accepts the case, justices likely will not 
hear it until next spring. By that time, a second Bush-nominated 
justice - replacing retiring Justice Sandra Day O’Connor, the cur- 
rent court’s crucial swing vote - will be on the bench. 

Bush is expected to nominate O’Connor’s replacement soon 
after Roberts’ fate is decided (perhaps as soon as next week), 
and Democratic senators have urged the president to choose 
wisely, and moderately, in order to maintain a balanced bench. 
“We’re asking him in this case especially: Be a uniter. Don’t be a 
divider, for the sake of the country,” Leahy told the Post.

THE NEW POLL TAX 

Anyone younger than 40 will not remember 
that many Americans - mostly in the South - 
used to have to pay to vote. It was called the 
“poll tax,” and the unvarnished purpose of 
this $1.50 assessment was to price poor 
people (especially poor African-Americans) out 
of the voting booth. 

But the Supreme Court struck down this 
ugly economic barrier to the ballot box in 
1966, so that was that, right? Wrong! Never 
underestimate the creativity of the right-wing- 
ers and selfish money powers who’re deter- 
mined to keep poor folks down in order to 
keep themselves on top. 

Georgia has taken the lead in this modern- 
day race to the political bottom. Led by Gov. 
Sonny Perdue, a know-nothing piece of nasti- 
ness, the Republican majority in the Legis- 
lature has pushed through a new law taxing 
poor people who want to vote. The law requires 
that anyone without a driver license must pay 
$20 for a state ID card in order to get into a 
voting booth. Guess which groups in Georgia 
are least likely to have driver licenses: the poor, 
the black, and the elderly - or all of the above. 

Well, says Gov. Sonny, this is all about the 
sanctity of the vote - stopping ineligible peo- 
ple from getting into the booth. Yet, Georgia’s 
top election official says she can’t even find 
one case of such fraud in recent years. 
Instead, most voter fraud involves absentee 
ballots, which tend to be cast by Republicans. 
Guess what? Absentee voters are not covered 
by the new ID requirement. 

Even uglier, the state is not selling its voter 
ID cards in areas where poor, black, and 
elderly folks mostly live, so they would have to 
travel out-of-county to buy one. The city of 
Atlanta, for example, has no location selling 
the cards! 

Georgia’s ID law is a disgraceful, un-American 
act of voter exclusion. If it stands, you can 
expect this revived poll tax to come to your 
state. To fight it, call the ACLU: 888/567-ACLU.

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STEAK HOUSE ETHICS 

If you want to see the difference between 
the ethics of a family-owned company that’s 
grounded in a community and the ethics of a 
corporate-owned chain grounded in nothing 
more solid that maximizing its own profits, 
look at Ruth’s Chris Steak House. 

Ruth Fertel is the namesake of this busi- 
ness. In 1965, she mortgaged her house in 
New Orleans for an $18,000 loan to buy the 
original steak house. Just three months later, 
Hurricane Betsy ripped through the area, cut- 
ting off power all across the city. Ruth began 
cooking up steaks over a gas stove and giving 
them away to victims of the storm and to 
relief workers. 

New Orleans is a tight community, and peo- 
ple gratefully remembered her commitment. 
Besides, she cooked great steaks, so her 
business flourished and expanded into other 
cities. But Ruth Fertel died in 2002, and out- 
side shareholders took control of the steak- 
houses, which are now run by bottom-line cor- 
porate executives. 

In recent weeks, the corporate Ruth’s was 
hit by Hurricane Katrina. Did the new execs 
man gas stoves and give away steaks? Ha! 
The two top honchos bolted from their chain’s 
founding city, jetting away with their spouses 
to Orlando, where they each own second 
homes. In this dry and safe haven, they decid- 
ed to desert New Orleans for good. As the 
city’s poor people were trapped in the unbe- 
lievable horror of the flood, the steak-house 
moguls were negotiating in Orlando to get tax 
subsidies for relocating Ruth’s headquarters 
there. 

While loyalty is not a virtue in Corporate 
World, it still counts for something in such 
family-owned businesses as New Orleans’ 
Brennan’s Restaurant. It took a hit from 
Katrina, too, but Brad Brennan says his busi- 
nesses will soon reopen in the Big Easy: 
“When they give you your start,” he says, “you 
kind of owe it to the city. Payback is staying 
your ground and employing the people that 
want to remain there.” Ruth Fertel would’ve 
known exactly what Brad meant.

No Child Left Behind prescribed for Austin schools - but the 
cure may be worse than the illness 




creating capacity in campuses to receive addi- 
tional students,” is the helpful guidance the 
TEA’s NCLB center offers for handling such a 
situation.) Julie Lyons at AISD says the cre- 
ative, ingenious folks Downtown have consid- 
ered shipping students to other districts, or 
opening satellite campuses - offering an 
“Anderson at Reagan” option, for example - 
should the need ever arise. 

In the short term, NCLB transfers are of very 
limited impact in AISD. However, the phenom- 
enon bears consideration now because it’s only 
the first step in a series of increasingly dramatic 
consequences for schools that fail to meet tar- 
gets for improvement that nudge a little higher 
each year, with 100% of students expected to 
perform at grade level by 2014 - or else. In prin- 
ciple, of course, that’s a laudable goal - if, that 
is, NCLB-dictated remedies really can bring 
much-needed improvement to Texas schools. 

If, on the other hand, the coming years 
prove that NCLB isn’t enough, even high-per- 
forming schools have reason to fear for their 
futures. Lor current example, even as the fed- 
eral accountability system requires Anderson 
to accept transfers from low-performing 
schools, Anderson itself received a failing rat- 
ing this year from the parallel state account- 
ability system. While some see the rating as a 
one-time mistake, the ever-raising accountabil- 
ity bar leads others to see it as an ominous 
omen for the future. 

“If the bar keeps being raised and money 
doesn’t increase, eventually we’ll all find our- 
selves in the situation where one or more of 
our subgroups fail,” said Anderson parent Kali 
Rourke. “We’ll all be unacceptable.” 



Divide and Standardize 

Space was at a huge premium at Anderson’s 
first PTA meeting of the year. As moms (and one 
dad) filed into a room decorated with press cov- 
erage of the school’s prestigious International 
Baccalaureate program, principal David 
Kemwein kept jumping up from his seat to 
retrieve more chairs from other rooms. Kemwein, 
a grey-haired man with an authoritative manner, 
was slated to deliver a status report on the 
school. In recent years Anderson has received 
numerous national accolades, and in his report, 
Kemwein promised the school’s quality would 
remain as high as ever. “The standards are high, 
the expectations are high, and we have tremen- 
dous parent and community support,” he said. 

At the time, however, Kemwein was still per- 
forming damage control over the “unaccept- 
able” rating the school had received two weeks 
before in the Texas accountability system. Like 
NCLB ratings, the state ratings are based on 
students’ scores on the standardized Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills tests. Both 
systems also share the controversial feature 
that, after repeated poor performance, schools 
can be taken over by outside institutions, which 
could be private, for-profit corporations. Both 
systems also separately rate the performance of 
students in different “subgroups”: low-income, 
limited-English, and special education students, 
as well as students of each race. It is this feature 
that nailed Anderson: despite high overall 
scores, the unacceptable rating came from the 
performance of 66 special education students 
on an alternative assessment called the SDAA II.

When the consequences of failing to improve include a 
total school overhaul, some wonder whether the system 
will throw the proverbial baby out with the bathwater. 




Early this month, the hallways were packed 
at Anderson High’s back-to-school night. 
Parents jammed the cafeteria, crowding around 
tables for the school’s 22 booster clubs, while 
cheerleaders in microscopic skirts tripped 
about and giggled. At a picnic table outside, 
Cheryl Knockless sat with her freshman son 
Brandon, waiting for the principal’s address 
that would kick off the night. Knockless said 
the bustling scene was different from the low 
involvement she had grown used to at Dobie, 
the Northside middle school Brandon had 
attended. It was just one sign that she had 
done the right thing by transferring her son 
from Reagan (his designated neighborhood 
high school over in the Northeast) to Anderson, 
just off of Steck and Mesa - a choice made 
available under the provisions of the federal No 
Child Left Behind Act. “I’m very, very pleased,” 
she said with a smile. 

Enacted in 2001, NCLB requires any U.S. 
school that does not make adequate yearly 
progress (AYP) on standardized tests in the 
same subject for two years in a row to allow 
its students to transfer to better-performing 
schools. The transfer option is the first “inter- 
vention” in a five-stage school improvement 
plan that, NCLB promises, will move all 
schools toward success (schools move to later 
steps only if they fail to improve - “The 
NCLB Game,” p.27). The idea behind the 
transfers is twofold. Lirst, no student should 
be stuck in a bad school. But it’s also way to 
pay homage to the much-disputed logic of 
“school choice” - that marketlike “competi- 
tion” will force all schools to improve - with- 
out directly opening the slimy and conten- 
tious can of worms that also contains private- 
school vouchers. This is the first year the 



option was available to Austin students at the 
beginning of the school year (last year, stu- 
dents could transfer in January). 

So far in Austin, parents haven’t been clam- 
oring to pile their kids onto the crosstown 
buses: Out of about 5,600 eligible students 
from Johnston, Lanier, Reagan, and William B. 
Travis high schools, by the Aug. 26 deadline 
only 135 transferred to Anderson, and 93 
moved to Crockett. That number is dwarfed by 
the roughly 3,000 high school students who 
transfer in and out of every school in the dis- 
trict under AISD’s long-standing policy of open 
enrollment. Unlike regular AISD transfers, 
however, NCLB students are provided trans- 
portation to their new schools. Those buses, 
along with the tutoring NCLB requires AISD to 
provide low-income students at low-perform- 
ing schools (but not to middle-income students 
at the same schools, and not to low-income 
students at high-performing schools), account 
for about $1.3 million of AISD’s budget - over 
7% of the $18 million the federal government 
provides altogether for poor schools. 

Another difference is that AISD only offers 
transfers until schools are full. NCLB, by contrast, 
does not accept space limitations as an excuse 
not to give a transfer to any eligible child who 
wants one. Already, if all the NCLB transfer-eligi- 
ble AISD students took advantage of the option, 
AISD wouldn’t have anywhere to put them. 

This consequence has in fact materialized in 
other parts of the country. In some New York 
and Georgia districts, students hoping to trans- 
fer to a “good” school found themselves trans- 
ferred into campuses that, whatever their aca- 
demic strengths, were also severely overcrowd- 
ed. (“When capacity is an issue, school officials 
will need to employ creativity and ingenuity in

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THE NCLB GAME: 

If You Don't Make "Average Yearly Progress" 

Under the 4-year-old federal No Child Left Behind act, a school that does not make “adequate 
yearly progress” (AYP) in the same area - reading or math test scores, graduation rate, and/or 
attendance - for two consecutive years goes into a process called school improvement. 

Every year that schools don’t meet AYP targets, they move to the next, more dramatic stage. It 
also becomes harder to meet AYP targets each year; the targets increase about 5% a year, with the 
goal of 100% of students performing on grade level by 2014. 

Five schools in Austin - Reagan, William B. Travis, Lanier, and Johnston high schools, and Porter 
Middle - are in Stage Two; Dobie Middle is in Stage One. The first Austin schools could reach Stage 
Five by 2008. 

STAGE ONE 

• Develop a campus improvement plan with measurable goals for improving the curriculum, offering 
professional development and technical assistance, and boosting parental involvement. 

• Offer every student the chance to transfer to a school that is meeting AYP 

+ 

STAGE TWO 

Everything in Stage One, plus: 

• Offer Supplemental Educational Services - i.e., tutoring offered by nondistrict vendors - to low- 
income students (but not to higher-income students at the same school) 

+ 

STAGE THREE 

Everything in the previous stages, plus at least one of the following: 

• Replace staff who are relevant to the failure to make AYP 

• Institute a new curriculum 

• Provide professional development 

• Decrease campus-level management authority 

• Appoint an outside expert to beef up the campus improvement plan 

• Extend the school day or year 

• Restructure the school’s organizational structure 

+ 

STAGE FOUR 

Everything in the previous stages, plus making plans for an “alternative governance” arrangement, 
which could be: 

• Reopening as a charter school

About a third of the “unacceptable” schools in 
Texas earned the rating for that same reason. 
(Schools weren’t told their SDAA II scores 
would count toward their ratings until well into 
the school year, so many were caught off-guard; 
AISD is actually appealing the rating.) No mat- 
ter how few students are in a failing subgroup, 
the consequences affect the entire school. 

On the one hand, it is indeed unacceptable 
for an otherwise high-performing school to let 
special education students - or students in any 
other subgroup - languish. But to the Anderson 
community, the rating also feels unfair and 
dismissive of the achievements of the many. 
“When the TEA says a school is unacceptable, 
a lot of people will just believe it,” said 
Anderson PTA president Mary Lengel. “I think 
a lot of people don’t really know what that 
means.” Lengel sees the logic behind a system 
that points out the weaknesses in even strong 
schools, so the Anderson community knows 
where it needs to improve. But, she adds, 
“somehow it seems to have gone awry.” 

At the PTA meeting, Kemwein quickly shifted 
from the school’s response to the unacceptable 
rating (in short, a massive focus on getting spe- 
cial ed students up to speed) to the consequenc- 
es of other schools’ low NCLB ratings. A last- 
minute influx of NCLB transfers, he explained, 
would bring the school close to its 2,200-student 
capacity, requiring makeshift accommodations 
like converting a teacher’s lounge and journalism 
lab into extra classrooms. “I’m not sure how 
many [transfer students] will come,” Kemwein 
said. “Right now we have over 100.” He explained 
that AISD would spend its (scarce) dollars to bus 
students to Anderson from as far south as Travis 
High on Oltorf. The moms looked at one anoth- 
er, concerned; one snorted and rolled her eyes. 
Many were no doubt mulling the immediate 
impacts of the crowded classrooms and upheav- 
al. However, some parents also see a longer-term 
threat to the school - Anderson’s ability to con- 
tinue beating the ratings game. 

Getting Juicy Scores 

The transfer option reflects the presumption 
that students can go from a “bad” school to a 
“good” one and automatically succeed. Parent 
Rourke worries that students who transfer from 
other schools, precisely because the education 
they were receiving wasn’t up to snuff, won’t 
have the preparation they need to succeed in a 
high-expectation environment like Anderson, 
where many students have been prepped for 
years for advanced coursework. “The challenge 
is, how do we get these kids on track real fast?” 
she said. “I have no doubt Dr. Kernwein will do 
his best, but I don’t expect our test scores to 
look juicy for a while.” 

The idea that an influx of students from 
struggling schools will hurt Anderson’s scores 
smacks a bit of what George W Bush, in pitch- 
ing NCLB with one of his educational mantras, 
described as the “soft bigotry of low expecta- 
tions.” Rourke is courageous to speak honestly 
about the educational challenges facing stu- 
dents from low-performing schools: Such 
schools also tend to be high-minority. In a 
racially segregated district like Austin, it’s pos- 
sible that for some, a different kind of bigotry 
underlies concerns about transfers. However, 
Rourke ’s concerns about preparedness are 



well-founded. Test data clearly indicates that 
even Austin’s high-performing schools have 
trouble bridging the gap between well-off stu- 
dents and low-income ones, who form a large 
portion (although by no means 100%) of the 
students in transfer-eligible schools. Last year 
at Anderson, the passing rates for low-income 
students lagged well behind the rest of the 
school - according to AYP data, 61% of low- 
income students passed their reading tests, 
compared to 85% of the school as a whole; for 
math, those numbers are 53% and 82%. 

In theory, NCLB will force Anderson - and 
every other school - to get those students up 
to speed. But when the consequences of failing 
to improve include, at least potentially, a total 
school overhaul, some wonder whether the 
system will throw the proverbial baby out with 
the bathwater. Some critics of the system go so 
far as to suggest that at least some NCLB back- 
ers want to do just that. 

“The purpose of the accountability system 
was to shine a bright light on the children who 
needed more help, and it works very well for 
that,” said Carolyn Boyle, a public school activ- 
ist who frankly considers No Child Left Behind 
a tool in a “conspiracy” to pave the way for 
vouchers. “But some people are trying to use 
the accountability system to say that public 
schools are not doing a good job,” Boyle points 
out, “and hence we need to privatize.” 

It all boils down to whether NCLB’s remedies 
- the five-stage school improvement plan of 
which the least prepared schools in AISD are in 
Stage Two - can really fix our struggling schools, 
or whether they simply set schools up to fail. 
NCLB critics argue that the law poses school 
improvement as primarily an issue of manage- 
ment, emphasizing the replacement of teachers, 
curriculum, and principals, rather than as an 
issue of resources, such as hiring more teachers 
to devote more individual time to each student. 
Others argue that money isn’t everything. AISD 
trustee Robert Schneider, who represents the 
relatively well-off Southwest, has often com- 



plained in board meetings that years of extra 
funding at schools like Reagan and Johnston, 
where per-pupil spending is about twice that of 
schools like Anderson, hasn’t yielded the prom- 
ised results. The fact that low-income students 
perform better at high-achieving schools, but 
not nearly as well as their well-off classmates, 
suggests there’s some truth in both arguments. 
As the era of accountability progresses, the 
debate will no doubt continue over the proper 
balance of management and money in the magic 
school-fixing potion everyone hopes is out 
there. But given the profoundly mixed results 
that have come from the other major experi- 
ment in market-influenced school improvement 
- charter schools, a whopping 36% of which 
missed AYP this year, compared to 11% of regu- 
lar schools - there’s good reason to doubt that 
market forces and alternative management alone 
are quite what the doctor ordered. 

One Step Forward ••• 

As Anderson was sorting out the conse- 
quences of its high and low ratings, the state of 
Connecticut was filing suit against the federal 
government. The suit claims that fulfilling fed- 
eral NCLB requirements cost more money than 
the federal government provides Connecticut 
each year, and thus the law constitutes an ille- 
gal “unfunded mandate.” The suit was attacked 
by local civil rights leaders, who complained 
that overwhelmingly well-off and Anglo 
Connecticut was simply trying to wiggle out of 
its responsibility to educate its most struggling 
learners (indeed, the civil rights community 
nationwide remains divided over the law). 
Nevertheless, Connecticut is not alone. 

In a press conference organized by the non- 
profit Civil Society Institute, Connecticut Attorney 
General Richard Blumenthal was joined by 
speakers from across the political spectrum lob- 
bing a gamut of NCLB complaints, now well- 
known in education circles. A Republican legisla- 
tor from Utah complained the federal govern- 



ment had no business telling the fine people of 
Utah what to do in their schools. A bomb-throw- 
ing Minnesota state rep advanced the argument 
that NCLB was a plot to promote vouchers. A 
California nonprofit executive annoyed the Utah 
Republican by bemoaning a provision of NCLB 
that requires schools to deliver student informa- 
tion to military recruiters. And Laredo 
Superintendent Sylvia Bruni said simply that test- 
driven accountability on its own doesn’t improve 
student achievement - in fact, she believes that 
20 years of dumbed-down, test-centric curricu- 
lum under the Texas accountability system is 
responsible for a younger generation weak in the 
problem-solving and critical-thinking skills busi- 
nesses need to thrive. 

All that acknowledged, even critics of the law 
agree it’s done one good thing. It’s prevented the 
Connecticuts of the world from concealing (inten- 
tionally or not) the poor performance of the few 
within the stellar achievements of the many. “I 
think [NCLB] has drawn to our attention dra- 
matically that we need to do something for our 
poor or minority students,” said National 
Academy of Education President Nel Noddings. 
“But what it has suggested doing is hurting those 
students more than any others, and that’s bad.” 

As the parents at Anderson’s back-to-school 
night filled the gymnasium to near-capacity to 
hear the principal’s welcome, few appeared poor, 
and few were minority. Time will tell whether the 
rumble of concern over transfers from struggling 
schools (who themselves come from across the 
racial and economic scale) is justified, or wheth- 
er it simply represents fear of change. In the 
meantime, NCLB brings obvious rewards for 
some individual parents, such as Knockless: It 
brings a chance for Brandon to study in a school 
with good test scores, in a safe neighborhood, in 
a school with a mixed racial demographic. (“It 
was important to me that he wasn’t in a majority 
African-American setting,” she explained, 
unapologetically.) It brings Knockless the oppor- 
tunity to join forces with other involved parents, 
and it brings the Anderson community another 
dedicated mother eager to oversee personally her 
son’s education. As Lengel, the PTA president, 
urged parents to get involved in another great 
year, the slender woman sat alone in the stands 

- Brandon had wandered off to get acquainted 
with some new schoolmates. Knockless smiled 
as Kemwein again touted the school’s achieve- 
ment. “We have an outstanding school here,” 
the principal said. “One of the reasons Anderson 
is great is nights like tonight. I’ve been to open 
houses at lots of other schools, and often it’s 
hard to count 100 people on the whole cam- 
pus.” The assembled parents gave themselves a 
round of applause. 

Reagan High, Brandon’s would-be home 
school, is of course one of the hard-luck cam- 
puses NCLB was designed to fix. Considering 
its recent history - persistent low scores, fre- 
quent administrative turnover, occasional head- 
line violence - it’s hard to quarrel with his 
mother’s decision to give him a fresh start at 
Anderson. In fact, it’s hard to argue with 
NCLB’s vision that there should be an Anderson 

- a safe, positive, academically vigorous school 

- in every neighborhood. The argument that 

will continue to rage (and that deserves to rage, 
for the stakes are so high) is whether NCLB’s 
remedies can tmly heal, or whether the medi- 
cine will instead kill the patient. ■

Things to Come:

Britt Ekland was a gorgeous “Bond girl,” 
Miss Mary Goodnight in The Man With the 
Golden Gun, a celebrity more than an actress, 
but no fool. In a recent interview, Ekland, now 
62, offered an idea to be remembered if we 
are to endure the enormous changes that are 
overtaking us: “The key to life is being able to 
downsize without losing your dignity” 

That thought will run through this series 
of columns, in which I’ll sketch, as best I 
can, what we’re in for (for good as well as for 
ill). One disclaimer, though: I’m assuming a 
best-case scenario for global warming; that is, 
climate changes proceeding at about their pres- 
ent rate. If those changes turn drastic, as other 
scenarios suggest, all bets are off. 

In a column titled “$4 a Gallon” ( The Austin 
Chronicle, April 29) I wrote, “Gas prices can only 
go up. Oil production is at or near peak capacity 
. . . that means $4 a gallon by next spring [2006] , 
and rising ... probably $10 by 2010.” Three 
days before Hurricane Katrina hit, The New York 
Times (Aug. 26, p.l) reported $3 a gallon in 
some parts of the country. That article noted: 
“In two years, the national oil bill has jumped 
by $210 billion, or 54%. ” Since Katrina, $3 has 
become the national norm in many parts of the 
country. If Rita had behaved as advertised, it 
would be closer to $4. Katrina increased the rate 
of America’s decline by at least a year, and Rita 
has confirmed out vulnerability. Heating oil was 
expected to rise 17% this winter before Katrina 
(NY Times, Sept. 8, p.C5). Expect $4 this spring, 
probably $5 next summer, $6 next hurricane 
season. Long before then, it will be obvious to 
all that nothing can remain the same. 

People grasping at straws often argue, “Gas 
has been $6 a gallon in Europe for years, 
what’s the problem?” With Europe’s national 
health insurance, Europeans (and their busi- 
nesses) aren’t burdened with our incredible 
health costs, which are due to rise 10% next 
year (The Week, Sept. 23, p.8), while Medicare 
premiums will rise 13% (NY Times, Sept. 17, 
p.8). The average American family health 
policy is now $11,000 yearly (USA Today, 
Sept. 15, p.lB); next year’s 10% hikes raise 
that figure to $12,100. If we weren’t shelling 
out so much money to insurance companies, 
we could absorb $6 a gallon too. (Even some 
conservatives are realizing that national health 
insurance would lift an enormous burden from 
large and small businesses as well as consum- 
ers.) More importantly, most Europeans don’t 
need a car and most Americans do, because 
Europe is structured around cities while 
America is structured around suburbs. Minus 
the sparsely populated stretches of Norway, 



Sweden, and Finland, Europe is roughly half 
the size of the U.S., so its transport costs 
are half. Finally and crucially, Europe has 
the finest rail system in the world. We’ve let 
ours go to the dogs, though railroads are the 
cheapest way to carry people and cargo (more 
on this in future columns). Also, Europeans 
recognize the importance of global warm- 
ing and peak oil. As Jeff Immelt, the CEO of 
General Electric, recently said, “Europe today 
is the major force for environmental innova- 
tion. European governments have encouraged 
their companies to invest [in] and produce 
clean power technologies.” (NY Times, Sept. 
21, p.25) Europe has big problems too, but 
has positioned itself intelligently for the 21st 
century. America still clings to the 20th, and 
we’re about to pay for that. 

With its excellent rail system, Europe is far 
less dependent (internally) upon air travel. 
That is tonight’s subject. More than pump 
prices, and perhaps more than heating-oil 
prices, the first drastic change for middle-class 
and more-or-less affluent Americans will be 
their inability to fly. 

In the last year, the price of jet fuel has risen 
50% (NY Times, Sept. 15, p.Cl). The airlines 
have desperately tried to absorb this price hike, 
keeping fares low and hoping for the best. 
But those days will be over by Easter, if not 
Thanksgiving. USA Today, Sept. 15, p.lB: “The 
airline’s jet-fuel bill this year will be about $3.3 
billion [a pre-Rita figure], up from $2.2 billion 
last year and $1.6 billion in 2003.” That article 
notes that four of our seven largest airlines are 
now in Chapter 11: “51% of the USA’s top 12 
airlines is now operating under bankruptcy 
protection.” The article quotes James May, 
CEO of the Air Transport Association: “No 
business model of any airline can survive with 
sustained jet-fuel prices of $90 to $100 a bar- 
rel.” Yet those are exactly the prices predicted 
by many experts in the relatively near future; 
a major natural or manmade disruption could 
bring them about in a day. There is no relief in 
sight. This situation cannot be sustained. The 
average driver may be able to absorb fuel costs 
for a few years more, but not the average flier. 
Within a year - or two, or three? - affordable 
passenger flight will be history. 

What will that mean in real life? 

Airfares will skyrocket. Schedules will be 
pared to the bone. If you’re not rich, and if 
your lifestyle includes hopping planes when 
you choose - you’re grounded. As airlines fail 
and the surviving carriers cut back, flights will 
be fewer, especially to smaller cities. Some 
areas will lose service altogether unless the 




government mandates that every city of under 
half a million people must get, say, two flights 
a week. Conventions and conferences of every 
description will be beyond the means of any 
but the wealthy. The average person won’t be 
able to jet to the wedding, sick bed, or funeral 
of a loved one. Even if you can scrounge the 
money for a ticket, there may not be a flight. 
Music and film festivals that can’t be sustained 
locally will be a thing of the past (unless and 
until rail service is restored). Families will 
think twice about letting their kids apply to 
colleges hundreds or thousands of miles from 
home. Family members who live scattered all 
over the country will see one another rarely, 
if at all (again, unless and until rail service 
is restored). None but the rich will vacation 
in far-off places - and “far off” will come to 
mean any place beyond two tanks of gas. The 
gaudy entertainments that depend on flight in 
places like Orlando and Las Vegas will dry up 
and blow away. The real estate value of sum- 
mer homes or winter playgrounds will fluctu- 
ate wildly; those accessible mainly by air will 
plunge. Flight’s ancillary industries - hotels, 
restaurants - will hit bottom, displacing and 
impoverishing many hard-working people. 
Tourism as we know it, an industry merely 
decades old, will not survive. Nor will such 
minor luxuries as next-day delivery. Mega- 
airports and mega-hotels will become ghostly 
caverns, monuments to a failure of foresight. 

What good could possibly come of this? 
Well, for starters, if it happens soon enough it 
may save many millions of lives. The Economist, 
Aug. 6, p.10: “[E]xperts now believe a global 
outbreak of pandemic flu is long overdue, 
and the next one could be as bad as the 
one in 1918 [before passenger flight], which 
killed somewhere between 25 and 50 million 
people.” The Times, Sept. 22, p.12: “Just as 



governments around the world are stockpiling 
millions of doses of flu vaccine and antiviral 
drugs in anticipation of a potential influenza 
epidemic, two new surprising research papers 
... have found that such treatments are far 
less effective than previously thought.” The 
experts’ greatest fear has been that air travel 
will spread the disease uncontainably before 
its symptoms are obvious, raising the casualty 
rate into the hundreds of millions. Without 
convenient air travel, that’s unlikely. 

Another benefit: 9/11 turned the U.S. into 
a no-fly zone for three days. There were many 
reports that air quality throughout the country 
(after just three days!) was measurably much 
better. Drastic curtailment of flight would not 
only make our environment healthier, but 
would probably do more to slow global warm- 
ing than the full enforcement of the Kyoto 
Treaty, and do it quicker. 

I’ll explore other benefits in future columns, 
but briefly now: Amid this massive disruption, 
we will be forced to pay attention to where we 
are. You can’t go elsewhere for culture; you 
must cultivate it where you are. You can’t go 
elsewhere for beauty; you must create beauty 
where you live. Family life will be literally 
closer: a Georgia gal won’t take a job in Seattle 
if it means she may not see her mother again 
for many years. With long-distance travel a rar- 
ity, communities will become more conscious 
of being communities. I’m no optimist, but 
perhaps, perhaps, many will realize that we’re 
all in this together, and that our well-being and 
our neighbors’ are entwined. Above all, the 
frantic pace of American life will slow down. 
Way down. That’ll drive some people crazy, 
but others - perhaps, perhaps - will discover a 
truth put best, once again, by Caroline Casey: 
“Beauty is abundantly available to the unhur- 
ried mind.” ■

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ACTORS FROM THE LONDON 
STAGE: Just the Essentials 

At the risk of dating myself, back in the 
mid-1980s, when I was an undergraduate stu- 
dent at the University of Maine, I saw Actors 
From the London Stage present Shakespeare’s 
The Merchant of Venice with five actors, a 
dagger, a piece of parchment, and a mando- 
lin. At least that’s how I recall it. They must 
have used a stool or two, but what I remem- 
ber most is theatre reduced to its essential 
elements: actors, audience, story. Seeing so few 
performers carry the weight of a Shakespeare 
play so lightly, so easily, so simply, was a 
transforming experience. 

This week, for three performances only, you 
can have the same experience. AFTLS are in 
residence at UT, where they’re performing 
another of Shakespeare’s brilliant comedies, 
Twelfth Night. “The program first came to UT 
in 1979, then 1983, and then 1999, and it’s 
been here every year since,” says Dr. Alan 
Friedman, professor of English and the coordi- 
nator of the residency. “Patrick Stewart was 
one of the original founders of the program, 



and he actually came in 1979. AFTLS pres- 
ently is coordinated in the States through the 
University of Notre Dame, but back then 
Patrick was one of the people at the British 
end along with Trevor Nunn, the Royal 
Shakespeare Company director. When I start- 
ed the Oxford Department at UT in 1984, 
Patrick came and worked with our students 
for the first four years.” 

In addition to performing Twelfth Night, the 
actors are participating in UT classes and 
occasionally doing one-person shows. “It’s an 
incredibly time-consuming job,” says Matt 
Radford, once an actor with AFTLS and now 
one of their associate directors and, surpris- 
ingly, a UT English Department graduate stu- 
dent. “Teaching is the thing that the actors 
are most terrified of. It might not be Shakes- 
peare or even plays. It might be Chaucer or 
Dickens or the school of economics - that 
was a curious one. We teach from an acting 
viewpoint. Anything can benefit from being 
gotten on its feet and spoken aloud. Anything. 

“We cast the shows and rehearse them, 
but there’s no director. Directors tend to 
impose their vision on a text, and here it’s all 
about the text. And the actors always produce 
these incredibly inventive shows. In Twelfth 
Night, we have a woman who plays a man in 
disguise and also plays her own brother - in 
the same scene!” 

A woman who plays a man in disguise and 
also plays her own brother in the same scene?

CITY CULTURAL ARTS FUNDING: One for the History Books 

What do you call it when the City Council approves the Cultural Arts Funding Program 
budget with little discussion and nary a change in the recommendations from the Austin 
Arts Commission? Flow about “historic”? That’s the word of choice for Cultural Arts 
Program Manager Vincent Kitch, and it’s mighty apt. Arts funding has long been a source 
of tension and contention in our municipal budgetary wars, with arts groups large and 
small routinely taking issue with the commission’s funding allocations and furiously lobby- 
ing council to increase their slice of the pie. And every September since time immemorial, 
it seems, council has responded by stepping in and, for good or ill, adjusting the budget 
figures. Until this year. Adoption of the FY 2006 Cultural Arts Fund budget went more 
smoothly than in any year in memory. No big furor. No llth-hour changes. Of course, it 
helps that the fund program amount is back up - way up, as in $3.8 million, a full million 
over FY 2005 - meaning that most applicants are slotted for increases that range from the 
healthy to the hefty. That goes a long way toward easing the pain of the severe cuts of the 
past four years. But there’s also the new funding matrix, which takes into account the size 
and history of the applicant organization and the score it received from a review panel. 
Carefully crafted over months of discussion among a committee that included members of 
the arts community and Arts Commission, as well as City Council members Raul Alvarez 
and Betty Dunkerley, the new matrix may well be helping to distribute the funds more fairly. 
Historic, indeed. - R.F. 




BALLET AUSTIN: The Start of Something BIG 

The watchword for Ballet Austin as it kicks off its 2005-06 season is “big.” It starts this 
weekend with a big new production from Artistic Director Stephen Mills: Carmina Burana, 
which teams the dance company with the Austin Symphony and the choral ensemble 
Conspirare. That’s followed next week by the Big Apple debut of Ballet Austin in a four-day 
stand at New York’s esteemed Joyce Theater. And now some big money has lined up behind 
the ballet’s drive to create a big new dance education center out of the former Aus-Tex print- 
ing facility on West Third: $2.5 million from arts philanthropists Sarah and Ernest Butler, $1 
million from Austin Ventures, $500,000 each from James C. Armstrong and Long Center 
benefactors Teresa and Joe Long, and $250,000 from Gail and Jeff Kodosky. The creation of 
the new 28,000-square-foot facility will be a big - make that huge - step forward for the 
company, which outgrew its home in the Firehouse on Guadalupe years ago. It’ll give BA not 
only desperately needed studio space but a point for connecting with the public in the heart 
of the city. This $10 million facility will be called the Butler Dance Education Center, and 
Austin Ventures will have its name on the venue’s 287-seat studio and performance space. 
The ballet has stealthily raised more than $7 million for its new home and is now taking its 
capital campaign public to raise the remaining $3 million. With the big waves it’s making 
nationally and abroad, BA should have little problem garnering big support. - Robert Faires

An 'Our Town' 
for Our Town 

With 100 Austin stories, Zach builds a city on a stage

T he thing about that play by Thornton Wilder 
- you know the one, the one done so often all 
across this land that we’ve all but adopted it as 
our National Drama - is that, as the title says, 
it’s about a town. Not to slight young Emily and George 
or that wondrously wise Stage Manager or the genius 
of the play’s simple theatricality or any of the other 
fine qualities that have drawn us back to it time and 
again, season upon season, generation upon genera- 
tion, for two-thirds of a century But there is something 
remarkable in its portrait of a municipality, in the way it 
depicts not only individual lives and struggles but how 
people living together share those struggles with one 
another, how they celebrate and grieve and give comfort 
in a larger context: as neighbors and citizens, how they 
bond into a greater whole, how they commune. 

Being part of a community is a huge part of the way 
we live, each and every one of us, and yet we don’t see 
it portrayed much in our national theatre. Plays in this 
country tend to focus on smaller units - couples, circles 
of friends, and that staple of American drama, the family 
- examining life on a personal scale. We have relatively 
few that have pulled back for that bigger picture, allow- 
ing us to make out more than single homes, to see 
neighborhoods and commercial districts and the thor- 
oughfares that wind between them, the local landmarks 
and the lay of the land and the customs and history and 
civic pride that suffuse them all. No doubt it’s a helluva 
challenge fitting all that on a stage, finding that scope, 
gathering all those perspectives and backstories and 
idiosyncratic details that feed a tale of one city. But as the 
example provided by Mr. Wilder has shown us, it can be 
so valuable, holding that mirror up to us as a group, tell- 
ing us something about who we are as a people, together, 
bound in geography, time, and tradition. 

This week, the American theatre is enriched by one 
more play that attempts a portrait of a community and in 
this case - lucky us! - it is of our town. Keepin It Weird 
is the end result of two years that Dave Steakley, artistic 
director of the Zachary Scott Theatre Center, has spent col- 
lecting the experiences, thoughts, and feelings of a range 
of Austinites in regard to this city they call home. He’s 
distilled some 200 interviews into a theatrical mosaic of 
Austin composed of the recollections, observations, and 
opinions of 60 present-day individuals (with a few histori- 
cal figures tossed in for good measure). What they have to 
say and to show us goes beyond the rampant eccentricities 
and do-your-own-thing ethic that the show’s title suggests 
(although the show abounds in that, to be sure). It finds 
some of the common ground we often-off-center individu- 
alists stand on: our willingness to let everyone be himself 
or herself, however that is expressed; our passionate con- 
nection to nature and music; our contradictory desires for 
things to change and stay the same; our ability to nudge 
society forward on political and social issues, although, 
sadly, not on matters of race; and, not least, our abiding 
affection for and faith in the city itself. That’s not neces- 
sarily the Austin that Dave Steakley expected when he 
embarked on this project many months ago, but hey, this 
city is nothing if not home to surprises, strange tangents, 
unexpected detours, and the occasional cosmic joke. 



Discovery 

No offense to the city’s lifers, who are a special breed, 
but Austin is a place that most folks discover, as in hit 
the city limits for the first time and find something that 
makes them go, “Wow, so this is Austin!” There’s a long 
tradition of people arriving here and having their minds 
blown. Steakley himself got a blast of it when he arrived 
as an 8-year-old in 1971. Here for the first time to visit 
his older sister Ginger, he got not only an eyeful from the 
hippie Drag vendors, but a faceful of tear gas that floated 
over to Guadalupe from an on-campus demonstration 
- which jump-started the young Steakley’s political con- 
sciousness and led to his signing his first protest peti- 
tion. He came back many times during the next decade, 
and as he would shop with Ginger by campus (Inner 
Sanctum Records, the Cadeau, the Magic Mushroom) 
and see live music (Zappa at the Armadillo!), it became 
clear to him that this place did not operate like the 
little Grandview, where he lived with his grandparents. 
“The thing about Austin is the rules for how you lived 
were different,” he says. “And it didn’t solely have to do 
with my sister being more lax about certain things than 
my grandparents. It was more the culture they were in 
here and responding to that. I was really aware of the 
freedom. But you didn’t necessarily have to lose your 
moral center to engage in that freedom. I think it’s what 
Brewster McCracken says at the beginning [of Keepin It 
Weird ] , about caring about something other than your- 
self, that Austin was always about that.” 

As Steakley began to investigate Austinites’ stories, this 
experience of discovering the city developed into a refrain 
sung over and over again, especially by Texans who, like 
Steakley, grew up in another part of the state where strict 
social codes and narrow minds made them feel like they 
didn’t belong. “A lot of people in these interviews talked 
about it,” says the director, how “all the misfits or all the 
queers or anybody who just didn’t fit in gravitated here.” 
Some call the feeling they found here freedom, some call 
it tolerance; whatever the word, the city allowed them to 
be who they were . . . and still belong. 

That Word 

Of course, with all those misfits gathering here, it 
was only a matter of time before the city developed a 
reputation for high weirdness. A few years ago, that 
became something of a selling point for the city, and 
the powers that be in the public and private sectors 
began to tap what had been an underground phrase 
coined to stave off the homogenization/commodifica- 
tion/Houstonization of Austin’s free spirit and unconven- 
tional creativity. “Weird” became marketable, and that 
gave Steakley, who had been wanting to create an original 
theatre piece about the city, something to hang it on. 

“‘Keep Austin Weird’ went from just being bumper 
stickers to a small-business initiative to City Council 
creating a white paper,” Steakley recalls. “So now this

Weird by the Numbers 

Wrangling the massive beast that Keepin’ It Weird became proved a 
monumental challenge for Steakley and Zach, involving dozens of peo- 
ple over the life of the project, which lasted more than a year longer 
than originally planned. Steakley’s request for names of people to 
interview yielded a stream that then grew into a torrent. The master 
list peaked somewhere around 500 names, of which 200 people 
ultimately were interviewed (generally the ones who were most 
responsive when they were contacted by someone from Zach 
about the project). 

Steakley didn't have the time to interview everyone he thought was 
a worthwhile lead, so he enlisted the aid of 10 friends and colleagues 
- including this reporter’s wife, Barbara Chisholm, who is also in the 
cast of Keepin ’ It Weird - to talk to subjects and get their stories on 
video. The show, which was originally slated to close the 2003-2004 
season, was postponed a year to give Steakley more time to pursue 
additional interviews. When Steakley finally called a halt to the inter- 
views this spring, some 40 people were needed to transcribe the 200 
hours of videotaped material. 

But when the time came to winnow the material down to a playable 
theatrical script, it all came back to one person: Steakley. He watched 
all 200 hours of interviews, cut that down to 30 hours, then to five, 
then three. And it nearly did him in. “I didn’t know how deep and how 
all-consuming this would be,” he says. “I had no idea how emotionally 
and intellectually challenging this would be. [Playwriting] is very soli- 
tary, and I’m such a social person. The discipline to force yourself into 
that room and be alone with your laptop, I found that to be the hard- 
est thing. I found the solitary part of this almost unbearable at times. 

“At the same time, I wouldn’t trade anything for all those one-on- 
ones with the people I got to talk to. And boy, you sure feel a respon- 
sibility to all those people and their stories and all those people who 
aren’t represented as they’re laying on the [cutting-room] floor. It’s 
amazing in terms of how connected to Austin and how much deeper 
my appreciation and love for it has grown.” - R.F. 



subversive thing was going to get a stamp 
of economic development on it, and that 
seemed odd to me - odd and great, that 
that was seen as a vital part of Austin to 
maintain. Then I was on a plane to New 
York, and I had taken my newspapers with 
me, and I opened up the Statesman and on 
the front page was that Bob Cole was going 
to save the Tavern and reopen it because 
that’s keeping Austin weird. And I don’t 
know why that was the thing that broke the 
camel’s back for me, but it was. Because I 
thought, the Tavern is a great and revered 
tradition, but it’s not weird. And the quotes 
in the article bugged me because it felt like 
the ultimate coopting of an opportunity. 

[‘Weird’] was such the 2000 buzzword. 

Then it was like, okay, this is it, this is the 
thing we need to pursue, because now this 
thing has become something else, this thing that was meant 
to be so genuine has become disingenuous in some way. And 
there are too many people here committed to the genuine 
notion of what that is.” 

So Steakley set out in search of weird Austin. He e-mailed 
people he knew and asked them for the names of people 
they considered to be weird in some way, say, someone with 
eccentric yard art or an odd hobby. As he began to meet 
and talk to some of these people, they would mention other 
people who seemed to fit the “weird” profile and he would 
add their names to the list of interviewees. And so the circle 
of interviewees began to spread outward, like a pool of water 
across a floor, in every direction at once. Some of those direc- 
tions included people who weren’t themselves weird per se 
but who had some experience with weirdness or a perspective 
on Austin that seemed valuable to include. 



Eventually, the project encompassed a broader, more com- 
prehensive look at the subject - not merely who’s weird, but 
how people feel about the word “weird,” what it means to 
them, and how they think it applies (or doesn’t) to the city. 
Despite Steakley’s strong feelings about the coopting of that 
word, he pursued the project without an agenda. He wanted 
to explore attitudes on all sides of the situation, to make room 
for enough responses to reflect the feelings of the entire city.

In reaching out to all corners of the city for this project, 
Steakley almost got more than he bargained for.

that person another and on and on. It was as 
if he was on the end of a chain to which links 
were constantly being added. It’s part of the way 
Austin works, one of those truths of our civic 
identity that Steakley saw reinforced in interview 
after interview: We’re all about connections, mak- 
ing them and sharing them. Steakley is reminded 
of Beth Thom, an artist who lives by MoPac and 
who painted dots all over her lawn as a way of 
making her home a work of art. “She and her 
husband could have opted to do a privacy fence 
just like all the other Bryker Woods neighbors,” 
he notes, “but instead they remodeled their home 
to embrace the traffic, because she saw all those 
people there, and if she was going to make the 
house her art, she wanted to connect to them.” 
On the flip side of that is Vince Hanneman, who 
created the Cathedral of Junk in South Austin 
to separate himself from other people. “Instead, 
because it’s Austin, it invited people in,” says 
Steakley. “Those displays don’t repulse, they 
invite.” Folks see something cool, and they want 
to connect to it. And they connect to the people 
connecting to it, and before long, you have an 
Austin tradition. You’ll find that impulse at the 
heart of many a local institution referred to in 
Keepin It Weird, from the 37th Street Christmas 
lights to Spamarama to ice cream at Amy’s to Joel 
Munoz’s goats. Steakley adds, “It’s like twirling 
under the Christmas tree at Zilker: The experi- 
ence of being an Austinite is participatory. It’s 
not one that necessarily asks for permission. You 
just engage it.” 

The Divide 

But even in free-spirited Austin, not everyone 
is always engaged. As Steakley talked to more 
and more people in different parts of the city, he 
began to learn that not everyone had the same 
concept of “weird” as the folks in the central city. 
On the Eastside, for instance, there was a distinct 
lack of awareness as to what “Keep Austin Weird” 
was. “Universally, once conversations moved 
to that side of 1-35, people didn’t know what 
that meant. They don’t consider Austin weird. 
They just want it to be a nice place where they 
raise their family. And it would always involve 
them asking questions back: ‘Is that about the 
Armadillo? Is that what they mean by that?”’ 

It was yet another indicator of the racial divide 
that Austin can’t seem to come to grips with, and 
once it came into the process, Steakley felt an

obligation to pursue it as part of the play. In fact, 
it became a big part of the play. “A week before 
we started rehearsals,” he says, “the script was 
about 500 pages long. And about 200 pages of 
that had to do with the race situation here in 
Austin. And it became clear that that’s another 
play. At the same time, what wasn’t another play 
was the way the word ‘weird’ was manifesting 
in different communities and different neigh- 
borhoods and the [different] ways that people 
perceived what ‘Keep Austin Weird’ means. 
As Beatrice says in the beginning [of the play], 
finding 1-35 as the dividing point, coming from 
Dallas, felt very weird for her. 

“One of my collaborators on the production 
team was adamant that I leave all that out, that 
that’s not what this piece was about, that this 
was a celebration of all those things that people 
see as being part of weird Austin. But I feel like 
a true celebration of the notion of Austin weird- 
ness is really incomplete and false without the 
acknowledgment of the [different] ways that 
weird manifests in our community. That booster- 
ism is really shallow without an acknowledgment 
of the total community experience that has to do 
with this identity of ‘weird.’ 

“I just felt like if that aspect of this journey 
that I’ve been on for two years, if I left that out, 
that I wasn’t being honest to what I heard and 
what I experienced so strongly. For me, without 
the full experience of the good and bad, we can’t 
truly appreciate why Austin is special. We have to 
understand the defects in the gem to appreciate 
its beauty.” 

Our Town? 

So after all those words and all this time, here 
our city is on the stage, the Violet Crown studded 
with all its gems and all their respective flaws, 
independence and irreverence and ignorance, 
tolerance and intolerance. Is the portrait too 
weird? Not weird enough? That’s in the eye of 
the beholder. The point is, it’s been painted. We 
have something to look at, some way of seeing 
ourselves, of understanding what it means to be 
a part of this community on the Colorado at the 
dawn of the 21st century. I suspect Mr. Wilder 
would approve. ■

One name came up in every single interview conducted for Keepin ’ It Weird, says Steakley, and that name 
was ... Leslie. Everyone had some take on the man in the skirt on the street, and Steakley was surprised by 
the range of attitudes expressed: “I thought generally it was going to be pretty positive about Leslie, in 
terms of how people talked about him. And what I found was that whatever people liked or disliked about 
Austin, he became the embodiment of that, he became the sponge by which people related that. If there 
were things about Austin’s change or growth or whatever, he became the manifestation of that. And for 
some people, he became the symbol of hanging on to what was being lost. People could point to that as 
being indicative of our so-called tolerance: ‘Well, he gets to live here.’ So that was surprising. I don’t know, I 
think there’s a whole play on Leslie, because not only is he the touchstone of everything we aspire to be or 
dislike, he’s that Mickey Mouse at the Magic Kingdom. I spent three different times with Leslie, but the day 
that I spent all day with him was at Spamarama. I was out there for eight hours, and I stuck pretty close to 
him because I wanted to try to experience a day in the life of. And nobody could come in there, regardless 
of race or socioeconomic level, without getting their picture made with Leslie. They had to have a photo of 
them with him. And to see Leslie play Leslie and then drop that persona to talk about his concerns about 
the police department or the things that are on his own agenda. And then to see him become that guy 
again, and he has learned to be malleable, depending on what the person coming up needs from him.” 
Leslie has already been to see a performance of the show. Interestingly, the first mention of his name in 
the show was greeted with spontaneous applause. - R.F.

'Inconsolable: How I Threw My Mental 
Health Out With the Diapers' 

Marrit Ingman's New Memoir: An Excerpt 

Memoir isn’t quite the word, actually, and not just because most are excessive, self-indulgent, and 
worthless, while Inconsolable is the opposite. It’s because this collection is as much one of essays as 
recollections, true stories as much as murky anecdotes. Some have been included elsewhere, and oth- 
ers are new and grew out of necessity: in other words, a great writer’s need to convey how her world 
and your world clash and come together, and how often they’re back to back, an odd couple of action 
heroes surrounded by weird-ass alien thugs. Untie me and I’ll untie you. Amid the observations and 
admissions, the humor and vulnerability in Inconsolable, you can trace a line of empathy and skepticism. 

Marrit Ingman might be the best writer in town, and her writing strengthens this paper every week. 
She writes about film, primarily, but also about books, the Internet, and more. She offers a point of 
view and perspective, which is neither as easy nor common as it might seem. She is sharp, funny, eru- 
dite, and her work has an energy that makes other writers wonder why they bother. I am a big fan of 
that work and of the person who works it, as well as of her young family. Several of us here consider 
them friends, or at least people we enjoy running into, which is why we are excerpting a chapter from 
Inconsolable (Seal Press, $14.95, paper) rather than reviewing it. 

Marrit and Jim’s son - I’ll refer to him only as Baldo, because she does - has inherited his parents’ 
intelligence while building his own brand of it. I don’t know how much he knows about his being the 
breakout star of his mom’s book, but I suspect that for now he’s unaware that he serves mainly as plot 
device. If this sounds cold, it isn’t meant to be: It’s simply that I must make clear that just as 
Inconsolable isn’t really a memoir, it’s not the millionth “momoir” released in the past year, either. 
Marrit Ingman can write well on just about anything. In her first book, she decided to collect her writ- 
ings on everyday life through the eyes of a new mother struggling with her state of mind. I can’t wait to 
see what she does in her second. - Shawn Badgley 



THE UNITED STATES OF GENERICA 



I want Picture People to bum, motherfucker, bum. 

Our story begins with Julie, our photog- 
rapher, who probably got this job by talking 
about how she just loves kids. I bet she has a 
niece or a nephew. She’s probably very nice. 

But if she doesn’t get that rainbow-colored 
feather duster out of my kid’s face, I’m going to 
wrestle her to the floor and shove it up her ass. 

Each time she waggles the duster in Baldo’s 
face she makes a great, ululating cry, like Xena: 
Warrior Princess. I can’t imagine anyone being 
amused by this. Perhaps some children are suf- 
ficiently chuckleheaded to smile at her caper- 
ing, her loathsome propeller beanie, her safari 
vest with epaulets, but mine is not. Mine has 
dissolved into a weeping mass on the floor of 
the storefront photography studio. 

There are rooms in back that are quieter, that 
are full of toys for children to actually handle 
and enjoy, but Corporate Policy dictates that 
we will occupy the first room - the one in view 
of the foot traffic in the mall. Presumably, the 
sight of my child posing with props will melt 
casual pedestrians into gooey submission, their 
wallets oozing $10 sitting fees for their own 
grandkids and offspring. If Julie stands him 
in front of the blue background holding an 
oversized Valentine’s heart - which she actually 
suggests - customers will stream to the service 
desk and join the Photo Club. 

I resent this on principle - my son is not a 
posable Precious Moments action figure built 
to advertise their services, and if he’d rather 
stand on the stool than sit on it, why can’t 
Julie just photograph that? - but also because 
Baldo is clearly nonplussed by the pressure. He 
doesn’t understand why he can’t climb into the 
giant, multicolored, camera-shaped playhouse 
that is paces away; he doesn’t understand why 
Julie keeps crossing his feet. Nor do I. 
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“Can’t we just leave his feet uncrossed?” I 
wonder, after he sags into a natural bowlegged 
repose one more time. 

“I don’t want to get the bottom of his feet.” 
Julie is readjusting her lens. 

“Hold you,” Baldo sobs, collapsing into my arms. 

“Let’s stand on this blue paper and look at 
Julie’s camera,” I suggest cheerily. I extend my 
arms, but Baldo is still wadded up into a tiny 
ball, his feet tucked, tears squeezing from his 
eyes. I set him down on the paper. 

He stays in place but isn’t smiling, so Julie 
ululates and tickles him with the feather 
duster. Has this woman any knowledge of the 
toddler psyche? I worry that we appear stupid 
to the other parents looking on. There are two 




three-year- old twins with luxuriant, brown, 
bow-topped hair and matching pink sweater 
sets looking on as if the scenario is routine 
and Baldo’s behavior is afoul of it. Ours is a 
topsy-turvy world if Julie’s method of relating 
to children is the preferred one. 

Finally her camera flashes. Baldo runs toward 
the camera-shaped playhouse, and I have 
to drag him back. He back-dives, tantrums, 
screams as if he’s being burned. He sinks his 
teeth into my shoulder. I put him down and 
begin talking to him calmly, holding his hands, 
trying to untantrum him. 

Julie’s beanie pops up over my shoulder. 
“Uh-oh! We’ve got a biter!” 

I glare at her. 

She breaks character. “That’s, like, only the 
second biter I’ve had. He must be in daycare.” 

I’m going to strangle this woman with her 
rainbow suspenders. “No, he’s at home with me.” 

“Did you teach him to bite?” 

We struggle through the close-up. 

“Let’s talk props.” Julie lobs the suggestion 
about the oversized Valentine’s hearts. 

“This may sound peculiar,” I counter. “But 
do you have a broom?” 

“A broom?” As if she’s never heard of one. 

“He really likes brooms,” Jim explains. “It’ll 
be fun for him.” 

Still her face is blank. 

“You know, like in the back? For sweeping 
up?” I add. 

“Well, yeah ... I guess we have one. But it’s 
not a prop broom.” 

“If he holds it, is it not a prop?” I wonder. 
This blows her mind for a minute. 

“Wait!” she snaps her fingers. Julie is so smart! 
“There’s a witch’s broom for Halloween!” She 
returns with a child-size plastic broom. Even the 
bristles are a solid mass of plastic. She hands it 
to Baldo, and he begins dragging it along the 
floor. He won’t stand and pose with it. 

The twins are still staring. 

“This isn’t working.” I wrest the plastic 
broom out of Baldo’s hand. 

“Okay, we’ll just go with those two shots.” 
Julie is rejiggering her camera. 



“No, this isn’t working .” I thrust the broom 
at her. “This environment is frustrating for 
toddlers. Are you sure we can’t use one of the 
quieter rooms?” 

“We have to use the front room first,” she 
reiterates. “We can only use the back rooms if 
the front room is occupied.” 

“That’s ridiculous. He’s not going to just 
stand here while people are going by in front 
of him.” School-age kids are scrambling past, 
gawking inside the photo studio. 

I pick Baldo up, and we walk off. “Your pic- 
tures will be ready after noon!” Julie chirps. 

We walk the entire length of the mall back to 
where we’ve parked. 

“God, I hate this fucking place,” Jim mutters. 

“We’re never coming back here,” I agree in 
the elevator. 

“Except to look at our pictures.” 

“Yeah.” 

We are all hungry and twenty minutes from 
home. We drive halfway back to eat at a res- 
taurant that isn’t a chain. Baldo tantrums in 
the chair. 

I’m really sick of this crap, to the extent that 
it makes me want to smash shit up, and that’s 
a big statement from someone who is easily 
placated by pie. I want to see a bunch of crazy 
parents dancing orgiastically around a bonfire 
of stupid prop hearts, oversized stars and 
moons, and industrial carpeting. 

I’m going to put a sledgehammer through 
the window. I want to pull down and shatter 
all those stupid portraits on their walls - the 
ones with hapless infants strapped into angel 
wings; the ones with families all dressed alike, 
like they’re starring in some kind of prime- 
time variety show from the 1970s with Harvey 
Korman. I want to grind all the fake, forced 
smiles into a thousand tiny pieces under the 
heel of my boot. All those generic faces, all 
those people wearing their cutest outfits from 
Old Navy, all the prints and package specials 
framed and hung on tasteful beige walls in 
McHouses from Scottsdale to Fort Myers. With 
the same couches and the same IKEA bin of 
LeapPad toys. All abiding by the same rules: 
Children must smile. We must not see the 
soles of their shoes. They must climb onto 
stepladders or big red wagons and be as whim- 
sical as possible. 

All this stuff is family-unfriendly. It’s cor- 
porate-friendly. Why do we pump our money 
into this crap? Certainly we love our children. 
Why do we allow people in propeller beanies 
to torment them? Some of us know better. We 
skulked through high school in our Siouxsie 
t-shirts, refusing to smile when we weren’t par- 
ticularly happy; then we bred and some sleeper 
cell inside our brains activated, releasing a 
hormone that makes us disintegrate whenever 
Hanna Andersson has a sale. Striped tights! We 
must have striped tights! 

What I’m really asking is this: Why is the 
mall where all the families are? 

I saw all these mothers walking around with 
their babies in Pope-globe hermetic strollers. I 
had no idea there were so many other people 
with children in my town. I’d flag them down, but 
there’s no place for us to stop and stand, to talk 
to one another. We’re supposed to roam around 
like cattle, stopping only to buy or eat or piss. 

It concerns me that for so many postpartum 
women walking around the mall with the baby 
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is their way to “go out.” Go out and what? Be 
isolated in public? Be surrounded by pictures 
of Abercrombie and Fitch models? Granted, 
when the four walls are closing in, anything is 
better than staying at home. But isn’t there a 
better alternative? 

I used to fantasize about a giant room with 
a soft, semi-padded floor, like a gym mat. A 
drain in the middle of the room to hose down 
the snot and graham cracker crumbs at the end 
of the day. You pay a buck or two to go inside 
with your baby. There are piles of toys, sepa- 
rated into different areas by age. You can plunk 
your three-month- old down on a playmat and 
sit and be among mothers. There’ d be a cof- 
feepot percolating in the corner, maybe some 
muffins that somebody brought in. 

There will be no organized activities here. 
You will not be coerced into “circle time.” The 
babies will not be made to play with scarves or 
clack claves along to some dorky music. And 
it is clear to all that this is not exclusively for the 
benefit of your child. This is not some shit to 
bring out your child’s aptitudes or help her get 
into an exceptional preschool. This is because 
parenting is a group activity. We are not meant 
to be sectioned off into little dyads. We are 
supposed to interact and share our wisdom. 
We are meant to bitch to each other when we 
need it, to encourage each other when we need 
it. The very expression “Mommy and Me class” 
makes it clear that the baby is the subject and 
the mother the object. 

Woe is you who venture outside of the 
officially sanctioned childhood spaces. 
People will look at you as if you've 
stepped out of a spacecraft with an 
extraterrestrial clutching your hand. 

For some parents, my dream is a reality. A 
friend who has recently moved to Hong Kong 
reports that her apartment complex has a “tod- 
dler room” for playtime. “Wow,” she opines. 
“It’s incredible. Padded floor and a baby ball 
pit. Lots of toys and books and tons and tons 
and tons of babies.” 

Other parents have told me about Family 
Place, a community center for families in 
Canada. One Vancouver location offers pre- 
school activities, a toy library, parent support 
(including a home-visit service), and licensed 
“childminding” for kids eighteen months and 
over. The program receives government sup- 
port from the city and from the Ministry for 
Children and Families, so admission costs 50<L 
Fifty cents. Canadian. 

“Family Place kicks ass,” one parent told 
me. “It is one of the major things that I love 
about living here, that I think every neighbor- 
hood in the States could use.” 

This wouldn’t fly in the United States. Not 
just because we do not mix government and 
parenting. More to the point is that we do 
not allow low-key, self-directed play. We have 
to make childhood as noisomely cheerful and 
strenuous as possible. Our “family restaurants” 
have to have birthday whistles and kiddie cups 
with licensed characters on them. We are - to 
quote a movie I recently reviewed - the “Fun 
Police.” If you aren’t having fun, fun will be pro- 
vided for you! We can’t allow our children to 



just sit there and stack blocks. We will regu- 
late their activities so that every kid meets a 
Minimum Standard of Childish Glee. We will 
have DVDs in our minivans so that the ride 
from playgroup to Chuck E. Cheese is as fun 
as possible! Everything a child touches has to 
have at least one flashing light and beeping 
noise. You can’t even have a plain toddler 
toothbrush. No, your toothbrush will be fun! 
With patented Fun Bristles™ and Fruit Berry 
Fun-sation training paste! The strawberries 
on the tube are smiling! Your diapers have 
smiling dinosaurs on the waistband! They’re 
so happy to decompose and provide petro- 
leum for your ass! 

This shit exhausts me utterly. No wonder 
I’m medicated. Parenthood is the mass mad- 
ness that childhood should be a big, giddy 
laugh riot; rather, it is complex and often frus- 
trating to those who experience it. Childhood 
does not exist to look cute and move a prod- 
uct. Childhood is an end in itself. 

Woe is you who venture outside of the 
officially sanctioned childhood spaces. People 
will look at you as if you’ve stepped out of a 
spacecraft with an extraterrestrial clutching your 
hand. What is that ... that small thing with her? 
Why is it so noisy? Cant she control it? It hurts my 
ears! You will be deported to the McDonald’s 
Play Place and made to genuflect before a giant 
corporate clown. You will eat food formed into 
nugget shapes. And you will like it, or else be 
cudgeled with a novelty diaper bag. 

Where families cluster - those commuter 
neighborhoods - the big-box retailers follow. 
The organic full-fat baby yogurt they used to 
stock has been replaced with a brand with a 
Disney tie-in. It’s got high fructose com syrup, 
hydrogenated oils, and “poppin’ color crys- 
tals™” that create a swirl effect. No more bland 
banana and vanilla - these come in Cotton 
Candy and Bubble Gum flavors. And there’s a 
story - featuring a popular licensed character, 
of course - on the bottom of the lid! Another 
brand offers an “Orange Strawberry Banana 
Blowout.” What used to be a starter food for 
kids trying out dairy now promises to be a 
complete multisensory experience, packed with 
as many flavors and action verbs as possible, 
lest we risk understimulating our children. 

Must our yogurt be so amusing? No wonder 
our lives feel empty when we graduate to low- 
fat and all it has is a cow on the package. 

To access the yogurt, you will mn a gauntlet 
of greeters who make goofy faces at your tod- 
dler and possibly present him or her with a 
helium-filled balloon. If you are particularly 
unfortunate, your child will be latex-allergic and 
break out into a rash by the time you reach the 
dairy case. If you reject the balloon, your child’s 
tearful wailing will echo from the tire shop to 
the photo lab. You have become the person you 
sneered at when you were young and single and 
knew everything. You are That Mother. 

But it’s not really your fault. You were 
doomed by the giant parking lot, the humming 
fluorescent lighting, the prominent placement 
of SpongeBob SquarePants, the giant, talking 
cardboard standees of NASCAR drivers. There 
is a conspiracy afoot; its purpose is to dope 
you and your child into grinning yourself to 
death. And you better smile, or else that feath- 
er duster’s coming back. ■

What makes a neighborhood a community? 
There are as many answers as there are 
vibrant communities. Gathering places, acces- 
sible amenities, pedestrian-friendly thorough- 
fares. Things can make it difficult for commu- 
nities to thrive, too: cul-de-sacs that lead to 
nowhere, goods and services that can only be 
accessed by cars, gates, and walls. 

Angela Atwood and Peg McCoy know a thing 
or two about communities and have spent the 
better part of their lives developing them. 
Angela has more than a dozen years’ experi- 
ence in development of housing and home- 
less services programs in Austin/Travis 
County and served as the senior director of 
community affairs for SafePlace. Peg worked 
with housing projects on the border and also 
served on the Homeless Task Force here in 



Austin. Their latest venture, Farm to Market 
Grocery, might seem at first like a severe 
departure from their activist roots, but the 
duo’s commitment to building thriving 
communities is evident in their jewel of a 
grocery store. 

Housed on South Congress, a street that 
sees extensive foot traffic, Farm to Market 
embodies neighborliness in its wares as well 
as in its location. Atwood and McCoy are com- 
mitted to working with local growers and pro- 
ducers and have stocked their shelves and 
refrigerators with a wide variety of Austin’s 
goods. From the sweet baby squash and crisp 
apples to the jars of salsa, salad dressings, 
and other condiments, the best of Austin and 
the surrounding area is available. 

The needs of shoppers are also on their 
minds, and despite its petite size (fewer than 
2,000 square feet), an enormous variety of 
staples and necessities is at hand. Out of 
tomatoes just when the pasta pot came to a 
boil? No sweat. Experiencing a cheese 
squeeze? Not to worry. Sunday morning, and 
you’re short on milk, eggs, and bacon? 

They’ve got you covered. It’s an ideal stop on 
your way home from work to pick up just 



about everything from wine to toilet paper. 

And every item is choice: Organics abound in 
every department, and foodie favorites fill the 
shelves. The discriminating palate of consul- 
tant Faye Greenberg (former buyer for Central 
Market) is evident in the fine selection. At 
every turn we marveled: “My salsa! My tortilla 
chips! My butter! My salad dressing!” While 
fresh meats are not offered, prepared meals 
from Gina’s Kitchen, Tom’s Tabooley, and oth- 
ers make grab-and-go meals an option, as do 
a number of high-quality frozen entrees. 

Farm to Market is a reflection of the 
women who run the place: their values, their 
aesthetics, their taste buds. Heaps of colorful 
flowers from local growers entice pedestrians 
from an outside table. Once inside, warm red 
walls make for a cheery environ. And shop- 
pers are greeted and welcomed like the 
neighbors they are. Says Angela Atwood, “We 
wanted to do something different [from their 
previous social service work], but neighbor- 
hood- and community-based.” Their goal is to 
be a resource for the community. They’ve suc- 
ceeded in more than that; they’ve created a 
cornerstone for one.

Enoteca offers a less expensive, breezier, 
more casual experience without compromising 
on Vespaio’s well-deserved reputation. 

Enoteca has a convivial feel with its tiny tile 
floors, golden undulating walls, and curved 
burnished wood bar. As with its predecessor, 
diners are greeted with an antipasto case of 
glistening choices ($4 each) from haricots

verts salad to smoked roma tomatoes to pep- 
per shooters. A dessert case of tempting 
treats also beckons, as does a deli case of 
salamis and other meats. The east wall facing 
South Congress is stocked with shelf stable 
items like olive oils, olives, pastas, capers, 
etc., which makes Enoteca a good choice for 
supplying your do-it-yourself dinner at home. 
Grab an antipasto or two, some top-shelf 
pasta, meat, top-of-the-line olive oil, and a 
panna cotta or two, and you’re set for an out- 
standing meal. 

But most of us dine in, and clearly that’s 
the intention. Three P’s dominate the menu: 
pasta, pizza, and panini. Salads and a fritte 
(fried) selection and the aforementioned anti- 
pasto selection round out the simple menu. 
But simple should not be confused with medi- 
ocre. In several visits, we’ve sampled and 
slurped from around the menu and have been 
delighted with all our selections. They’ve 
recently added a Sunday brunch to the dining 
option, too - an experience we haven’t had a 
chance to sample yet. 

On our first foray, we began with Verdure 
Fritte ($6), a generous portion of fried zucchini 
and eggplant spears served attractively in 
white paper inside a chic, chrome cone. The 
veggie fries were searing hot and super crisp 
and were served with a tasty, but not especial- 
ly spicy, red chile pesto. 

Next, we tucked into the Insalate Nicoise 
($8), in this case a particularly lovely rendition 
of the tuna salad featuring tuna confit with 
the traditional hardboiled egg, haricots verts, 
potato, and kalamata olives. All this sat atop 
a bed of arugula and radicchio dressed with a 
fantastic lemon citronette. It was an utterly 
satisfying meal, made rich by the silky and 
sublime tuna. 

The “P” sections of the menu fared equally 
well. One of the city’s classiest BLTs is served 
up Italian style and therefore a PAT (pancetta, 
arugula, tomato, $8). This pressed panini was 
served seconds off the grill, resulting in a super 
crisp as well as delectably hot sandwich. 
Rustically simple Spaghetti Aglio Olio ($6) sat- 
isfied the pasta jones that was going on at 
the table with the al dente pasta and garlicky 
olive oil. Perhaps the standout, though, was 
the Funghi & Taleggio Pizza ($13), a pungent 
12-inch pie on thin and delicious crust. The 
earthy mushrooms were beautifully offset by 
the aromatic cheese, and, again, the dish was 
popped on the table seconds out of the oven. 

In 1998, when Vespaio opened its doors on 
South Congress, the success of the venture was 
far from certain. The avenue wasn’t the epi- 
center of hipsterdom that it is today. But Alan 
Lazarus and Claude Beneyoun were perfectly in 
tune with the Zeitgeist of South Congress, and 



their venture has been a success practically 
from day one. Their finger seems once again 
perfectly poised on the pulse: Enoteca is 
casually chic and deliberately delicious and 
already a South Congress success.

Jennifer Allen came to Austin five years ago 
from a catering career in Toronto. When she 
arrived, the first thing she did was set up a 
personal chef service, preparing her special- 
ties in people’s homes and leaving the food in 
ready-to-heat containers. When business grew 
to the point she could no longer keep up with 
the schedule, she created the Wheatberry’s 
Gourmet Market concept. 

Wheatberry’s is not a fresh market. 

Instead, it is Jennifer’s way of letting more 
people in on what she does. “This is just an 
extension of what I’ve been doing in people’s 
homes,” she explains. “But I’ve added some 
things. We now offer catering, and for the per- 
sonal chef service, they now come here and 
pick it up. But the big change is we’re now 
offering gourmet-to-go.” The opportunity here 
is for folks who don’t feel like cooking very 
often but also don’t feel like sacrificing their 
health to a nightly diet of fast food or takeout. 
A quick stop at Wheatberry’s and you can pick 
up dinner for a single person or a family, and 
for an evening or for a week’s worth of meals. 

The shop is just outside of Lakeway in a 
strip shopping center. It is small, with a fresh 
counter directly in front, holding about six or 
seven salads. To the left is a large freezer with 
about 50 items ready to go into your oven or 
microwave. Conspicuously absent are any Tex- 
Mex dishes. Instead, creative-sounding labels 
like Sweet Potato, Cauliflower and Roasted 
Garlic Soup; Bavarian Beef Roladen; or 
Mashed Potatoes With Buttermilk and Bacon. 

Just to test the quality, we tried five of the 
salads and three of the main courses. The best 
salad was Wild Rice Salad with Cranberries 
and Raspberry Vinaigrette ($5. 99/lb.), a great 
mix of meaty wild rice along with the tangy 
cranberries that also had a nice richness from 
the dressing. The Marinated Chinese Noodles 
and Vegetable Salad ($7. 99/lb.) used the 
acidity in the dressing to slightly cook the veg- 
gies, providing a nice muted crunch to go 
along with the well-textured noodles and the 
ginger/sesame dressing. Wheatberry’s 
Summer Tabbouleh ($7.99) is a lovely ver- 
sion, redolent of summer citrus. Their Green 
Beans With Shallot Vinaigrette ($6. 99/lb.) 
features delightfully crispy beans with a good 
dressing, which, like all of their vinaigrettes, 
was rich rather than too tart. The most popu- 
lar salad at Wheatberry’s is called Our Most 
Requested Potato Salad ($4. 50/lb.), a fresh- 
tasting concoction with big chunks of pota- 
toes that, for once, are not overdone, and 
dressed with a light touch. 

Jennifer told me that the main courses 
were all made with good-quality fresh ingredi- 
ents - she singled out the fact that she uses 
good fats like real butter and extra virgin olive 
oil - and that “Since we aren’t a franchise or 
a corporate place, we can go anywhere our 
culinary muse takes us.” 



The Shepherd’s Pie ($7.99) is her No. 1 
seller; Wheatberry’s goes through almost 50 
lbs. per week. It’s good comfort food with gar- 
licky mashed potatoes, but a little light on the 
seasoning and using ground beef in place of 
the classic lamb. Beef Roll-Ups With Risotto 
($8.99) were a tender pair of roladen with a 
scoop of cheese-infused white rice. Not quite 
risotto, but delicious nonetheless. My favorite 
entree was the Beef Pot Pie With Puff Pastry 
($8.99) with big chunks of melt-in-your-mouth 
beef topped with buttery puff pastry. 

Everything I tried at Wheatberry’s was good, 
and both the Wild Rice Salad With 
Cranberries and Raspberry Vinaigrette and 
Beef Pot Pie With Puff Pastry would have 
made me smile in a high-end restaurant. If 
you’re out in the Lakeway area, Wheatberry’s 
is a good respite for the overburdened home 
cook and a valuable alternative for the cook- 
ing-challenged who find themselves forced 
into dining out too often. - Wes Marshall

shop is anything 
but. Lee 

Morrison opened 
the Austin sib- 
ling of her broth- 
er’s successful 
San Antonio cus- 
tom meat shop 
in July of 2001. 

She quickly 
developed a 
loyal clientele 
selling top-quality meats, comforting casse- 
roles, hearty deli sandwiches, and prepared 
takeout meals for holidays and special occa- 
sions. Fast forward to the spring of 2005: 
Morrison is now the mother of two very young 
children, looking for a way to keep her suc- 
cessful business running and spend more 
time with her family. Enter Bud and J.B. Royer, 
owners of the popular country destination res- 
taurant Royer’s Round Top Cafe. Though they 
still operate the cafe on the square in the tiny 
hamlet of Round Top, the Royer family has 
relocated to Austin. Father and son are look- 
ing for a small, turn-key space in which to 
spin off a local sibling of the cafe, selling 
takeout menu items and their fabulous pies. 
After settling in West Austin, they strike a 
deal to place their pies in Lee Morrison’s 
shop, and it soon becomes clear to all con- 
cerned that they’ve found their solutions. 



Entering into a partnership with the Royers 
has freed up more mommy time for Lee 
Morrison, expanded and enhanced the offer- 
ings in her shop, and put the Royers’ consid- 
erable customer-service skills and marketing 
energy at her disposal. Her freezer case is 
still stocked with homey Chicken Pot Pies 
($5.95) and casseroles such as King Ranch 
and Chicken Spaghetti ($13.95, $23.95, 
$39.95), while the fresh meat counter offers 
excellent cuts of beef, pork, lamb, veal, and 
game. Some, like the Beef Tenderloin 
Marinated Kabob ($9.95) are Cryovac-packed 
and ready to take home and slap on the grill. 
The newly expanded menu now includes sev- 
eral of the most popular dishes from the 
Round Top Cafe: Peach ’n Pepper Grilled Pork 
Tenderloin ($12. 95/lb.), Semi-Boneless Quail 
Stuffed With Shrimp ($8.95), Grilled 
Marinated Quail ($4.50), the Shrimp BLT 
Sandwich ($10.95), Jalapeho Cheese Soup 
($3.95), Creamed Corn Casserole ($6.95), 
Garlic Mashed Potatoes ($6.95), and their fla- 
vored butters, meat rubs, and marinades. 

Many of the old and new menu items are 
prepared fresh daily, meaning it’s possible to 
drop by and pick up a hot lunch of hearty 
sandwiches, substantial soups, festive salads, 
divine deviled eggs, and slices of several dif- 
ferent kinds of pie. Another alternative is to 
sit down with the considerable menu and plan 
a week of meals, mixing fresh cuts of meat 
and voluptuous side dishes, homey casse- 
roles with salads. I recently brought home two 
large bags of carefully chosen comestibles 
from the new business and ate like royalty for 
more than a week, feasting on pork tender- 
loin, quails, beef kabobs, green chile chicken 
casserole, and chicken pot pie paired with 



sides of corn, green beans, pasta salad, and 
slices of pie. 

Now that the new deal is in full swing, mas- 
ter marketer Bud Royer is busy making sure 
the new aspects of the venture attract plenty 
of attention. Some of his marketing ploys 
include a Comfort Food Baker’s Dozen Club, 
wherein the purchase of 12 casseroles or 
pies per household earns a free one of either, 
and there is also the upcoming weekly Dinner4U2 
Menus that will feature entrees, salads with 
dressing, vegetable sides, two slices of pie, 
sourdough rolls, and flavored butters for two 
diners. The shop is also now offering expand- 
ed catering services, some business lunch 
delivery, and they’re gearing up to promote 
prepared meals for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. Plus those famous Royer pies can 
be ordered fresh or by mail order for family or 
corporate gift-giving. - Virginia B. Wood

FRIDAY NIGHT IDAHO LIGHTS? 

Peter Berg, director of Friday Night Lights, 
the big-screen version of H.G. Bissinger’s 
famed true story of Eighties Odessa Permian 
High School football, has signed on to write 
and direct a pilot for an NBC television series 
of the same name. The story is expected to 
be set at a modern-day, small-town high school, 
but will it remain a Texas story? That deci- 
sion has yet to be made, Berg said through 
his agent. The film was shot partially in Austin, 
primarily at Westlake High, and local film folk 
would love for the pilot to also shoot here. 

OSCAR FOR 'ESTRADA'? 

Tommy Lee Jones scored during the 
Toronto International Film Festival, with Sony 
Pictures Classics snapping up his Texas-shot

NAKED 

Criterion, $39.95 

Naked, the 
1993 film by writ- 
er and director 
Mike Leigh (Topsy 
Turvy, Secrets and 
Lies) newly 
released by 
Criterion, is a 
small masterpiece 
of blighted English 
negativity: like lit- 
tle body with a 
corrosive heart. 

Starring the brilliant and subtle David Thewlis 
as Johnny, the angriest of angry young men, 
Naked is an actor’s film, stacked full of con- 
flict and indignation, low drudgery and high 
wit. The cast is generally excellent, but from 
beginning to end this is Johnny’s movie, and 
Thewlis makes a feast of it, sounding the vast 
conflicts in that vagrant’s teeming brain again 
and again with the smallest gesture or word, 
betraying the beating heart not just of a char- 
acter, but of a man, rounded and deep. As 
with most of Leigh’s films, the dialogue and 
action were born out of months of rehearsals 
and improvisations by the actors (including 
the excellent Lesley Sharpe and the pathologi- 
cally victimized Katrin Cartlidge), and conse- 
quently the film has a lived-in (though hardly 
warm) feel to it - you can almost smell the 
ramshackle London apartment Thewlis’ drifter 
has raided to corrupt with his violent manipu- 
lations and battering-ram eschatology. In the 
hands of a weaker actor (say Greg Cruttwell, 
Naked’s hollow man, for example), the movie 
would just be an exercise in disaffected, post- 
Thatcher urban callousness. Instead, Thewlis, 
who received the best actor award at Cannes 
for his efforts, rips and tears at himself and 
builds from parts the full form and shape of a 
man at war with the world, lost and saved 
and lost again in the space of a single rant. 
It’s an ageless performance, though bleak 
beyond bleak, and only by means of the black- 
est humor does Leigh temper the severity of 
Johnny’s misogyny and intellectual virulence 
and make them digestible. On this set’s sec- 
ond disc, an interview with playwright and 
filmmaker Neil LaBute (In the Company of 
Men), no stranger to charges of woman-hating 
himself, speaks to the gulf that often exists 
between the artist and the characters he cre- 
ates, no doubt a defense Leigh had to employ 
more than once after the release of the film. 
And a conversation between Leigh and famed 
British author Will Self, filmed for BBC, is eru- 
dite enough as to be almost incomprehensi- 
ble, absent a graduate education in literary 
theory from Oxford, or a street beating in 
Manchester. - Josh Rosenblatt

No Family Is an Island 



The Piersons on 'Reel Paradise' 

It’s a dream entertained by just about every- 
one I know who takes movies too seriously We 
compose special lists of films, and in moments 
of disappointment and desperation, we retreat 
into the fantasy of a desert island where we 
might watch all those titles on our list, until our 
batteries recharge or hell freezes over, which- 
ever comes first. After years of success at pluck- 
ing independent films from obscurity (famously 
Richard Finklater’s Slacker, Errol Morris’ The 
Thin Blue Line, and Michael Moore’s Roger and 
Me, among many others), and helping their 
producers sell them to national and interna- 
tional distributors, John and Janet Pierson 
actually lived that dream ... or perhaps a better 
variation on it. After all, if the place is warm and 
beautiful, and about as far from your troubles 
as you could get, why should it be deserted? 
And if it’s not deserted, why not share mov- 
ies with the people there instead of selfishly 
rescreening all the items on your list? 

“Indie film was in a kind of institutional- 
ized middle age,” says John Pierson. “Most 
everything had been done, and now it was just 
being done again with more expensive actors.” 
Wife and business partner Janet Pierson relates 
that when they did a special segment about 
the world’s most remote movie theatre on the 
island of Taveuni in Fiji for their Independent 
Film Channel show Split Screen, she could tell 
that her husband had made an instant connec- 
tion to the place and the excitement of screen- 
ing movies for the people there. So, the whole 
family - John, Janet, their daughter, Georgia, 
and son, Wyatt - decamped to Fiji for a year 
of free screenings at the 180 Meridian Cinema. 
Steve James’ Reel Paradise documents the expe- 
rience, picking up with the family in their last 
month on the island. 

For those who know the Piersons’ track 
record as champions of independent and art- 
house cinema, it might come as a surprise that 
most of their selections were Hollywood block- 
busters, with a fair amount of Bollywood and 
a smattering of comedy classics by the likes of 
Buster Keaton and the Three Stooges. And for 
some, this has proven politically suspect as well. 
“There’s an understandable tendency to think 
that John should be a missionary for all that is 
good and positive, trying to educate and uplift, 
to not simply entertain and give the Fijians what 
they want,” says James, co-director of Hoop 
Dreams and The New Americans and director of 
Stevie. “And they want broad comedy and action 
and slapstick. ... You could look at it like he’s

taking these movies, showing American culture 
in all its glorious and inglorious ways, but he’s 
not judging or condescending to this audience, 
giving them Citizen Kane and The Wizard of Oz 
whether they like them or not. ” 

The film’s premise itself brings the issue to 
the fore, telling the story of a fairly ordinary 
(if louder than average) family reversing the 
American immigrant experience, and revealing 
some of the imperial and colonial tensions in 
our relationship to the world that we could 
probably stand to consider more closely. And 
the relationship is complex and reciprocal. If it 
makes us uncomfortable that the complexities 
of the situation do not resolve into a tightly 
argued thesis or political agon, but rather into 
a bracingly honest portrait of an American 
family engaging with a culture that derives 
happiness from sharing resources rather than 
competing for them, well, perhaps it should. 
For the better part of an afternoon I talked with 
John and Janet Pierson about such complexi- 
ties, as well as the great and simple pleasure of 
being in an audience that’s utterly thrilled to 
be seeing what’s on screen. 

Austin Chronicle: I bet allyou want right now is 
to sit down with another inquisitor. 

John Pierson: Janet in this process has become 
a seasoned pro - 

Janet Pierson: Well, I wouldn’t say that - 
John: I would. I would say that you’ve become 
a seasoned pro, whereas in the last few weeks, 
I’ve gone off message. Because I kind of just 
can’t take it any more. 

AC: Okay, then let’s talk a little about how that’s 
been and how the film has been received, now that 
you’re at the end of the festival run and a few cities 
into the theatrical. 

John: We went to 14 fests in the end. But, 
to give credit where credit is due, South by 
Southwest was all-important to getting distri- 
bution. That’s where Wellspring saw the film, 
where ThinkFilm got interested in it. It was the 
single best screening for the movie in terms of 
the whole package. Essentially, that was the 
key turning point. And Wellspring made an 
offer two weeks later. 

Janet: What we really appreciated about 
Wellspring wasn’t just that they liked it; it was 
how they liked it. 

John: Yeah, they all had screwed-up family 
lives, so they got it. 

Janet: They really loved the honesty of the 
family. They loved how we worked things out

and really appreciated the spirit of what we 
were doing there. 

AC: That’s interesting about how they respond to 
the honesty, because with some of the people that 
have written about it, their dislike of the movie for 
whatever reason turns into a personal attack, like 
honesty is a bad thing. 

John: The disapproval has been way more 
about me than the family. And it’s been more 
about the perceived politics of the film, my 
colonial stunt, quote-unquote, than about my 
personal character. I am who I am in the film, 
and there’s not much I can say about that. I’ll 
let a jury of my peers decide. But the political 
argument, the “colonial stunt” argument, is 
quite upsetting to me because I think an inher- 
ent flaw in the movie itself is that it leads peo- 
ple down that road. Steve, I think correctly and 
justifiably, is proud of raising questions, but 
I don’t think that he perhaps answers those 
questions fully and completely, and without 
complete context in the movie, maybe it hangs 
me out to dry on a certain level. ... But then, I 
think there’s a standard documentary device, 
of presenting the one hand and on the other 
hand, with one person saying this and another 
saying that, and then you choose, and viewers 
who don’t watch that closely can be very selec- 
tive in terms of what they pay attention to. And 
they’ll tend to give more weight to what they 
expect or want to hear. 

AC: It’s interesting, because you’re not introduc- 
ing American entertainment culture to helpless 
natives. That genie’s out of the bottle, and harping 
on the colonialism in that way betrays kind of a 
condescending attitude toward the Fijians. 

John: Though to be fair, before us, [the the- 
atre] wasn’t showing the movies for free, there- 
fore not showing to young children. 

Janet: But earlier, 20, 30 years ago, the kids 
would perform for the tourists to be able to 
raise enough money to afford the movie. By the 
time we got there, things were so tough eco- 
nomically that kids couldn’t do that anymore. 
John: But there’s an idea some people have that 
I’m a European coming in to trick people some- 
how. But where’s the trick? Where’s my trick? 
How is showing free movies hurtful to anyone? 
Janet: It’s really unfair to just dismiss what we 
were doing as “using the children of Taveuni 
as props.” 

John: But in the end, I’m happy. It’s like the ele- 
phant in the room, so I’m actually happy to talk 
about it. And even when it stinks, you know it’s 



just someone’s opinion or axe to grind ... except 
maybe for the guy from [Time Out Chicago] that 
actually called me an asshole in print. I wrote to 
the guy to ask for a list of other real people he’s 
called an asshole in a review, so then maybe I 
can take this in a different light. 

Janet: Oh, but check out their caption for the 
photo: “Georgia Pierson has no intention of 
posing with her nutjob father.” 

John: [Faughs] Well, that I thought was funny 
as hell. 

Janet: That picture itself was pretty interesting, 
because we took a whole bunch of regular pho- 
tos of the family, and one of the normal ones, 
with everybody smiling at the camera, that 
went out as the Christmas card. But the one we 
used, that’s the last take. Georgia had just had 
enough, and while the picture was being taken, 
she’s walking off, and it totally fits how the fam- 
ily dynamic works in the movie. ... And I think

it’s great when that’s what people respond to. 
There was a great NPR piece from Day to Day 
really appreciating the audacity of the adven- 
ture, how hard it was, but how fun it was and 
how there’s no paradise without conflict. 

John: But as it’s happened, I’ve been the 
lightning rod, and honestly as a parent, I’m 
really glad about that. The silver lining to this 
cloud is it spared Georgia from unfair criticism, 
which was something we worried about from 
the response in some early screenings, but 
luckily she’s been pretty much spared that. 
Janet: But what’s good is where there isn’t, 
like, a simple condemnation or an embrace, 
but they look at the layers and, for instance, 
think about what it means to parent a strong 
kid. I mean, don’t you want a strong adult who 
makes their own decisions and isn’t cowed by 
authority? But then again it’s harder to be a 
parent of someone like that, so then how do 
you approach it? And I think there’s a simi- 
lar complexity with questions about how we 
affected the culture we were in. 

AC: So overall, has it been an interesting process 
to be on the other side? I mean, for all these years, 
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you guys have been involved in getting films like 
this out there, and knowing the relationship that 
filmmakers like Michael Moore or Errol Morris 
have toward their subjects, for instance, how is it 
to be in front of the camera all of a sudden? 
Janet: Well, what was surprising to me about 
this process was John’s had the show and been 
pretty visible, but I’m not a public figure, so 
I kind of set out to sacrifice my vanity for the 
sake of the story because I love really honest 
films. That’s what I appreciate in movies like 
this. But then within 24 hours of when the 
film crew got there, I become aware of when 
they’re filming me or not, and I start to think 
I’m doing this and that, and I’m upset because 
they’re not filming me. And I was so surprised 
by the reaction. There’s an impulse to share 
your story. You know, you become a conspira- 
tor with the film crew. 

So then when people started to say, kind of 
in hushed tones, “Oh, you’re really brave,” I 
both appreciated being called brave and started 
getting freaked out, because I started wonder- 
ing, what were they seeing that I didn’t under- 
stand that I’d exposed? But what I’m proud 
of are the scenes that I can look at and get 
engaged and go, “Wow, you know, that’s a real 
family in action.” And there are people who 
go all over the place with whether I’m a good 
parent or a bad parent. I’m okay with that. My 
kids are great. We are who we are. 

John: But, you know, it’s also an issue of how 
high are the stakes? You’re not a transgendered 
person with ovarian cancer, and I’m not a guy 
who’s eaten by a bear. 

Janet: There are people that talk about how 
exposed we are, but really, it’s not like we’re 
coming out and going to be shunned by every- 
one we ever met. 

John: Hey, speak for yourself! [laughs] 

Janet: It’s an interesting experience in the good 
and the bad to see how audiences react, experi- 
encing this movie, not really experiencing you. 
You know it’s not real, in that you can’t help 
but be affected by the camera, even just on the 
level where the Fijians would hide from it. ... 
But then there’s still a truth where it’s you and 
the camera. It’s this weird third thing. 

I think for Steve, a big priority has been, 
you know, “How do I do this without it being 
perceived as a vanity film?” And so I know it’s 
hard for him that that’s getting kicked around. 
We thought about him because we set up the 
money and the opportunity, but we thought, 
“Who’s a great documentary filmmaker who 
we can trust to make it interesting and make a 
film that we can all be proud of?” and you know 
Steve James was at the top of that list. 

John: But consider the eternal contradiction 
here within this lose-lose proposition. People say 
that it’s a vanity production, where the subject is 
so unattractive. I mean, is that not a contradic- 
tion of the phrase “vanity production”? 

AC: It’s sort of like, the food is terrible, but the 
portions are so small. 

Janet: It’s been confusing and hard for all of 
us in that way. I think that Steve’s bent over 
backwards to make sure that it’s not a vanity 
film, which is why the portrait’s harsher than 
we might have been most comfortable with. 



AC: So if not vanity, what was the impetus behind 
the movie? 

John: I wanted a movie for one reason, to 
capture the experience of watching movies in 
the 180 Meridian Cinema. That excited com- 
munity response to a movie is a really special 
thing, and whatever movie it is that can inspire 
or incite that deserves some kind of credit, and 
I thought it was important to get that. When 
we went, I had probably completely burned 
out on film festivals, but you come to realize 
when you come back that it is in a film festival 
setting, or a culty sort of place like the Alamo 
Drafthouse, where you can get that kind of 
visceral, big audience response. But there’s not 
really a whole feature film in watching people 
watch movies, no matter how excited they are, 
and we knew it. And Steve took it in directions 
we couldn’t have predicted. 

Janet: Over the years we’ve been together, 
John has taken many leaps. And, while I’m 
more hesitant, I’ve learned to trust those 
leaps more and more, and when I saw his 
enthusiasm for showing movies this way, I 
knew it was something we had to do. Going 
to Fiji really was so healthy for us. Instead 
of in America, where everybody would be in 
their rooms with their headphones on, in Fiji 
we were together, we were enjoying it togeth- 
er and having ideas together and having an 
adventure together. And, in terms of the film 
itself, the kids were part of the planning and 
saw it in action, and they were smart about 
it. And then they’ve been so good with it 
since then, in the Q&A’s and doing public- 
ity. And you know, they don’t like the film. 
Wyatt knows he looks good in it, but it’s 
not interesting to him. And Georgia’s really 
uncomfortable with how it shows her and 
our experience of it. 

And, again, for what it did capture, I think 
it’s really exciting. Like I love the Jackass scene 
in the movie. Wyatt and I still argue about it. 
That’s real. That’s really us talking. And with 
Wyatt I still want to continue the conversation 
with him about it, and he’s like, “Jeez, Mom, 
in 20 years, I’m gonna be remembering this.” 
And I go, “No, you have no idea what you’re 
going to remember.” Because you don’t. You 
don’t know what’s going to stick. 

John: I think there’s a very American thing 
with any documentary - with any story, really, 
but in particular with a real-life documen- 
tary story - they want to know what you’ve 
learned, how you’ve changed. And if you 
haven’t learned enough, if you haven’t changed 
enough, you might be in trouble. Because 
Americans like that. And you might be better 
off pretending, “Oh, everything’s totally differ- 
ent now!” 

AC: Or constructing something in the editing to 
make it look like that. 

John: That probably would not have been 
possible, but even if it had been, Steve was not 
going to do that. ■

DORIAN BLUES 

D: Tennyson Bardwell; with Michael McMillian,

The theme of this year’s aGLIFF, “You 
always remember your first time,” finds per- 
fect proof with Dorian Blues. Writer-director 
Bardwell works within the nascent genre of 
the coming-out film to great effect using a 
unique character to elucidate universal 
themes. The unique character? Dorian 
Lagatos, played by McMillian (the WB’s What I 
Like About You, anyone?). The universal 
themes? Family and teenage life in modern 
America and finding your own path to personal 
acceptance. Successes and failures at com- 
ing to terms with himself abound as Dorian 
looks to his parents, peers, and religious fig- 
ures for understanding. Most interesting is 
Dorian’s relationship with his younger brother, 
Nicky (Coco), who is better equipped for the 
lion’s pit that is high school. The hunky sporto 
of a brother is surprisingly sympathetic but 
also understands the teenage tortures that 
would accompany an out lifestyle. After pro- 
tecting his brother from a bully, Nicky quickly 
reminds Dorian that life would be considerably 
worse if he were to come out. High school 
turns to college, and Dorian finds his freedom 
adding the ups and downs of a maturing love 
life to his still nagging issues of identity. As 
time passes, a Lagatos family tragedy brings 
previously suppressed issues to a head, and 
Dorian finds a family with problems beyond 
his own: A realization that is one of the many 
rites of passage to adulthood, gay or straight.

MADE IN SECRET: THE STORY OF 
THE EAST VAN PORN COLLECTIVE 

D: One Tiny Whale 

When you get intelligent people working 
together toward something they believe in, you 
usually get something interesting regardless 
of whether they succeed. Another constant in 
the history of creativity: When people can’t 
find what they’re looking for - in song, in 
museums, on film - and decide they must do 
it themselves, the end result is at the very 
least original. So it is with the East Van Porn 
Collective - “You can’t call us that,” member 
Professor University explains, because “‘porn’ 
is a word that makes people stop thinking, 
and that’s the opposite of what we wanna do” 
- a handful of twenty- and thirtysomethings in 
Vancouver who make films to turn themselves 
on both sexually and aesthetically. The docu- 
mentary following their efforts gets off to a 
rocky start; not technically, but rather due to 
the fact that member nerd-girl was not made 
aware that director One Tiny Whale (his real 
name is possibly Godfrey Someth ing-or-other, 
as that’s how the subjects refer to and 
address him throughout the film; it’s unclear 
at first that the documentary itself is part of 
the movement) would be attending meetings. 
After an emergency session, a consensus is 
reached: OTW can shoot everything except for 
what appears on the collective’s tapes. Fie 



can shoot them shooting, but he can’t shoot 
what they’ve shot once it’s on screen. It’s a 
good consensus, one of the many the mem- 
bers come to: They rotate jobs on produc- 
tions, discuss and collaborate on storyboards, 
make compromises, and maintain free and 
spirited debate to ensure the integrity of the 
collective and its work. That work is billed to 
be from the perspective of an “anarcho-femi- 
nist porn collective,” and it is, on one level, 
as notions of gender and identity are at the 
fore. But it’s also from the perspective of 
activists trying to be actors getting naked, 
young people making movies while struggling 
with some of their most intimate emotions. A 
fascinating, refreshing film. - Shawn Badgley

WILBY WONDERFUL

This one’s billed in aGLIFF’s program notes 
as a “farce.” False advertising, frankly: While 
there’s the occasional volley of small-town- 
inspired absurdity, the humor overall is a far 
gentler thing. In fact, this Canadian import is 
a subtly moving dramedy about all the trouble 
that sex (or the possibility of sex) can land a 
person in. Wilby Wonderful tracks three story- 
lines set on Wilby Island, a seaside village 
marked by the kind of incestuousness and 
gossip common to any cloistered community. 

A promiscuous single mom (Jenkins) and her 
sexually curious daughter (Page) are strug- 
gling to make a new life for themselves by 
opening a diner; a high-strung realtor {Sideways’ 
Oh) is too distracted by work to tend to her 
disintegrating marriage with the town sheriff 
(Gross); and Mr. Jarvis (Allodi), a wannabe-sui- 
cide mired in a local scandal, can’t seem to 
close the deal on ending his life. (The film 
comes closest to farce in cooking up increas- 
ingly bizarre interruptions to Jarvis’ frequent 
appointments with an oven, a noose, and the 
like.) Writer-director Maclvor takes his time - 
maybe too much time - establishing the char- 
acters and their myriad connections, and his 
film is needlessly cryptic about that town 
scandal, but once it (and the audience) gets 
its bearings, the result is a quiet, unassuming 
pleasure. An added bonus is the landscape: 
rocky crags, a picturesque main street, and 
the Wilby Sound, which surrounds, stifles, and 
inspires the island’s inhabitants.

LOGGERHEADS 

D: Tim Kirkman; with Tess Harper, Bonnie Hunt, 
Michael Kelly, Michael Learned, Kip Pardue, Ann 
Pierce, Chris Sarandon 

Loggerheads, which was nominated for 
Sundance’s Grand Jury Prize, skips artfully 
from mountains to hamlet to ocean. It 
deserves a hearty thanks from the North 
Carolina Tourism Board; curiously, this multi- 
layered drama raises the blood pressure 
about as much as the average travel doc. The 
themes within - abandonment, disavowal, dis- 
ease - are the stuff of Greek tragedy, but the 
effect - though not unsatisfying - is remark- 
ably sedate. Director Kirkman (who also 
directed the documentary Dear Jesse) enlists 
a team of well-known actors (some of whom, 
like comic actress Bonnie Hunt, are playing 
against type) to tell three interwoven stories: 
Hunt is a middle-aged woman living in 
Asheville and searching for the child she gave 
up when she was 17; Sarandon (The Princess 
Bride) plays a minister whose piety causes 
tension with his wife {Tender Mercies’ Harper); 
and Pardue (The Rules of Attraction) plays 
Mark, HIV-positive and fighting a one-man bat- 
tle to protect the coast-dwelling loggerhead 
turtles. Kirkman long delays revealing the link 
between the three stories - and when he 
does, the moment is confused by a jarring 
temporal jump - but no matter: The narra- 
tive’s linchpin may be located elsewhere, but 
the movie’s heart resides in supporting actor 
Michael Kelly. It isn’t a showy part - he plays 
a motel owner and Mark’s friend and eventual 
lover - but Kelly is a compelling, compassion- 
ate presence. - Kimberley Jones

THAT MAN PETER BERLIN

Peter Berlin was the poster boy for the 
Seventies gay sexual revolution. Literally. 
Prince Valiant haircut, leather pants, motorcy- 
cle boots, an always exposed and incredibly 
buff chest, a beautiful face and cheekbones 
somewhat resembling Owen Wilson, and an 
enormous cock. John Waters describes him 
as “Dinah Shore with a hard-on.” Berlin began 
his fateful trip to male gay iconhood with his 
erotic self-portraits. He was a talented pho- 
tographer and was photographed by few other 
than himself and good friend Robert 
Mapplethorpe. Berlin is still remembered for 
his porn career in the Seventies even though 
he appeared in only a few flicks, most notably 
1973’s Nights in Black Leather and the Berlin- 
directed That Boy. He wasn’t afraid of portray- 
ing the mundane aspects of the gay scene in 
his films, along with the not-so-mundane sex 
that would follow, drawing the attention of 
Andy Warhol among other notables. Berlin 
flaunted his sexuality through his photography 
and films and, of course, by displaying his 
bulging crotch, and was inspirational to less 



open members of the gay community. That 
Man finds Berlin alive and well (with Dutchboy 
haircut intact) in San Francisco and more than 
willing to tell his story at the age of 66. 
Despite his promiscuous ways, he avoided 
falling prey to HIV - unlike the majority of his 
contemporaries - because of his dedication to 
safe sex. This is only one way Berlin was 
ahead of his time, though his over-the-top 
image of male sexuality has endured to this 
day and still can be seen in the style of leath- 
erboys throughout the land. If you saw That 
Man strolling down the street, you’d certainly 
remember him. - Mark Fagan

THE MOSTLY UNFABULOUS 
SOCIAL LIFE OF ETHAN GREEN 

D: George Bamber; with Daniel Letterle, Meredith 
Baxter, David Monahan, Diego Serrano, Dean 
Shelton 

Based on the series of comics of the same 
name by Eric Orner, The Mostly Unfabulous 
Social Life of Ethan Green applies Murphy’s 
Law to the romantic comedy genre. The titular 
Ethan (played believably by Letterle, previously 
of Camp ) is unlucky in love, lust, real estate, 
and just about everything in between. His 
coterie of exes - including Kyle (Serrano), the 
recently outed baseball player; Punch 
(Shelton), the seemingly never-closeted man- 
hound; and Leo (Monahan), the man so 
uptight as to pursue a relationship with a gay 
Republican - enter and exit through the revolv- 
ing door of Ethan’s life with startling speed. 
Adding some refreshing X’s to this XY bonanza 
are Ethan’s mom (played by Baxter, reprising 
her role as the mother of a gay son, i.e., Elyse 
Keaton from Family Ties ) and the only slightly 
luckier in love of the lesbian variety Charlotte 
(Shanola Hampton). Bamber keeps the come- 
dic characters and situations rolling from one 
scene to the next, but seemingly attempts to 
cram the entire Orner catalog into a small 
package. Luckily the precocious cast makes 
this sometimes-goofy endeavor well worth 
viewing. Much of this burden lies on the 
shoulders of Letterle, who handles the bal- 
ance of comedy and loser’s charm seamless- 
ly, making him easy to identify with. For your 
sake, try not to identify too much.

David Brent vs. Andy Millman

I have a friend who insists that when it 
comes to TY no one does it better than the 
Brits. I’m inclined to disagree with her, not from 
some overdeveloped sense of nationalism, but 
because British actors often cite American televi- 
sion as key in their formative TV experiences. 

So there. 

However, I might have to concede on one 
thing. When it comes to the beleaguered sit- 
com, Ricky Gervais might have saved it: first 
with The Office, and now with Extras, which 
premiered on HBO last week. 

Actually, calling the original The Office and 
Extras “sitcoms” is a misnomer. A sitcom, in 
my mind, particularly the U.S. variety, has 
become something of a joke in itself. The 
humor is broad and not very complex, the 
punch lines so bombastic you could be watch- 
ing with the sound off and still not miss the 
joke. Not so with Gervais’ Extras. Here, he 
takes a turn from his earlier role as the pain- 
fully clueless David Brent to become aging 
aspiring actor Andy Millman, who’s looking for 
his big break. Unlike David, Andy is clear on 
the ineptitude around him, and more in denial 
of his limited skills and abilities than idiotically 
naive. Lucky for us, because with that denial 
comes a bitter coating that makes Andy that 
much more empathetic than David. 

In the extremely satisfying series premiere, 
Gervais’ Andy can’t even manage a walk-on 
without tripping. Instead of playing Andy’s 
gaffe as a broad pratfall, the scene features 
Andy twisting his foot on a loose brick, which 
is both funny and painful. At the same time 
you’re rolling your eyes at the idea that this 
actor can’t manage a walk-on, you’re still 
embarrassed for him. In short, Andy is more 
likable than David, but not by much. That 
he lies about his religious background simply 
to get into a woman’s pants is shameful, but 
watching Gervais’ pasty-faced prattling as he’s 
called out on his lie is priceless, particularly 
as he is inappropriately dressed in a Saturday 
Night Fever suit (his woefully dated idea of 
cool) among a group of church ladies and the 
priest who has caught him in his lie. 

Extras also features Stephen Merchant and 
Ashley Jensen. Each episode takes Andy on a 
new job, playing human wallpaper to the stars 



of the film (Kate Winslet, Patrick Stewart, 

and others in cameo roles). New episodes of 
Extras premiere on HBO Sundays at 9:30pm.

CRAZY FROM THE HEAT 

When all was said and sung, TCB caught 
about a third of the musical offerings at last 
weekend’s sweat-off in Zilker Park: full sets 
by about 10 bands, partials by another 20, 
and 10 more heard from a distance. Such a 
clip cost the use of his legs for 48 hours, 
gallons of dust his lungs have yet to expel, 
and feet no longer on speaking terms with 
their owner. Unlike SXSW’s perfect spring 
days and occasional downpour, Austin’s 
autumn music test has thus far been cursed 
with hellishly hot temperatures and not a 
prayer of rain. 2005 was the most biblical 
yet: triple-digit highs all weekend, peaking 
with Sunday’s all-time fall record of 108. For 
good measure, strong breezes from Hurri- 
cane Rita’s outer bands stirred up the acres 
of parkland, already parched from weeks of 
dry conditions, into something out of The Grapes 
of Wrath; Steve Earle preaching about global 
warming before “Jerusalem” drove home the 
Steinbeck-ian parallels that much more. He 
may have made a few converts by Saturday, 
when Oasis held forth as a dusty haze hung 
over the field like a British fog. 

Another effect of the heat, seen in most 
Oliver Stone movies, is that when combined 
with music it frequently causes visions. Only 
after roasting in the Texas sun for hours on 
end do the secret languages of such a huge 
festival become apparent: beyond the blues 
and bluegrass, there was Neil Young, disco, 
OK Computer, Rod Stewart, the Stones, 
Eighties rock from John Mellencamp to 
Tears for Fears. Even metal. Dios (Malos) 
quoted “Sweet Child o’ Mine” when not chan- 
neling Pavement, and Mike Doughty broke 
into “Paradise City.” The Black Crowes made 
“She Talks to Angels” a shaggy power ballad 
to rival Bon Jovi or Poison. Like Oasis and 
Wilco, the Crowes otherwise chose to orient 
themselves toward Exile on Main Street 
instead of ex-tourmate Jimmy Page’s old 
band, but Zeppelin was never far from any- 
one watching the Drive-by Truckers and 
Black Keys. Even Tracy Bonham, one of the 
dozen last-minute fill-ins, covered “Black Dog.” 

The festival in full swing is a sight to 
behold, an enormous city of music. Tents and 
trees dot the plains with every square inch of 
shade spoken for. Hundreds of flags (most 
popular: Jolly Roger) mark positions for peo- 
ple separated from their packs. Herds of 
them, clad in tank tops, peasant skirts, cow- 
boy boots, and Old Navy cargo shorts, migrat- 
ing back and forth, asking each other, “How 
do people live here?” (And answering, “I have 
no idea.”) Lou Neff Road encircles a ring of 
stages spanning an area from Barton Creek 



to the MoPac pedestrian bridge, more than a 
mile of ground. In the southeast quadrant, 
among century-old live oaks, is the production 
area, where tour buses idle, walkie-talkies 
crackle, golf carts whoosh by, and chain-link 
fences separate media from artists’ lounge 
from catering. People with various badges 
scurry about with clipboards and cocktails, 
never far from their cell phones. The comfy 
couches and open bar kept the artists’ tent, 
twice the size of last year’s, packed. This was 
the only place in the park where long pants 
outnumbered shorts, and the bar ran out of 
Red Bull several times. 

The adjoining patio offered excellent listen- 
ing for the Heineken stage, where Ricky 
Wilson of the Kaiser Chiefs anguished 
Sunday afternoon. “If it was this hot in Leeds, 
England, where we’re from,” he told the 
crowd, “we’d think it was the end of the 
world.” But his band plugged away, rendering 
the full-bodied pub-rock of “Modern Way” and 
“I Predict a Riot” in fine form. The heat 
turned performers sympathetic and defiant, 
like Arcade Fire. Clad in their traditional 
gothic-funeral attire, the Canadians took the 
Cingular stage during the worst part of 
Sunday, opened with the grandiose “Wake 
Up,” and never looked back. Spoon’s “I Turn 
My Camera On,” the Walkmen’s “The Rat,” 
and Wilco’s “Kingpin” all heralded the onset 
of evening, the sun at last giving way to stut- 
tery guitars and thoughts of indoors. 

It was around twilight Saturday that a svelte 
and shorn Roky Erickson affirmed his place 
in the Texas rock pantheon on the Chuck 
Berry gallop of “Don’t Shake Me Lucifer,” 
Austin’s Real Heroes outdueled Jet by com- 
bining Van Halen and Some Girls, and the 
Truckers’ bourbon-soaked riffs poured from 
the sky. “It’s like they just shifted gears,” said 
their label boss, New West’s Jay Woods, as 
“Never Gonna Change” thundered around 
him. Every year in the withering Texas heat, 
ACL forges the American musical aristocracy 
for the coming year, and musicians and fans 
alike know that surviving three days of pure 
hell on Earth will bring untold rewards in the 
months ahead. Why else, after all, would they 
do it? 



EAT 'EM & SMILE 



Coldplay set up camp at the Four Seasons, 
where Chris Martin told KGSR’s Kevin 
Connor Arcade Fire was “the best band in 
the world.” True to his word, he was stage 
right during their sweltering set, wife Gwyneth 
Paltrow shielding herself with a Chinese 
parasol as a nanny danced daughter Apple 
around during “Haiti.” Many hipster feathers 
were ruffled when the crew closed down the 
backstage area to allow the First Family to 
depart; Martin then raved about what he’d 
just seen several times during Coldplay’s set. 

The Austin Ventures stage, situated under 
a rock outcropping in the center of the park, 




was a dependable destination for interesting 
under-the-radar music all weekend, much of it 
local: Austin groove merchants Hairy Apes 
BMX welcomed David Garza onstage for a 
slippery cumbia, Nic Armstrong & the 
Thieves broke two drumsticks during their 
driving set, Sound Team bopped out some 
vampy, modernist dance-rock of their own, 
Wammo extolled the virtues of beer for the 
Asylum Street Spankers, What Made 
Milwaukee Famous’ genial power-pop was 
as breezy as the weather, and Zykos extract- 
ed Cure-sized angst from their perpetual key- 
board-guitar power struggle. Stealing the show 
was Scotland’s Sons and Daughters’ very 
New Wave cool during their X-like set of goth- 
tinged rockabilly. A few AV artists said they 
had trouble hearing, but otherwise the festi- 
val’s persistent sound problems were a thing 
of the past. 

The festival eventually sold out all three 
days for a total projected attendance of 
195,000. Officials said Monday they estimat- 
ed any attendance drop-off due to the heat 
and/or Hurricane Rita as minimal. However, 
several bands dropped out, mostly due to 
Rita-related travel difficulties: the Lost 
Trailers, Naturally 7, the Massacoustics, 



Mindy Smith, Kathleen Edwards, Bettye 
LaVette, the Ditty Bops, Free Sol, Tegan & 
Sara, Nine Black Alps, Missy Higgins, and 
Aterciopelados. Stepping in were Bobby 
Bare Jr., the Rev. Dan Willis & the All 
Nations Choir (both joining Widespread 
Panic as the only artists to play twice), Brent 
Palmer, Kate Earl, Dan Dyer, J.T. Van Zandt, 
the Double, the Iguanas, Tracy Bonham, 
What Made Milwaukee Famous, Dead Boy & 
the Elephantmen, Sons & Daughters, and 
Hanna McEuen. A holdup in St. Louis made 
Franz Ferdinand late for their ACL taping 
Saturday, but not Sunday’s penultimate slot. 
The Frames, meanwhile, racing to Austin from 
Dallas, made it in two hours flat, arriving min- 
utes before their start time Saturday. 

Best native moment was watching fans do- 
si-do during Asleep at the Wheel’s “Cotton- 
Eyed Joe.” Kevin Fowler also drew some 
lusty yee-haws for Texas Tornados homage 
“Senorita Mas Fina,” exactly what the hun- 
dreds parked in University of Texas collapsible 
chairs were thirsty for. And of all the songs 
Robert Earl Keen and Lyle Lovett both 
know, “This Old Porch” remains, apparently, 
the only one they can agree on performing 
publicly together. 
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THE DOUBLE 

Zilker Park, Sept. 23 

Taking the place of the Ditty Bops, the Double 
were good sports about playing the dreaded 
noon slot. The NYC quartet’s most recent 
Matador release, Loose in the Air, borrows from 
kin like Interpol - singer David Greenhill’s eerily 
similar voice - yet takes that act’s jangly sound 
and fills it with piss and vinegar. 2004’s Palm 
Fronds deconstructed the Double’s sound until 
it was boiling over onto the stove; Loose is a 
more simmering affair. Electric organ clashed 
with verge-of-dub instrumentation and slashes 
of blunt guitar. Greenhill, clad in a dress shirt 
and sunglasses, stared straight ahead most 
of the set, statuesque, delivering his echoing 
boredom-is-passion diatribe of the city. The vibe 
called for a dark corner, a shot of whiskey, and 
a tie that could double as a noose. Instead, 
with the sun beating down on the skulls of 
men in Phish T-shirts and women in Budweiser 
bikini tops, the Double’s loud bursts of noise 
floated through the park in between dance- 
boogie and hip-hop. It was high noon, and the 
Double unearthed some trap door where songs 
are drugged and have their kidneys removed. At 
least that’s what it sounded like.

DIOS (MALOS) 

Zilker Park, Sept. 23 

Following in the footsteps of recent forebears 
like Pavement and Weezer, Hawthorne, Calif.’s 
Dios (Malos) play low-key indie-pop girded 
with melodic subtleties likely to draw Beach 
Boys comparisons simply because of their 
shared birthplace. Their new, self-titled album 
on StarTime International is full of sweetly 
melancholic left turns, but translating such 
nuances to a hot festival stage isn’t easy. The 
band’s uneven Friday afternoon performance 
reflected that. Opening with “Feels Good Being 
Somebody,” the quartet quickly found the 
acoustic elements of their sound downwind 
from Kasabian. At one point, otherwise affable 
guitarist/ keyboardist Joel Morales pointed a 
middle finger in the direction of the bleeding 




SOUND TEAM 

Zilker Park, Sept. 23 

As music festivals become more instrumental in breaking new acts in the 
U.S., winning over ambivalent masses in two songs or less is a great gift indeed. 
Although Sound Team surely benefited from the hometown crowd at their late- 
afternoon ACL performance, the septet’s full-bodied aural drama demonstrated 
why Capitol Records signed them. With two guitarists and two keyboardists, Sound 
Team pads their melodies with rich textures, creating a thoughtfully arranged 
assault vaguely reminiscent of Sonic Youth crossed with Warm Jets-e ra Brian Eno. 
At the same time, they work in late-Cold War dance rhythms that straddle the line 
between New Wave and disco. Despite being custom-fit for orange terror alerts and 
marauding cyclones, Sound Team performs at too high a level to be considered a 
contrivance. Moving between guitar and piano, singer Matt Oliver came off as a 
prime-time frontman, able to lather up the sizable crowd without overly active court- 
ship. Whereas some studio-savvy bands fail to translate live, Sound Team turned 
songs like “Don’t Turn Away” and “Movie Monster” into anthemic forces of nature. 
Given their well-greased performance groove, all Sound Team needs now is a suit- 
able label push and maybe a song in a car commercial. - Greg Beets 




noise. Although they didn’t appear to be enjoy- 
ing themselves much, Dios (Malos) soldiered 
through consummately. The sound situation 
improved once Morales plugged in, particularly 
on the groove-laden “I Want It All.” The band 
also fared reasonably well with “You Got Me All 
Wrong,” their O.C. -approved paean to shattered 
love. Wrapping up with “Goin’ Home,” Dios 
(Malos) eschewed the big finish for an unas- 
suming exit. Underamplified in the triple digits, 
what would’ve made perfect sense in a club 
couldn’t help but languish here. - Greg Beets 

KASABIAN 

Zilker Park, Sept. 23 

“I really admire you standing in this heat,” 
beamed Kasabian’s singer Tom Meighan. The 
Austin City Limits Music Festival has become 
an annual tradition for making pasty Brits 
sweat, and Kasabian’s midday performance 
was no exception. Launching with “Reason Is 
Treason,” off their self-titled debut, the band 
took charge of the stage with their sweaty 
fists pumping. Such an early slot at such an 
early part of the weekend is no small chal- 
lenge. It’s one the Killers synthed all over 
last year, and Kasabian followed suit without 
the suits. Meighan was commanding, trading 
vocals with guitarist Sergio Pizzorno. On “Test 




Transmission,” the band’s psychedelic charm 
was enough to make it their moment in the 
sun; with the drums beating down like the 
heat, the ample crowd danced like there was 
no tomorrow even though two were still left to 
endure. In a way, it was a proclamation, by the 
band and audience: There’s no turning back 
now. Before Kasabian emptied out the addic- 
tive guitar riff of “Club Foot,” Meighan declared 
what their fans would later echo: “We felt like 
shit earlier but now we feel so much better.”

JOHN PRINE 

Zilker Park, Sept. 23 

Long before he beat throat cancer, John 
Prine sang with the wry smile of someone 
who maybe cheated a little death. Even if you 
missed the ashtray edge in his voice, the stage 
cameras panned past the sizable scar on his 
neck from the surgery. So it’s probably no coin- 
cidence that the set’s leitmotif (angels, heaven, 
Jesus) was somewhat eschatological. After 
opening with the signature “Spanish Pipedream 
(Blow Up Your TV),” he unretired “Your Flag 
Decal Won’t Get You Into Heaven Anymore.” 

With lines like “They’re already overcrowded 
from your dirty little war,” it sounds like some- 
thing penned post-’Ol and not for Prine’s 
’71 self-titled debut. Even though the set’s 
momentum slowed noticeably after “Angel From 
Montgomery” somewhere around the midpoint, 
Prine still grabbed the biggest crowd response 
on “Some Humans Ain’t Human” from his lat- 
est Fair and Square when he substituted the 
album’s original lyric with the more colorful 
“You’re feeling your freedom and the world’s off 
your back when that asshole in Crawford starts 
a war in Iraq.” Yeah, it’s an easy shot, but when 
you’re a living legend and playing like you don’t 
mind dying, you get to get away with those.

THE BLACK CROWES

Headlining day one of ACL, reunited rawk 
dudes the Black Crowes proved yet again that 
classic hip shake never ever goes out of vogue.

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ROKY ERICKSON & 

THE EXPLOSIVES 

Zilker Park, Sept. 24 

After months of buildup, it’s exhila- 
rating to report that Roky Erickson & 
the Explosives unequivocally exceeded 
all expectations at their ACL perfor- 
mance Saturday night. This was 
Erickson’s first full concert in almost two 
decades and most likely the largest 
crowd the Texas psychedelic music leg- 
end had ever played for. Knowing a 
good vote-trolling opportunity when he 
sees one, cigar-chomping gubernatorial 
candidate Kinky Friedman introduced 
Erickson, calling him “an explorer of 
the mind and a pioneer of the heart.” 

With that, Erickson and the Explosives 
tore into “It’s a Cold Night for 
Alligators” with a toothy crunch that 
belied the long hiatus. The set was 
heavily weighted toward Erickson’s solo 
work, particularly his hard-rocking hor- 
ror/occult-themed songs like “Don’t 
Shake Me Lucifer” and “Creature With 
the Atom Brain.” Accompanied by the 
strobe-lit cloud of dust and neo-psyche- 
delic projections on the cliff behind the 
stage, one can only imagine what festi- 
valgoers not familiar with Erickson 
made of this noise. Erickson’s foundational reverence for 12-bar blues 
came through when he traded guitar solos with Cam King on “The 
Beast.” Aside from some crusty vocal harmonies on the 13th Floor 
Elevators’ regional hit “Splash 1,” King and the Explosives put their 
history as Erickson’s early-Eighties backing band to good use, nailing 
the crisp presentation a festival setting demands. While Erickson didn’t 
move around much or banter beyond “thank you” between songs, he 
carried himself with the magnetic gait of a bandleader. The first four 



chords of the Elevators’ “You’re Gonna Miss Me” elicited a roar from 
the crowd, after which the quartet proceeded to drive the set-closing 
standard home with King approximating Tommy Hall’s jug on guitar. 
Called back for an encore, Erickson sealed the deal with “The Damn 
Thing” and a marathon version of “I Walked With a Zombie.” After the 
main set, Erickson had responded to the sea of approval by politely 
saying, “My pleasure,” as well-raised Texans are wont to do. In reality, 
the pleasure was all ours. - Greg Beets

THE DIRTY DOZEN 
BRASS BAND 

Zilker Park, Sept. 24 

Would the Dirty Dozen 
Brass Band eulogize its 
New Orleans birthplace 
the way it did its original 
tuba player Anthony 
Lacen on last year’s 
Funeral for a Friend ? 

The expectation for a 
transcendent set cer- 
tainly worked itself into 
a frenzy as lifelong sec- 
ond-liners and weekend 
tourists alike crowded 
the Capital Metro stage 
in aggrieved anticipation. 

The analogy of Sammie 
Williams’ trombone as 
pirogue, navigating flood- 
waters with a mentality 
born and raised in a toxic swamp, presented itself almost immedi- 
ately as Dirty Dozen skipped rocks across sunken rooftops of past 
NOLA tradition. “When the Saints Go Marching In” never sounded so 
crucial, legitimizing every single repeated version of the song ever 
made. Preserving a culture as unique to the world as playoff wins 
are to the city’s football team, trumpeter Efrem Towns’ donning a 
Deuce McAllister jersey took on a whole new, loaded significance. 
Shedding all would-be voodoo tacklers in a swirl of Stevie Wonder’s 
“Superstition,” the precedent of throbbing tuba for modern music’s 
incorporation of bass guitar laid the foundation for an old-school well 
worth saving. As Julius McKee summoned bayou spirits with the gut- 
tural grunts of his sousaphone, the realization that New Orleans has 
always been able to swim its way through the muck became abun- 
dantly clear. - Robert Gabriel 



Silent Alarm. “You like dancing, Texas?” Okereke 
asked, the group tearing through a fierce, upt- 
empo take on “She’s Hearing Voices.” In fact, 
the band’s debut, coupled with their technical 
prowess, is so good live that Bloc Party doesn’t 
need to bother making any more albums. While 
the band didn’t stray far from their songs’ origi- 
nal arrangements, tunes such as “Like Eating 
Glass” and “Blue Light” ripped open the sun- 
stroked audience perfectly. Prior to a new song, 
one fan yelled that it was her birthday. “Happy 
birthday, Ellen,” Okereke responded. “This one’s 
for you.” The rest of the performance, though, 
was a gift for everyone else. - Matt Dentler 

THEWALKMEN 

Zilker Park, Sept. 24 

It’s a tall order to follow a perfect song like 
“The Rat.” The Walkmen’s latest album, Bows & 
Arrows, provided an angst-ridden soundtrack for 
anyone who’s ever been walked on or ignored, 
and the aforementioned single has become an 
unlikely sing-along to countless fans. One-upping 
their Parish show the night before, the New York 
fivepiece threw down a gauntlet of new songs, 
many of which showcased the veracity of “The 
Rat.” Opening animal kingdom newbie “The 
Cheetah” ripped Hamilton Leithauser’s vocal 
chords, while “Danny’s at the Wedding Again” 
held down the drunken screw-you at which the 
Walkmen excel. As Leithauser lurched backward 
to allow his yowls to travel, the veins in his 
neck warned of impending explosions, and they 
arrived quickly. Bows & Arrows favorite “Little 
House of Savages” was followed by a new punk 
rocker that added tempo to the Walkmen’s set 
and demonstrated that drummer Matt Barrick is 
a force to be reckoned with. After driving 27 
hours from Beaumont during the evacuation, 
the Walkmen garnered enough frustration to put 
on a show exactly as it should be: with fervor, 
anxiety, and balls. - Darcie Stevens 

ZAP MAMA 

Zilker Park, Sept. 24 

The shade of the Capital Metro stage was 
no match for the heat of Zap Mama. On ACL’s 
second twilight, starting late, this Earth-mother- 
led Afropop quintet dropped postcolonial funk 
for a sweltering hour. Mysterious as they were 
in their black sunglasses, the three lead sing- 
ers, fronted by Marie Daulne’s silky vocals, came 
out like Charlie’s Angels, pointing their fingers 
at the crowd. Rapturous, the a I most-capacity 
audience wiggled, danced, and let their feet do 
the talking. “Utu Mama” was a soulful lesson 
in Afrobeat, slinky guitars coating the back sec- 
tion of turntables, percussion, drums, and bass. 
Like an African Destiny’s Child meets Manu 
Chao, Zap Mama laced folk with modern R&B, 
mainly from 1999’s brilliant A Ma Zone. Stuck 
in that awful ghetto of “world music,” they nev- 
ertheless made proud use of global rhythms - 
salsa, hip-hop, and various West African motifs 
- letting it all loose in the name of freak-outs. 
“Fly Away” was a midtempo, sluggish R&B 
ditty that boasted a lovemaking bassline and 
turned rowdy through furious scratching and a 
head-banging dancehall riddim. Zap Mama is 
future music, forcing people to both dance 
and think. - Martin de Leon II 

OASIS 

Zilker Park, Sept. 24 

As genuinely impressive as it was that most 
ACL acts commenced on time, it came as little 
surprise that Oasis didn’t. Revving up nearly 15 
minutes past the schedule, the infamously tern- 
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pestuous Brit-rockers managed to stay on their 
best behavior. To a fault. Waltzing onstage to a 
prerecorded version of “Fuckin’ in the Bushes,” 
they segued into material from their new album, 
Don't Believe the Truth, and though the new 
album is strong, the audience’s lack of recogni- 
tion proved Oasis isn’t the draw it was a 
decade ago. “Maybe you know this one,” 
offered guitarist/vocalist Noel Gallagher as the 
group proceeded to dip into its mid-1990s cata- 
log. The crowd did know “(What’s the Story) 
Morning Glory,” “Live Forever” (dedicated to 
New Orleans), and “Wonderwall” (dedicated to 
“all the ugly girls”). Liam Gallagher’s voice 
sounds like an ashtray, but that didn’t stop a 
river of cigarette lighters from sparkling a stir- 
ring “Champagne Supernova.” Has Oasis 
become a dinosaur rock band? Closing with a 
cover of the Who’s “My Generation,” the answer 
was obvious.

M83 

Zilker Park, Sept. 25 

Laptops are never a festival’s friend and 
France’s M83 knew that. Anthony Gonzalez, a 
full band behind him, warmed the crowd even 
more with 10 songs of lush instrumentation. 
Despite the billion-degree sizzle, a decent-sized 
crowd still came out to hear sweaty synthe- 
sizers. More of a softer Sonic Youth than a 
computerized beat-machine, M83 opened with

FRANZ FERDINAND 

Zilker Park, Sept. 25 

It was 107 degrees out late Sunday after- 
noon. Good money says that it probably doesn’t 
get up to 107 degrees in Glasgow, where this 
energetic quartet calls home. Shocking, then, 
to see these wafer-thin lads bounding around 
the stage in long-sleeved shirts and plasticky- 
tight pants while the rest of us sweated and 
wheezed along from the pit. The Scots brewed 
up a balanced blend of tunes from both 
their debut and its imminent follow-up. Older 
tunes included the disco-punk of “Auf Achse,” 
metrosexual “Matinee,” and, of course, “Take 
Me Out,” which singer Alex Kapranos dryly 
introduced as “still a bit new.”

COLDPLAY

Coldplay doesn’t quickly come to mind when 
confronted with scenes from the Old West: the 
landscape shrouded in a dust cape denser than 
fog, citizens wrapped in handkerchiefs with only 
tired eyes peaking out. After enduring the hot- 
test day of the year, even Chris Martin was soak- 
ing through his black button-up. As X&Y opener

ARCADE FIRE 

Zilker Park, Sept. 25 

Things overheard during the Arcade Fire show: A couple breaking up; a 
man exclaiming that he “wants to live again!”; a college-aged man boast- 
ing his score on the video game 187 Ride or Die. These topics of life, 
death, and rebirth just so happen to be central themes in Arcade Fire’s 
storied album Funeral, and despite the suspect sound on the Cingular 
stage, the Montreal collective still sounded 10 feet tall. Dressed in their 
Amish Sunday best (or maybe it’s more Mennonite chic), they ripped 
through Funeral 1 s huge “Wake Up,” “Neighborhood #3 (Power Out),” and 
“Neighborhood #1 (Tunnels),” wielding accordion, violin, brass, and per- 
cussion. Dashing singer Win Butler crooned the Bowie-ish “No Cars Go” 
(graced by Bowie himself recently during CMJ), and his wife, Regine, float- 
ed through the all-French torch song “Haiti” with childlike gestures. By the 
time “Headlights Look Like Diamonds” rolled around, Butler was fellating 
a limp mic and his brother was rolling on the floor. Their sold-out January 
show at Emo’s was definitely more intimate, but they screamed in unison 
and sweated through their clothes like whores in church, and that’s really 
what every good rock & roll show needs.

As a founding member of the Rebirth Brass 
Band, Ruffins knows how to bring the funk, but 
his solo performances take a more nuanced 
approach. Trading solos with trombonist Corey 
Harris, Ruffins followed Satchmo-hearted takes 



on “When It’s Sleepy Time Down South” and 
“Pennies From Heaven” with a jaunty versions 
of “Basin Street Blues” and “Li’l Liza Jane” 
that held extra resonance for the many New 
Orleans natives in attendance. Women climbed 
onstage and shook their moneymakers with joy- 



ous abandon. Ruffins brought the evening to a 
close with the African jazz standard “Skokiaan,” 
which if bottled could cure more depression than 
any pharmaceutical.

For 25 years, Multnomah County, Ore., has set aside 1% of public building construction 
money for art, meaning almost $600,000 worth for its new $58 million jailhouse. Critics 
of the program say that art won't do much to battle crime in Multnomah, but on the other 
hand, so far, neither has the $58 million. The jail has been finished for a year, but as of 
September, it's still empty because county officials have not found a way to pay the operat- 
ing expenses. If they ever do, inmates and visitors will be treated to such works as Thomas 
Sayre's concrete shipwreck sculpture. 



LEAD STORY 

Latest Step in Male Obsolescence: In 
September, Dr. Paul De Sousa and a research 
team at the Roslin Institute in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, told a professional audience that they 
had just created human embryos from female 
eggs without using sperm. De Sousa’s team 
employed electrical shocks to “trick” 300 eggs 
into dividing as if fertilized and was successful 
six times, creating 50-cell “blastocysts” that 
could eventually produce stem cells. De Sousa 
denied that his embryos would be implanted 
into wombs to create female fetuses (and said 
his government license does not authorize 
that), but could grow replacement tissue for a 
faulty organ of the egg’s donor. 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

• City Officials Who Know How to Make 
“News of the Weird:” Mayor Felipe Santolia 
of Espertantina, Brazil, declared last May 9 
“Orgasm Day,” pointing out that orgasms seem 
to make people happier and more productive. 
And Mayor Gabor Mitynan of a municipal dis- 
trict in Budapest, Hungary, declared in August 
that female workers should not wear revealing 
skirts to work unless they have “completely 
perfect legs,” nor crop tops unless they have 
“well- trained bellies.” 

• Government Service Is Tougher Than You 
Think: City council member Yvonne Lamanna, 
58, filed a worker compensation claim earlier 
this year against the city of Penn Hills, Pa., when 
she suffered a severe back injury as she took her 
seat at the Feb. 7 council meeting. And the chief 
minister of the Malaysian state of Kedah ordered 
all members of the legislature from his party to 
learn how to catch snakes so they will be ready 
to help people in distress. “Otherwise,” he said 
in June, “they will be standing there watching 
helplessly as victims cry (out).” 

ARE WE SAFE? 

In July, the Transportation Security Agency 
fired Houston airport baggage handler Bassam 
Khalaf when it discovered that he is, off-duty, 
the “Arabic Assassin,” a rap singer whose lyrics, 
according to TSA, glorify the 9-11 hijackers and 
threaten similar mayhem on the United States in 
the future. (Khalaf said his lyrics were an inno- 
cent effort to gain notoriety as a performer.) 

MIGHT HAVE GONE TOO FAR 

In July, envelope-pushing strip club owner 
Howard White changed the main sign for his 
joint on Century Boulevard near Los Angeles 
International Airport from “Live Nude Nude 



Nudes” to “Vaginas R Us.” Neighboring mer- 
chants immediately complained, but city offi- 
cials said that “vagina” is simply not an obscene 
word. However, the city did cite White’s sign 
for being made of illegal combustible vinyl. At 
press time, opponents of the sign were trying 
to encourage the Toys “R” Us company to force 
White to abandon the name as too similar to its 
own protected trademark. 

SUPER-CLUMSY PEOPLE 

• Evelyn Davison, 74, of Austin, Texas, filed a 
lawsuit in June against a neighbor who had failed 
to bring in her empty garbage can after a pick- 
up. Davison discovered it in her driveway, and, 
attempting to move it by herself, she said she was 
seriously injured when she accidentally fell into it. 
And the Minnesota Court of Appeals sent a case 
back to trial in May, ruling that Jenell Casarez 



could indeed sue Amy and David Klema for inju- 
ries suffered as a guest in their home. According 
to the lawsuit, Casarez needed to use the bath- 
room, which was occupied by David, and so with 
Amy’s acquiescence, went to the basement and 
attempted to relieve herself in a concrete laundry 
tub, but when she climbed on top, it tipped 
over and crushed her fingertips. (Alcohol was 
involved, according to the trial court.) 

• Clumsiest Surviving Artist-Bombmaker: Chris 
Hackett, 33, built a small functional bomb that 
he was set to exhibit in the Lower Manhattan 
Cultural Council in New York City around the 
time of the Sept. 1 1 remembrances, but tried to 
assure worried exhibitors that it was only an art 
project and would not explode. Hackett is the 
artist who in January 2004 blew up part of his 
face when a propane tank exploded as he was 
hooking it up to fire a confetti cannon. 



LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

1) Amir Husain, 17, and Anthony 
Nauman, 18, who allegedly burglarized a 
home in Mundelein, 111., in August, were 
easily tracked down by police after the pair 
decided to build a Web site and post pho- 
tos of their loot for sale, along with their 
contact information. 2) In the early morning 
hours of a July day on the Eastern Freeway 
in Doncaster, Australia, when a driver on a 
restricted permit was stopped for speeding 
(at the equivalent of more than 120 mph), 
he told the officer in apparent seriousness 
that he didn’t realize the police worked that 
late. (We’re a “24-hour organization,” said a 
police spokesman.) 

RECURRING THEMES 

British insurance companies occasionally 
write policies on unconventional risks, as 
“News of the Weird” reported in 1996, when 
Goodfellow Rebecca Ingrams Pearson wrote 
a $ 160,000-equivalent policy covering alien 
abduction (including pregnancies resulting 
from the abduction, even if it is a male who 
gets pregnant, in the event that the aliens 
have such extraordinary powers that they can 
impregnate males). In July 2005, sponsors 
of the Visit Scotland Adventure Triathlon in 
Loch Ness announced they had purchased 
insurance from the company NIG to pay up 
to the equivalent of $1.8 million in case any 
of the competitors are attacked by the Loch 
Ness monster. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) Judge Jeffrey K. Sprecher of Berks 
County, Pa., dismissed charges against a 
man in August for buying beer for his 
underage neighbor, ruling that the prosecu- 
tor hadn’t proved all of the elements of the 
crime. Specifically, said Sprecher, there was 
no evidence offered that Miller Genuine 
Draft is “beer.” (Prosecutors usually submit 
a government-created listing of beers as 
proof but failed to do that.) 2) In August, 
police in London, Ontario, informed the 
mother of a college student murdered in 
1990 that they had recently solved the case 
and were certain that the perp was a man 
on parole at the time and who died in 1994. 
However, said police, they cannot reveal his 
name because of “privacy laws.”

day trips

The rocking chairs at Fox Meadows Guest Houses and Nature 
Conservatory between Athens and Palestine look out over a field where 
the deer come to feed in the evenings. The soundtrack for sitting on the 
front porch is provided by a chorus of birdsongs radiating from the sur- 
rounding forest. 

“The 55 acres was raw land when we bought the place in 2000,” Craig 
Fox says. He lives with his wife, Jane, down the hill from the cabins in their 
new retirement home. “If you want to make a living or quit work, don’t open 
a bed and breakfast,” Fox says. 

Jane was a special education teacher and Craig owned an oil field ser- 
vice company when they decided to leave the Dallas area. The couple were 
married in Palestine and always planned to return to live. 

“We wanted to find something that hadn’t been logged,” Craig says, but 
the land had to have an agriculture exemption. What they found was an old, 
backwoods homestead. “We had to add electricity and running water to the 
property,” he says. 

The house on the property was beyond renovation. There was even a vul- 
ture family living in the attic. The salvageable lumber went into making the 
cabinets, molding, and furniture in the cabins. For the first 18 months that 
the Foxes lived on the property, while they built their three-story residence, 
they stayed in the cabin that is now for rent to visitors. 

The guest house is actually two living areas under the same tin roof with 
a dog-trot in between. Each half is a small apartment with a living room/ 
kitchen combination and bedroom. The couch folds out for more sleeping 
space if the king-sized bed isn’t enough. 

The kitchen has all of the utensils needed to fix a gourmet meal, includ- 
ing wine glasses and a coffeemaker. The fruit bowl on the counter is well- 
stocked, and the proprietors leave a basket of fruit and breakfast bread in 
a basket in the refrigerator. 

The living room is small but includes a fireplace, which is a nice touch 
not always found in cabins in Texas. Behind the built-in cabinet doors made 
with the rough-cut pine from the original house is a modern television, VCR, 
and DVD player. Since the TV reception is weak, you can pick from the 
small library of videos or bring your own. Also bring the Johnny Mathis 
Greatest Hits CD for the player in the bedroom. 

While visiting, save some time to hike the 3.5 miles of trails around the 
property. The land is covered in a mixture of pine and hardwood trees that 
provide plenty of natural foliage for birds and animals. One of the first 
things that Fox did after buying the property was to establish a Wildlife 
Management Plan. 
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“Basically, the land is for the enjoyment of the wildlife,” Fox says. After 
supporting a few head of cattle, the land is now part of an effort in 
Anderson County to restore bobwhite quail habitat. When the farmers in 
the area switched from growing legumes to raising cattle, the quail disap- 
peared and the deer reappeared. 

Fox says the target species for the property are deer, fox, rabbits, and 
mourning dove. They have already released more than 125 quail, and sev- 
eral geese have taken up residency on the four-acre pond they built near 
their home. The black-bellied whistling ducks come to the pond during the 
day and move to a neighbor’s pond at night. “They know where the food is,” 
he says. 

You would think that Craig and Jane Fox would have other things to do 
rather than maintaining their guest houses as a bed and breakfast. But 
Craig, who has a sign in his home office that says, “VP of Puttering,” enjoys 
showing off the property that they have worked so hard to make more hos- 
pitable to breeding and migratory wildlife.

Match-Play 

The Off Center, through Oct. 8 
Running time: 1 hr, 15 min 

One housemate is sitting in a chair on an 
isolated block of linoleum and appears to be 
recounting a story of some kind in elaborate 
detail, but it’s difficult to be certain because 
she makes no sound. Another housemate is 
concerned that the package that just arrived 
in the oven/mailbox contains a severed 

head, but she doesn’t want 
to open it and so can’t be 
sure it contains what she 
thinks it contains. A third 
housemate records his expe- 
riences and musings about 
life but never, never rewinds 
the tape and listens to them, 
preferring to mail them to 
others and imagine that 
the thoughts of the people 
he knows may be his own coming back to 
him through them. A fourth housemate is 
just back from France, where he read in Le 
Figaro that planes consider themselves the 
loneliest creatures on the planet, a fact not 
reported in the domestic press. The answer- 
ing machine, which has listened to enough 
messages to acquire sentience, aspires 
to have its status upgraded to that of full 
housemate, but since only four housemates 
are allowed, for that to happen someone will 
have to leave. Oh, yes, and the talking cow 
who sticks her head in through the kitchen 
window is curious about whether they’re all 
going to moo-oo-oo-ve. 

And you thought life in your household 
was complicated. 



In the residence into which we’re invited 
for the Rude Mechanicals’ Match-Play, a the- 
atrical piece inspired by Deborah Hay’s The 
Match, folks have a lot on their minds. If you 
know Hay’s dances - and especially if you 
know The Match from its performance at the 
Off Center last January - pulling a play out 
of one of them might seem beyond imagin- 
ing. But the Rude Mechs have pulled off the 
impossible with their characteristic aplomb, 
here using a heavy helping of absurdity and a 
dollop of wonder. The script’s mix of original 
material by Kirk Lynn and free-for-th e-taking 
Richard Foreman text gives Match-Play some- 
thing of the feel of an episode of The Real 
World as conceived by Eugene Ionesco. We’re 
witness to the requisite scenes of domestic 
travails and prickly exchanges among folks 
who share living quarters, but instead of 
drinking binges and sexual encounters, we 
get explosive bursts of curious choreography, 
a man screaming expletives at his alarm 
clock, and a talking cow. It’s as odd as it 
sounds but also frequently and consistently 
hilarious, given the way Rudes Lana Lesley, 
Shawn Sides, and Lynn, with special guest 
Rude Barney O’Hanlon, inhabit these intellec- 
tually challenged housemates. 

Not that you need a thread of meaning 
to enjoy Match-Play , given the eye-grabbing 
visuals (Leilah Stewart’s mid-20th-century 
interior decor by way of Magritte, the cast all 
sporting bleached-blond coifs and decked 
out in Laura Cannon-crafted white outfits 
with plastic accents) and the vigorous perfor- 
mances, which mix comedic precision with 
exuberant evocations of Hay’s dance, but 
that intellectual challenge can provide one. 

In this world, everyone is thinking, even the 
livestock, aircraft, and appliances. They’re all 
testing the limits of consciousness, question- 




ing perceptions, trying to crack the nut of 
what we know about the universe around us. 
Hay has been at this for decades and bases 
much of her work on the concept of trying to 
activate perception in every cell of her body 
simultaneously, awakening and synthesizing 
thousands upon thousands of individual and 
unique experiences of space and time. It’s an 
impossibility for most mere mortals, and the 
Rudes have concocted a novel theatrical spin 
on the absurdity of that. Still, these characters 
are onto something, and even in the midst of 
their little household dramas, they’re thinking 
big, about questions as vast as the sky, as 
vast as that incredible intellectual engine in 
our heads that we use, what, 10% of? The 
idea of expanding that capability and kicking 
open those doors of perception is where the 
engaging and funny Match-Play strikes home, 
igniting the intellect. - Robert Faires

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Song From the Sea 

Dougherty Arts Center Theatre, through Oct. 9 

This year marks the 15th season for Second Youth Family 
Theatre. All of the original company members, such as 
recently departed Artistic Director Rick Smith, are gone, leav- 
ing behind a company that’s testing some new waters in 
theatre for young people. One example of this is Mike Kenny’s 
Song From the Sea, whose premiere the company is giving 
on American soil. Kenny’s 60-plus works are well-known in 
England and usually vie with long-established fables and fairy 
tales for production in children’s theatre there. 

His enjoyable script holds to the ideals of most 
typical American plays that instill hope with a 
smirk-and-nod moral. Kids can spot a disguised 
morality tale a mile away, but the enchantment in 
Kenny’s tale eases the “pain” of being taught a 
lesson while reinforcing our belief in childhood as 
a time of innocence, unperturbed by adult reality. 

In the midst of a noisy grownup world, an 
adorable blond boy named Josh hears a faint 
“yet beautiful” song (according to the narrator 
and grandmother, played wisely by Laurie Coker) 
that no one else seems to hear. Every night, the bedroom window 
flies up, the flat, featureless props wash away and disappear, and 
the boy falls into a deep-sea slumber. While flooding has been 
on everyone’s mind of late, on stage these flooding dreams are 
the most pacifying parts of the production, with the water repre- 
sented by sinuous silk in various shades of navy and teal and 
the sounds of rushing ocean waves soothing our ears. 





Awake again, Josh goes to tell his family what he has 
heard. But his mother (Andrea Alvarez) loudly and monoto- 
nously vacuums in her business attire, his pigtailed too- 
cool-for-school older sister (Harmony Zambrano) dances to a 
boombox while doing homework, and his grandmother watch- 
es her game shows. As the boy hero, young Ian Christopher 
Blake frustratingly pulls on their skirts to get their atten- 
tion, but only the grandmother listens. Together, the two 
of them trek through the city, left to the audience’s 
imagination, and meet the beach. 

Despite the fact that we never hear “the song,” 

Director Sarah Rinner unfolds the tale like waves 
through scenes and energetic choreography. Josh 
swims, his arms flapping clumsily through the air, not 
really believing he is in water. It takes a few scenes 
for the audience to realize he is swimming with 
dolphins. In dreams, these charming and intelligent 
cetaceans can be signs of a child’s mental devel- 
opment, and that’s certainly true of Josh here. The 
dolphins (Leslie Finley and Mary Katherine Vigness), 
festooned with pastel ribbons, fly through the air in affection- 
ate rhythms, nearly flawless to a child’s eye. 

Rinner avoids overdoing the nautical themes that might 
have left the audience green about the gills. She maintains a 
balance of reality and magic that washes calmly over the audi- 
ence, trusting in her youngest viewers to imagine the city, the 
water, and the dolphins. Rinner believes that the play is about 
“trusting in that which you can’t see with your eyes but know 
in your body.” 

Josh says, “I didn’t want to come back. I wanted to stay 
with the dolphin forever. The dolphin told me a story and

D: David Cronenberg ; with 1 figgo Morten sen, Maria Bello , Ed Harris , William Hurt ; 
Ashton Holmes. (R, 96 min.) 

Throughout his career as a director of high-minded horror films, 

David Cronenberg has focused on the linkage between acts of indi- 
vidual horror and the cultural ubiquity of violence. Until recently, the 
violence has always stood apart from humanity, seep- 
ing into our pores from outside sources and poisoning 
the characters’ lives in films such as Rabid, The Brood, 
Scanners, Videodrome, The Fly, The Dead Zone, Dead 
Ringers, and many more. Sometimes the seepage 
is the result of medical experiments gone awry and 
sometimes the result of bodily functions gone hay- 
wire, but the malfunction is always abetted by human 
hubris, misunderstanding, and complacency. Visually 
and thematically, Cronenberg’s horror has always been 
identifiable by its focus on the viscera, the cellular level 
at which horror invades our gut, multiplies, and regurgitates back into 
the culture from whence it came. In recent films, however, Cronenberg’s 
horror has become more externalized. From the sexual fetishists of 
Crash to the mentally deranged central character of Spider, and now 
the mobsters of A History of Violence, Cronenberg now seems to be 
creating characters whose violence is intrinsic - not something com- 
pletely implanted by external forces but a virus that resides within. A 
History of Violence implicitly tackles the old question of nature vs. nur- 
ture: What are we born with and what do we acquire from our environ- 
ment? This new Cronenberg film (written by Josh Olson from a graphic 
novel by John Wagner and Vince Locke) is less like a horror film in 
the sense of there being inexplicable creepie-crawlies scurrying about 
and more like a human drama colored blood red by the intrusion of 
inexplicable violence. Tom Stall (Mortensen), his wife, Edie (Bello), and 
their two kids live a quiet life in the small, everyone-knows-everyone- 
else town of Millbrook, Ind. Tom and Edie, who’ve been married about 
20 years, remain very much in love, as the film’s opening sequences 
- including a graphic sex scene - demonstrate. But then an act of 
sudden, horrific violence invades the diner that Tom operates, and the 
slow-to-burn family man responds with lightning reflexes. His heroism 




turns him into a media celebrity, which causes mobster Carl Fogarty 
(Harris) to enter his life claiming that Tom is really a lethal killer from 
Philly named Joey Cusack. Is it a case of mistaken identity or is it 
really possible for someone to so thoroughly alter their personality or 
DNA? That’s the kind of thing this movie would have us ponder while 
watching it unfold. To what degree can a wife ever fully know her hus- 
band? And Tom’s teenaged son’s travails with the local high school 
bully foreshadow the way in which violence perhaps carries over from 
one generation to the next. And would any of these characters be able 
to survive if they didn’t have a violent component in their natures? 

That said, Cronenberg doesn’t stint on violent imagery: We see faces 
blown off with shotguns, pools of blood, violent sex, and other disturb- 
ing images with great regularity. As mobsters, Harris and Hurt create 
characters that are so deliciously malevolent and original that their 
performances alone make the movie worthwhile. A History of Violence 
poses the right question: Are those who don’t study history doomed to 
repeat it? - Marjorie Baumgarten

DILJO BHIKAHEY 

D: Romesh Sharma ; with Karan Sharma , Annabelle 
Wallace , Amitabh Bachchan , Revathi, Bhoomika 
Chawla, Malcolm Stoddard , Claire Oberman. 

(NR, 144 min., subtitled) 

The Indian actor-turned-producer-turned- 
director Romesh Sharma has launched his 
son into the movie business by starring 
him in his new film, DU Jo Bhi Kahey. The 
film is a cross-cultural love story in which 
Karan Sharma plays Jai, a Mauritian stu- 
dent of Indian descent who falls in love with 
Sophie (Wallace), the beautiful daughter 
of a prominent white family in Mauritius. 

The two meet while in Sweden, studying 
for degrees in the hospitality industry, but 
know that their love will face objections 
from both families upon their return home. 
Actually, the movie begins with a preamble 
in which we see Jai’s mother (Revathi) 
being rushed to the hospital. Then the next 
hour backtracks to tell the story of the love 
that almost kills his mother. It’s in this sec- 
tion that most of the movie’s songs and 
dancing appear. The middle is given over 
mostly to the drawn-out melodrama, which 
advances only slightly with the introduction 
of an alternate woman, chosen by Jai’s 
mother to wed her son. Sophie’s father is a 
rabid white supremacist, who makes fervent 



pronouncements about the proper arrange- 
ments between masters and slaves. (Some 
background history about the social and 
racial legacy of Mauritius, which is provided 
at the beginning of the film, proves helpful 
to those unfamiliar with the politics of the 
region.) Unfortunately, Sophie is as much 
a daddy’s girl as Jai is a momma’s boy, 
thus their future seems forever cursed. As 
a leading man Karan Sharma is little more 
than adequate, although Wallace provides 
a sunny presence, and veterans Bachchan 
( Sarkar ) and Revathi lend the film a certain 
grounding. Interestingly, more than half 
the film’s dialogue is in English, as befits 
a cross-cultural story. However, D/7 Jo Bhi 
Kahey is not likely to cross many cultural 
barriers of its own. - Marjorie Baumgarten

THE GREATEST GAME EVER PLAYED 

D: Bill Paxton ; with Shia LaBeouf, Stephen Dillane, 
Elias Koteas , Stephen Marcus , Josh Flitter, George 
Asprey, Justin As hforth. (PG, 120 min.) 

Actor-turned-director Bill Paxton does an 
abrupt about-face from his violent directing 
debut, Frailty, to this period piece about the 
improbable but true triumph of a 19-year- 
old amateur American golfer at the 1913 
U.S. Open. The title refers to what some 
consider to be the most phenomenal round 
of golf ever played, when the untested 
American Francis Ouimet (LaBeouf) faced 
off against two British titans, Harry Vardon 



(Dillane) and Ted Ray (Marcus) - one David 
vs. two Goliaths, as one reporter puts it. 
Indeed, even for golf neophytes, the match 
re-creation is as riveting as the sports 
pages billed it, but there’s a lot of pokey 
exposition to wade through first. Scripter 
Mark Frost (the Twin Peaks producer who 
also wrote the book upon which this golf 
film is based) devotes much time to the 
class issues at hand. At the time, golf was 
considered a game for gentlemen only; nei- 
ther Vardon nor Ouimet, a former caddy, 
were to the manor born, and the discrimina- 
tion they endured shaped the men - and 
the athletes - they became. But the drama- 
tization of these issues - especially in 
Ouimet’s relationship with his disapproving 
father (played by Koteas) - repeatedly 
strikes the same chord, with diminishing 
returns. (And as class is such a primary 
concern, it’s curious then that Frost never 
explains how Ouimet, the son of an immi- 
grant day laborer, knows how to waltz and 
lives with his family in seeming middle-class 
comfort.) Paxton shows perhaps too much 
restraint in the film’s overlong first half, but 
the pace considerably quickens once the 
Open kicks off. LaBeouf, tamping down his 
loosey-goosey charm to play dramatic lead- 
ing man, gains a sparring partner in the 
form of a stout, ballsy fifth-grader-turned- 
caddy named Eddie Lowery (Flitter). Eddie’s 
somewhat of a stock Disney character, but 
after so much somberness, his comic 



scowlings provide exactly the kind of kick 
in the pants The Greatest Game so needs. 
Paxton and DP Shane Hurlbut also inject 
into the game some inspired visual touch- 
es, including a quartet of top-hatted gentle- 
men who embody Vardon’s class-related 
inner demons and appear, phantomlike, at 
clutch moments. The Greatest Game never 
thrills on an emotional level the way the 
best of sports films - a Hoosiers, say - 
can, but it’s a satisfying entertainment 
nonetheless. - Kimberley Jones

HAPPILY EVER AFTER 

D : Yvan Attal; with Charlotte Gainsbourg, Attal, 
Alain Chabat, Alain Cohen, Emmanuelle Seigner. 
(NR, 100 min., subtitled) 

Movies about marital fidelity come in two 
flavors: the bitter suburban satire and the 
frothy comedic souffle perfected by the 
French. Though ironically titled (in French 
and English) and ugly in moments, Happily 
Ever After is closer to the latter. Masculine 
jealousy is funny (as we’ve seen before in 
Attal’s My Wife is an Actress) and spouses 
barely tolerable, a la Leroy and Loretta 
Lockhorn. Of the characters here - three 
guys’ guys who sell luxury cars, play soccer 
and poker, and discuss the vagaries of fem- 
ininity over power lunches - one poor 
schmuck, Georges (Chabat), is so hen- 
pecked (by spitfire Seigner) that he shrieks, 
“One day I’ll kill her! Go to jail. Who cares?” 
It’s too bad Attal falls back on so many bad 
relationship cliches for a punchline; in 
moments - particularly when Gainsbourg, 
Attal’s offscreen wife, is around - he stum- 
bles into an exalted state of truth-telling. 
Middle-aged Vincent (Attal) is married to 
Gabrielle (Gainsbourg) but schtupping his 
massage therapist (Angie David), even 
though they have a child (Ben, the Attals’ 
real-life son) and a lovely apartment with all 
the trimmings. Why isn’t Vincent happy? 
What does he want? Why can’t he love two 
women at once? Blustery Georges is no 
help with this dilemma, and a third pal 
(Cohen) just plays the field. Meanwhile, as 
Gabrielle starts to catch on to Vincent’s 
perfidy, she becomes aware of how hot she 
is. Vincent’s scenes are just what you’d 
expect from a French Sex Comedy™ - 
ostensibly racy, but philosophically overstat- 
ed and obvious, with cues from the 
soundtrack beating the viewer over the 
head for good measure. (When Vincent’s 
still-married parents, Gallic icons Anouk 
Aimee and Claude Berri, dine a deux in 
silence at their regular table, Radiohead 
sings “No Surprises.”) But Gabrielle’s 
scenes are riskier and ultimately more inter- 
esting, dramatically and ethically. She 
knows what a wronged woman is supposed 
to do - rage and rend her casually stylish 
wardrobe - but instead she does what 
wronged women actually do: She smiles 
through breakfast, grits her teeth through 
dropping her son off at school, and collaps- 
es into tears for a moment over a coffee 
she orders but doesn’t finish before meet- 
ing a client at work. Gainsbourg is a watch- 
able, down-to-earth actress, and her 
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Gabrielle is the sort of no-nonsense, slow- 
burn charmer all her husband’s friends 
secretly love from afar. For her trouble, 
the film gives her an admirer in the form 
of Johnny Depp, who cameos memorably 
in two scenes. Sadly, the rest of the movie 
is kind of a mess - all over the place 
tonally, hastily paced, and overly reliant 
on the ostensible truisms of romantic 
comedy. - Marrit Ingman

INTO THE BLUE 

D: John StockweU; with Paul Walker, Jessica 
Alba , Scott Caan, Ashley Scott, Josh Brolin , Tyson 
Beckford. (PG-13, 110 min.) 

Stockwell (Blue Crush) sure loves pretty 
people in beautiful locales. Here we have 
Jared (Walker) and Sam (Alba), dive-bum 
lovers in the Bahamas. Their boat is leaky; 
they live in a trailer and fantasize about 
striking it rich from buried treasure. Enter 
hotshot buddy Bryce (Caan, who’s wrinkly 
and toothsome like father James), on 
vacation from New York City with a skanky 
gal (Scott) and the keys to a legal client’s 
borrowed mansion on the island. Lurking 
in the turquoise waters is, of course, a 
fortune in cocaine submerged by a plane 
crash - and quite possibly the aforemen- 
tioned buried treasure Jared and Sam are 
seeking. But when Bryce gets the gang 
in too deep (this is, after all, an unofficial 
remake of 1977’s The Deep) with the nose 
candy’s rightful owners, will they all wind 
up floating? You don’t need me to tell you 
what the draw is here - the MTV-ready 
principals undulating in their skimpy swim- 
wear through big-ticket aquatic photography 
- but Into the Blue is better than it has to 
be. Everyone in this movie is impossibly 
hot (when we need a gun-toting heavy to 
menace our heroes, we get supermodel 
Beckford), but Stockwell draws the net 
around them efficiently enough, and after 
a meandering first act, the movie gets 
down to business as a crisp little thriller. 

Its characterizations are as bland as sand: 
As the Good Girl with Integrity, Alba’s 
always going on and on with “I just want 
you to be happy. You know that?” even in 
voiceover when she’s not onscreen, and 
Caan’s relentless dude-speak is so grating 
that it’s a pleasure to see him imperiled 
at sea. Yet the movie works somehow for 
what it is - a matinee yarn about greedy 
friends who blunder into a fortune and 
get their hands dirty trying to grab it. 

There are, of course, more artful and ethi- 
cally engaging variations on this theme 
(. A Simple Plan and Shallow Grave leap to 
mind), but there are worse ones, too - and 
this one has sharks and pirate lore and 
Sea-Doo action sequences, so you can see 
what its priorities are. The movie’s timing 
is terrible in that the characters make fre- 
quent reference to “that big hurricane that 
just came through here” (evidently a sub- 
stantial storm will cause sunken objects 
to drift enough to be found); it makes 
the filmmakers look like oafs when really 
they’re just grasping for plot points to kick- 
start their bikini movie. And don’t bring the 
kids. By crawling up Alba’s boy-shorts with 
an underwater camera, the producers are 
angling for that elusive adolescent male 
viewership, but the movie is too violent for 
its PG-13 rating. - Marrit Ingman

A LEAGUE OF ORDINARY 
GENTLEMEN 

D: Chris Browne. (NR, 93 min.) 

The first 15 to 20 minutes of this docu- 
mentary are solid gold. Browne encapsulates 
the history of bowling in modern America 
from its heyday in the Fifties and Sixties to 
its decline during the Seventies to Nineties. 
He puts into play some key ideas for his 
documentary: The glory days were a time in 
which more Americans bowled than voted, 
and the sport is identified with blue-col- 
lar workers who more often than not are 
thought of as overweight smokers and drink- 
ers - hardly the stuff of world-class athletes 
and the growing privitization of American’s 
leisure-time activities. Clips from the movie 
Kingpin and the TV show Married With 
Children punctuate the filmmaker’s points. 
From the birth of the Professional Bowling 
Association in 1958 to ABC’s final broadcast 
of PBA competition in 1997, bowling was in 
the American spotlight. A League of Ordinary 
Gentlemen picks up in 2003 when three 
retired Microsoft executives purchase the 
PBA for $5 million and hire Nike exec Steve 
Miller as the association’s new CEO. They 
seek to return bowling to its former glory. 
Some obvious strategies involve moderniza- 
tion of the league’s marketing techniques 
and the development of star players. After 
the film’s great introduction, however, the 
documentary devolves into fairly lackluster 
observations from some of the key play- 
ers during this reorganization year. We see 
them on the road for weeks at a time, a job 
requirement that’s rough on family life - no 
surprise. The men talk of the old days and 
the potential for new ones, but little of what

The work of fantasist Neil 
Gaiman finally makes it to the 
screen - with its innate sense of 
wonder intact, even - with this 
entertaining if sporadically over- 
stuffed package of magic, mys- 
tery, and masked madwomen. 
Gaiman, a native Brit who now 
makes his home in the U.S., is 
revered as much for his boyishly 
dark good looks as for his writing 
(insomuch as the world of fan- 
tasy geekdom has a pinup boy 
to call its own, Gaiman is it). But 
it’s the words that flow from his 
pen - or iBook as the case may 
be - that have earned him the 
respect of the genre and beyond. 
His Sandman comics, frequently 
illustrated by longtime creative 
partner (and this film’s director) 
Dave McKean, have always had 
a timeless, epic, fairy-tale qual- 
ity about them that transcends 
genre boundaries and places him 
further from Tolkien, Bradbury, 
and Lovecraft and closer, in 
spirit if not always in tone, to 
Machen, Dickens, and Homer. 
MirrorMask is the story of Helena 
(Leonidas), a teenage girl who 
longs for a normal life away from 
her parents, who run a peripa- 
tetic family circus. In the wake 
of a scorching argument fair to 
bursting with screechy hormonal 
overkill, Helena’s mother (McKee) 
falls desperately ill. Guilt-ridden, 
Helena goes to bed that night 
and wakes up in a dreamland 
populated by mirror images of 
the people in her waking world, 




MirrorMask 
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all of whom wear outlandish, often unnerv- 
ingly lifelike masks or, in lieu of that, sport 
human faces atop impossible animal bod- 
ies. There she teams up with the friendly 
juggler Valentine (Barry) - he looks a bit like 
King Friday of Mister Rogers’ Neighborhood 
- as she searches for both a way out of 
her dream and a way (via a magic amulet, 
natch) to save her mother’s life, even as 
her own lusty doppelganger ingratiates her- 
self into Helena’s real-world home. Cannily 
produced with the assistance of the Jim 
Henson Co., MirrorMask feels - like much 
of Gaiman’s work, including his new Anansi 
Boys novel - as though it had been woven 
together using disparate strands of cultural 
myth os, part pop-psychology, part sheer 
flights of fantasy, but nearly all freshly 
formulated Gaimanisms. The Jim Henson 
Creature Shop is represented in nearly 
every frame with some new sort of freakish 
creature, and if nothing else, MirrorMask 
makes for an archly cool millennial bestiary. 
Unfortunately, McKean’s film is shot through 
with a serious case of the Made-for- 
BBCTVs; from the acting (not too shabby) to 
the pacing (all over the place), MirrorMask 
feels like a midweek TV special, albeit a 
particularly inventive one. That’s not to say 
the film is a failure - it’s not, and there are 
moments of pure cinematic imagination 
that are wholly unique and engrossing - but 
simply to note that if you’re not already 
smitten with all things Gaiman, you may 
well find yourself, like Helena, a stranger in 
a strange land. -Marc Savlov

When it comes to mid-life crises, some 
guys buy Porsches, some nail hot blondes, 
and some just muddle through. Freshly 
minted Austinite and famed producer’s 
rep/author/gadabout John Pierson (his 
resume includes key assistance to the 
early films of indie luminaries ranging 
from Spike Lee to Kevin Smith to Michael 
Moore and Richard Linklater) chose to 
relocate his entire family - wife and pro- 
ducing partner Janet, 13-year-old son 
Wyatt, and 16-year-old daughter Georgia 
- to Nowheresville, aka the Fijian island of 
Taveuni, where he could, if all went accord- 
ing to plan, leave behind the indie film 
rat race, immerse himself in a completely 
foreign culture, and, best of all, screen all 
sorts of movies for the natives. Taveuni is 
a far cry from Pierson’s old Westchester, 
N.Y., stomping grounds, but it does 
indeed come with its own theatre: the 
180 Meridian Cinema, a dusty, disused 
rattletrap cinema replete with rickety seat- 
ing and the dynamic duo, Mickey Mouse 
and Bugs Bunny, emblazoned across its

chipped and peeling whitewashed facade. 
Once in town, Pierson promptly begins 
showing - for free, no less - scads of 
current-release Hollywood films that run 
the gamut from Apocalypse Now Redux 
to the MTV gross-out package Jackass, 
which promptly draws the ire of the local 
Catholic clergy, who question this new- 
comer’s motives and inadvertently begin 
a series of hearts-and-minds skirmishes 
between the Pierson clan and the Roman 
Catholic Church. Pierson, who with his 



gangly frame and jocularly forthright man- 
ner resembles no one so much as a pre- 
fashion victim Wes Anderson, gives the 
venture his all, verbally sparring with the 
local hoity-toities while attempting to con- 
tain a second front in the form of daughter 
Georgia’s burgeoning fast-girl rep amongst 
village gossip snipers. In between, there’s 
a wicked bout of dengue fever, burglar- 
ies, and theatre travails galore, but at its 
core Reel Paradise serves not only as a 
charming, witty glimpse into an American 



nuclear family uprooted to browner pas- 
tures, but also as an exploration of how 
Hollywood product is viewed outside the 
Lower 48. To the Taveunians, Pierson is 
a godsend (or possibly a venerated cargo 
cult of some sort), and his screenings 
of dumb-fun studio outings such as The 
Hot Chick and Undercover Brother go over 
like gangbusters, while more challenging 
offerings like Apocalypse Now Redux fare 
less well. (Interestingly, it’s the borderline 
xenophobic zaniness of the Three Stooges 
in the locally revered short, “Some More 
of Samoa,” that nabs the biggest laughs.) 
Documentary director Steve James ( Hoop 
Dreams, Stevie) is an old associate of the 
Piersons and was given unlimited access 
to their Fijian world, which makes for a 
far more interesting roll of family vacation 
movies than most people could manage. 
True, the melodrama on display here can’t 
compare to the likes of Larry, Moe, Curly, 
and the cannibals, but then this goofily 
charming quartet of Western outsiders 
is far more real than reel. (See p.54 of 
this week's issue for an interview with the 
Piersons.) - Marc Savlov

Hats off to Joss Whedon ’s army of fans 
and their enduring ire over the cancella- 
tion of his 2002 television show Firefly. 
Critics savaged the Western/sci-fi hybrid, 
viewers stayed away in droves, and Fox 
pulled the show midseason. But his fans’ 
continued devotion - and their DVD-buy- 
ing dollars - kept if not the series then 
the idea of Firefly alive, which was enough 
to convince Universal to greenlight the 
feature film we now have before us called 
Serenity. Geek much? As a one-time obses- 
sive of Whedon ’s Buffy the Vampire Slayer 
who eventually wearied of its wisecracking 
Scooby gang (and, even more so, of its 
rabid fanbase), I’ll admit to some reluc- 
tance here. Having never watched the 
source show, I had two primary concerns 
about Serenity. Did it make sense, and did 
it suck? In short order: Yes (more or less), 
and no, not in the least. Newbies should 
pay close attention to the opening min- 
utes, though, in which the backstory of this 
bizarro universe is laid out. The setting is 
500 years in the future. A massive civil war 
has splintered the solar system, but the 
Alliance eventually squashed the insurrec- 
tion and united the system under its singu- 
lar rule. Rebel fighter Mai Reynolds (Fillion, 
square-jawed and irresistibly piss and vin- 
egar) ended up on the losing side; he now 
captains the ship Serenity and its eccentric 
crew-cum-outlaws, crooking in the shadow 
of the Alliance. Serenity picks up here, with 
complications arising from the addition 
to the crew of a doctor (Maher) and his 
psychic sister, River (Glau). Seems River 
is precious cargo - she’s been trained by 
the government to be something of a killing 
machine - and the Alliance has dispatched 
an assassin (a chilling Ejiofor) to reclaim 
her. Serenity sticks to the same template 
of Whedon’s Buffy and Angel series: quip- 
happy, with a fixation on the supernatural or 
otherworldly, and a salty ensemble cast of 
characters bound by loyalty and tough love. 
But if it ain’t broke, don’t fix it: Those tried-

and-true conventions have everything to do 
with Serenity’s charm. (A welcome surprise, 
however, is the film’s unique vernacular, 
which skips from cowboy to Chinese; once 
the giggliness of it wears off, the dialect 
achieves a peculiar sort of poetry.) Prior 
knowledge no doubt enriches the experi- 
ence, clarifies certain relationships that 
are only hinted at in the film (indeed, some 
carry-over characters have very little to do

Its title translates as “Right Now” - and this is 
precisely the attitude the film’s heroine (Le Besco) 
adopts toward life and love, although the setting is 
1975, and Jacquot’s technique hearkens back to 
the French New Wave. Shot in jittery black-and-white 
16mm, the film’s on-the-fly aesthetic captures the 
shiftlessness of bourgeois youth, when anything 
is possible and accepting a drink from the wrong 
stranger (or is it the right one?) can transform a 
person from a bored art student skipping class to 
an international fugitive. Yet the film isn’t exactly a 
thriller; rather, Jacquot studies Lili as the emotional 
center of a moral drama about desire, abandon- 
ment, grief, and the turning points in a person’s 
life. As such it’s fascinating stuff. Jacquot’s camera 
loves Le Besco and lingers on her with tangible 
affection, capturing her transformation from a thrill- 
seeking daddy’s girl to an older and wiser (but still 
yearning) young woman confronted with the realities 
of survival.

It’s the non sequitur punchline 
to a filthy joke well-known among comedians. The 
joke - which at its mildest includes multigenerational 
incest, bestiality, necrophilia, and coprophagia - tends 
to get raunchier as the joke-tellers attempt to outdo 
all the perversions that came before. At its most pure, 
this documentary becomes an essay about individual- 
ity. Directors Jillette (of the magic duo Penn & Teller) 
and Provenza (primarily a comic actor) recognize that 
the joke is merely a vessel for the personal exercise 
of style. Comedians as diverse as George Carlin, 
Phyllis Diller, Robin Williams, the Smothers Brothers, 
Eddie Izzard, and dozens more all put their signature 
on the joke or tell stories about legendary versions 



they have heard. Usually, formal attempts at analyz- 
ing what makes a joke funny annihilate the humor, 
along with the messenger. The Aristocrats is the rare 
analysis of the workings of comedy that doesn’t 
destroy the humor in the process of taking it apart.

Broken Flowers, which won the Grand Jury prize 
at Cannes, features Murray as a taciturn and with- 
drawn ladies’ man who is anonymously informed 
that he is the father of a 19-year-old son. His 
odyssey to find the old girlfriend who might be the 
mother leads to a captivating but open-ended con- 
clusion. Broken Flowers is a work about middle age, 
a first for Jarmusch, although any regret, longing, 
or disquietude we perceive are projections rather 
than anything overtly expressed by the character 
himself. In fact, his diffidence is so extreme that 
it can be hard to imagine him as the ladies’ man 
that the movie contends he is, or was.

LORD OF WAR

Writer-director Andrew Niccol (Gattaca) shines his 
usual cynicism on the subject of gunrunning in his 
new film, Lord of War. The movie is a strange amal- 
gam of compelling visuals and fascinating vocational 
details forged with deep moral ambivalence and often 
hollow didacticism. It follows the gun-crazy world of 
emigre Yuri Orlov (a well-cast Cage), whose devotion 
to firearms derives from an economic understanding 
that the world’s demand for guns will never waver 
and selling them is the surest path to eternal riches: 



supply and demand. What bogs down the film is its 
overweening use of voiceovers - a narrative crutch in 
the best of circumstances and a pedantic tool in the 
worst.

Jimmy Scott’s life is dedicated to song. More precisely, “the story behind the 
song,” explains the singer from home in his native Cleveland. “The lyric is very 
important to me, what the writer is saying. When I was a kid, you could go to 
the five-and-dime and buy a book that had all the lyrics to the popular songs of 
the day. It was helpful for me to read and study.” 

His favorite song remains “Motherless Child.” 

“I’m in love with the story, and it relates to my life,” explains Scott, whose 
mother died when he was still a child. "I often think about what life would have 
been like had she lived.” 

There may not be a more emotive singer in any genre of music. Scott cer- 
tainly doesn’t sound like any other vocalist. A rare hereditary condition left him 
with a high, delicate, emotion-filled voice that’s characterized his one-of-a-kind 
sound for more than 60 years. He was Billie Holiday’s favorite singer and has 
since influenced everyone from Nancy Wilson to Lou Reed. 

Scott first played Austin in the early 1950s while barnstorming the country 
with Lionel Hampton’s Orchestra. He enjoyed a successful career for the next 
two decades before leaving the music business and slipping into obscurity for 
well over a decade. He returned to performing 20 years ago, and now, at 80 
years old, Scott still plays 30 to 40 gigs a year. In the past decade he’s record- 
ed a string of critically acclaimed albums for Milestone Records. 

What prompted his return to the scene? 

“The music itself and wanting to be a part of it again,” Scott contends. “If 
you’re in love with it, you never really leave it. It’s my life.” -Jay Trachtenberg

Q. I am pregnant, a little more than eight 
months along, and I have tested positive for Group 
B Strep. My OB/GYN insists on an IV antibiotic 
drip during delivery, but I really don’t do well with 
antibiotics. Is there any other option? 

A. The use of IV antibiotics during delivery 
has left pediatricians in a quandary. An infant 
infected with Group B Streptococcus runs a risk 
of developing potentially fatal meningitis. Since 
about 25% or more of pregnant women test 
positive for GBS, intravenous antibiotics during 
delivery are recommended for a great number of 
women each day. This practice could be easily 
defended if the results of using IV antibiotics 
during delivery were all good. Unfortunately, 
this is not the case. 

In August of 2000, an article was published 
in the medical journal Pediatrics (volume 106, 
pp. 2 44-2 50) reporting on a study of almost 
278,000 women, some of whom received IV 
antibiotics during delivery and some of whom 
did not. The authors concluded, after careful 
analysis of their data, that the use of IV anti- 
biotics during delivery had no effect on the 
incidence of GBS infection in the first week of 
life, but the study did find that all the infants 
exposed to antibiotics became ill within 24 
hours of delivery. 

Whether IV antibiotics were used or not, 
almost all the babies who did develop GBS 
infection exhibited clear signs and symptoms 
of infection in the first day of life. The authors 
found that, for the most part, IV antibiotics 
during delivery did not protect against GBS 
infection, and that early detection of infection 
through careful observation of the several 
well-known indicators of infection was the 
superior approach. 

Naturally an expectant mother who tests 
positive for GBS feels like she should do some- 
thing to protect her newborn. Some mothers 
elect to have the IV antibiotic during delivery 
because their OB/GYN finds it necessary to 
follow the recommendations of the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention and the 
American Academy of Pediatrics to maintain 
their hospital privileges. If you and your pediatri- 
cian decide to use IV antibiotics during delivery, 
as soon as your baby begins to nurse you should 
introduce the “friendly” bacteria that have been 
killed by the antibiotic. These friendly bacteria, 
called bifidus, are available in liquid or powder 
form and are slightly different than the friendly 
bacteria present in adults, called acidophilus. 
You can sprinkle the bifidus on your nipple 
before you nurse, and the baby will take it in. 

It would be great if a specific nutrient were 
available that would take care of GBS infection, 
as does an antibiotic, but our immune system 
is much more complex than that. As an expect- 
ant mother, no doubt you are eating well and 
taking your prenatal vitamins. The closest thing 
to a “magic bullet” among the nutrients may 
be docosahexaenoic acid, the most critically 
important fatty acid for babies. DHA is certainly 
needed for brain development, but also plays 
an important role in the immune function. You 
should be emphasizing DHA in your diet now, 
and after delivery, but giving your baby the 
whole team of needed nutrients will go a long 
way toward protecting him or her from all the 
challenges of life.

CHILD SUPPORT - HOW MUCH 
DOES PARENT HAVE TO PAY? 

I am going to try to get the father of my child to 
pay child support. How much will he have to pay ? How 
does that get determined ? 

Assuming you and the father are unable to reach 
an agreement on child support, a court would 
hear the case and decide how much child support 
should be paid. Texas has created guidelines to be 
used by courts when calculating the amount a non- 
custodial parent (i.e., the parent who does not have 
primary custody) should pay for child support. The 
guidelines work on a sliding scale, depending on 
the number of children that the noncustodial par- 
ent needs to support. 

Under Texas law, if the noncustodial parent’s net 
monthly income is less than $6000, the amount 
paid for child support would be the following per- 
centage of the monthly income: 

20% for one child 

25% for two children 

30% for three children 

35% for four children 

40% for five children 

not less than 40% for six children 

So as an example, if the noncustodial parent 
has a monthly net income of $4,000 and has two 
children to support, the amount of monthly child 
support owed would be $1,000. Keep in mind 
that some special rules may apply in cases of split 
or joint placement or multiple children in differ- 
ent households. 

In addition, courts will base child support on 
the father’s earning potential if the father is not 
making as much money as he could. So if the 
father were an investment banker who decided to 
quit and take a job that paid only a fraction of his 
banker’s salary, the court will use the income that 
he could potentially earn (the banker’s salary) to 
determine the adequate amount of monthly child 
support payments.

IS RENTAL 

COMPANY'S ESTIMATE FAIR? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Help! I am really hoping that you guys are not 
basking on some beach today. Here’s the deal: While 
my husband was conveniently out of town on busi- 
ness last week, I inadvertently backed into the right 
front fender of a friend’s rental car ... a 2004 Kia 
Rio. Needless to say, while waiting to get the damage 
estimate from the rental company, I had conveniently 
neglected to mention this minor incident to the afore- 
mentioned husband. My thinking was that it looked 
like about $200 of damage to me, and in that case, 
why bother the poor man with such a trifle? Today 
the estimate arrived ... $789.40 plus about $130 in 
“loss of use” and “diminished value” charges, for a 
grand total of $926.06. This for a car that currently 
retails for about $9,100. My question is, does this 
estimate seem reasonable, or am I being called upon 
to single-handedly improve the bottom line of the 
rental company? And ... since I am the perpetrator of 
this fender-bending, do I have any options other than 
paying? Can I insist that they get another estimate? 
And lastly, will you come over and stand in front of me 
when I explain all this to my husband? Thanks, guys. 

- Karen 

TOM: Well, the answer to your last question 
depends on how big your husband is. 

RAY: Unfortunately, there’s no body work that 
costs $200 anymore. For $200 at a body shop, you 
can get an almost-invisible dent knocked out and 
your ashtrays cleaned. 

TOM: In your case, I’m guessing you backed 
into the front quarter-panel. So to fix it, they have 
to smooth out the metal, prime it, paint it, sand 
it down, and then apply a clear-coat finish. It’s 
pretty labor-intensive. And if you happened to put 
a little crack in the headlight lens, there’s another 
200 bucks. So I’m not surprised that the estimate 
is for $800. 

RAY: That said, you certainly don’t have to 
accept the rental company’s price. You can insist 
upon getting your own estimate from a body shop 
of your choice. And if your estimate comes in 
lower, you can negotiate with the rental company. 

TOM: As for the “loss of use” charge, that 
probably depends on the contract that your friend 
signed when she rented the car. It’s a questionable 
charge, because unless they were totally sold out 
last week, the car might very well have been sitting 
on the lot anyway, not being used. So that might 
be negotiable as well. 

RAY: Alternatively, you can call your own insur- 
ance company and tell them you had an accident. 
Then they’ll negotiate with the rental company and 
settle with them - probably for about $200! 

TOM: Of course, they’ll then jack up your rates 
for the next nine years, so you have to consider 
that, too. 

RAY: But keep in mind that the rate increase 
won’t come until next year. So you’ll have that 
much more time to figure out how to explain all of 
this to your husband, Karen. Good luck!

Democracy is a bit of a sticky wicket. On the one hand you have the fundamental philosophical precept 
that all men are created equal, and on the other you have the mountains of empirical data that argue exactly 
the opposite. In fact, the idea that all men are created equal is a completely asinine assumption, the kind of 
hair-brained, head-in-the-sand lunacy that only a bunch of well-heeled 18th-century white landowners would 
dream up on a drunken bender. In the real world you have a physiological gamut that runs from Yao Ming to 
Billy Bartee, George Clooney to Carrot Top, Andy Dick to the Rock, and other mind-blowing contrasts that 
provide nearly conclusive proof that if there is a God, She likes it freaky. No, more likely what the white wigs 
were getting at was the idea that, for the most part, the Creator doesn't play favorites - well, except for Jesus, 
but you have to admit he was pretty hot, especially in the Italian renderings. Ironically, it was Jesus himself 
who originally coughed up that heavenly pearl of wisdom about God loving everyone equally, about all 
humanity being God's children. Maybe Jesus just didn't want everyone else getting all jealous. The pisser is 
that the equality thing works out best in the abstract. For instance: We can assume that Jesus loves Carrot 
Top. The rest of us need a system of laws to keep from choking the shit out of him. It's exactly this type of 
enlightened tolerance that is the hallmark of any advanced civilization. We need ideals to keep us in line, and 
when ideals fail, we need laws - laws and big, tough, heavily armed law enforcement officials to enforce 
them. It only follows that one of the most important jobs in society is the making of laws. Ideally, you'd like 
to think that smart people are making your laws: erudite, worldly, eloquent types with advanced degrees. As 
ever, reality falls well short of the mark, especially here in Texas where government is a veritable font of stu- 
pidity. We produce so much of it we're actually exporting it: First to Washington and then to places already 
teeming with it like Iraq and Afghanistan. In Texas, the main criterion for those seeking public office isn't a 
huge intellect but a huge ego. Thus, you get fundamentalist meatheads like Warren Chisum, R-Pampa, and 
Robert Talton, R-Pasadena, sponsoring constitutional amendments seeking to outlaw same-sex marriage. It 
is within the realm of possibility that Pampa, Texas, is about to be overrun with gays, but no self-respecting 
gay person would dare step foot in Pasadena without a full-body biohazard suit, which, at the very least, 
makes the corruption of impressionable youth a serious challenge. Yet, Dumb and Dumber want their con- 
stituents to think they're doing the work of the Lord, and there you go. It's just this type of unrestrained stu- 
pidity that gives democracy a bad name, and the only way to fight it is with intelligence and tolerance. 
Fortunately in Austin we have the Texas Freedom Network, an organization devoted to countering legislation 
by fundamentalist extremists. This weekend they'll be celebrating their 10th year of fighting the good fight 
with a special 10 Years for Texas Gala Saturday, Oct. 1 , at the Palmer Events Center. The event will be host- 
ed by Jaston Williams of Greater Tuna fame and features musical performances by Ruthie Foster and Latin 
dance sensations Grupo Fantasma. There will also be a cash bar and huge silent auction. Bring lots of money 
because the proceeds will help the TFN put a cap on Texas' font of stupidity.
